Soattlc.  Wash.,  Sept.  9.— A  dispatch 
to  the  Post  Intelligencer  from  Van- 
couver, B.  C,   says: 

Fcllowing  a  riot  Saturday  evening, 
in  Vancouver,  in  which  Ciiinatown  and 
the  Japanese  quarters  were  raided  and 
damage  done  approximating  $15,000,  a 
further  demonstration  occurred  later 
Jn  wliich  Kieki  Yiro  IshlS,  chief  of 
t^t  bureau  of  foreign  commerce  and 
head  of  the  Japanese  consular  service 
and  Consul  Nuburo  Hisamidsu  of 
Seattle,  were  the  central  figures  and  in 
■vvliith  riot  a  number  of  people  vvtre 
bruised  and  injured  by  broken  bottles 
and  flying  bricks  in  the  hands  of  a 
f  rt  nzied  mob.  Baron  Ishli  and  Consul 
Hi.samaidsu  finally  made  their  escape 
from  the  mob  and  the  affair  was  im- 
mediately cabled  to  Tokio, 

CCiiiCident  with  tJie  riot  was  the 
arrival  of  a  steamship  having  on  board 
at  least  f>t'0  Japanese.  With  a  com- 
mon impulse  the  mob  surged  to  the 
water  front  and  as  soon  as  the  Ja- 
panese carne  down  the  gangplank,  they 
were  met  by  the  rioters.  Seven  or  eight 
of  the  Japanese  were  unceremoniously 
picked  up  and  thrown  into  Burrard  in- 
Jet. 

Still  further  rioting  occurred  when  a 
crowd  of  alx)ut  4,000  laborers  started 
on  the  war  path,  but  were  finally 
quelled  by  the  police  after  about 
twenty    arrests    had    been   made. 

Last  night  Chinatown  was  roped  off 
and  the  quarters  of  the  Orientals 
guarded  by  tht  police.  Baron  Ishii  gave 
out  an  Interview  and  stated  he  had 
cabled  to  Ambassador  Kaneko  at  Lon- 
don appraising  him  of  the  stirring 
events    here. 

Indemnity  from  the  city  to  the 
anu'unt  of  $1:0,000  will  "be  claimed. 
Mayor  Bethume  declares  the  indem- 
nity will  net  be  paid  and  the  affair 
wjll  be  taken  up  with  the  Dominion 
government. 

Saturday  night's  rioting  was  the 
worst  in  the  history  of  Western  Cana- 
da.

Ashland,  Wis..  S<-pt.  9.— (Special  to 
The  -Herald.)— One  of  the  most  noted 
i-egions  in  Northern  Wisconsin,  at 
least  for  clubhouses,  is  the  country 
along  the  Brule  river,  between  this 
city    and    Duluth. 

Those  who  havo  been  familiar  with 
the  river  would  hardly  know  it  now. 
There  are  no  less  than  fifteen  ciub- 
Iiouses  on  the  river,  within  a  oam- 
paratively  short  distance,  and  the 
number  is  rapidly  increasing.  Partly 
owing  to  a  letter  written  by  Governor 
Johnson  of  Minnesota,  calling  atten- 
tion to  the  beauties  of  the  river, 
which  he  addre.ssed  to  Governor  La 
Pollette,  the  Brule  r.^ion  was  set 
aside  to  l>ecome  a  prospective  state 
park. 

The  clubhousie  territory,  which 
practically  covers  tlie  tishLng  ixigion 
of  the  river,  begins  where  the  D.,  S. 
S.  &  A.  crosses  the  river,  and  ex- 
tends south  up  the  river  several 
miles.  Brule  station  on  the  N.  P.. 
is  about  thtxbe  miles  from  the  club- 
house's. 

Near  the  South  Shore  traolts.  Hart- 
man  of  Duluth  has  Just  complet.^d  a 
n^iat  cIul>liouse  at  an  expense  of  prob- 
ably $2,500.  A  short  distance  away, 
probably  two  blocks,  are  the  two  log 
houses  of  J.  M.  George.  th.e  only 
private   clubhouse   on   the    river. 

The  other  clubhouses,  as  one  as- 
cends  the   river,   are  as   follows; 

St.  Paul  clubhou.se,  owned  by  Or- 
dean,  Hanaford,  O'Brien  and  others, 
the  clul>hou8e  of  Watson  of  St.  Paul; 
the  clubhouse  of  Dr.  Wheaton  of  St. 
Paul;  the  clubhouse  of  E.  N.  Saun- 
ders of  St.  Paul,  that  owned  by  A. 
M.  Mar.shall  of  Duluth.  Cutler's  club- 
house of  Duluth,  the  Milwaukee  club- 
house, owueii  by  Noyea  and  others. 
Lhe  Dr.  Holbrook  clubhouse  of  Mil- 
waukee, the  Couch  clubhouse,  owned 
by  Judge  Cochran,  the  M<?Dougall 
Clubhouse  of  Duluth,  including  on^ 
for  the  guides,  one  for  McDougall. 
and  one  for  his  mother  and  sister, 
and    the    St.    Louis    clubhouse. 

Chris  O'Brien  of  St.  Paul  will 
build  a  new  clubhouse  next  spring, 
and   others  are  going  in. 

The  BruJe  is  the  l>est  ft.shiilg  .stream 
in  Wisconsin,  and  tlie  beauty  of  the 
river  is  such  that  it  will  not  be  long 
before  the  river  is  lined  with  summer 
rasorlB.

APPEAL  TO  HILL. 


ORDER  AFFECTS 
HOMESTEADERS 

Need  Not  Establish  Resi- 
dence on  Certain  Lands 
in  Dispute. 

Register  Engle  of  the  local  United 
States  land  office  received  a  notice 
of  from  the  commissioner  of  the  general 
land  office  at  Washington  and  in  it 
there  is  a  ruling  regarding  the  North- 
ern Pacific  indemnity  lands,  which 
will  mean  much  to  from  forty  to  fifty 
homesteaders    who    filed    on    the    lands 

last   spring. 

According  to  the  ruling,  any  home- 
steader who  filed  on  land  in  dispute 
between  the  government  and  the 
Northern  Pacific  Railway  company, 
need  not  if  they  have  not  already  done 
so,  establish  a  residence  on  the  land 
until  after  the  order  of  suspension  is 
again  removed.  In  other  words,  the 
homesteaders  need  not  establish  resi- 
dence \mtil  he  is  sure  that  he  can  get 
the    land. 

These  Indemnity  lands  of  the  North- 
ern Pacific  have  been  in  dispute  for 
some  time,  and  there  had  been  an  or- 
der of  suspension  until  last  March 
when  this  order  was  cancelled  by  the 
government.  Later  on  in  April  the 
Northern  Pacific  filed  a  motion  for  a 
re-review  on  the  matter  and  the  order 
of  suspension  was  once  more  made 
by  the  official  and  this  is  still  in  force. 

But   from   March   to  April,   after   the 
order       had 
settlers    filed 


ed   at   the  meeting.     The   amounts    for 
which  the  contractors  agn-ed   to   make 
the  repairs  ranged  from  the  $13,400  bid  j 
tendered  by  Mr.  Lounsberry  to  117,375,  j 
the   bid  of  Smith  &  Yokes.

The  Wlscc«nsin  tovv-n  was 
started  by  the  lumber  barons,  but 
since  the  closing  of  the  sawmill  the 
town  has  become  almost  depopulated, 
for  there  is  nothing  to  hold  the  resid- 
ents there.  The  Weyerhaeusers  owned 
a  number  of  cottages,  formerly  oc- 
cupied by  mill  employes.  These  are  now 
vacant,  and  will  be  moved  across  the 
lake  and  placed  in  the  woods  along  the 
pretty  shore,  for  rental  to  summer  cot- 
tagers. The  lake  Is  one  of  the  pret- 
tiest in  the  state,  and  the  place  will 
probably  develop  into  a  popular  sum- 
mer  resort. 


under  wage  conditions,  that  Is,  under 
conditions  where  men  receive  a  given 
sum  lor  their  labor.  If  a  man  works  for 
himself,  his  product  cannot  be  called 
wages.  The  man  who  works  for  another 
does  not  own  the  product  of  his  labor, 
but  receives  in  its  place  a  part  of  it  in 
the  form  of  wages.  The  two  Instances 
arc  governed  by  different  principles— In 
one  case  the  man  works  for  himself,  and 
in  the  other  he  works  for  the  emiWoycr 
and  receives  only  a  portion  of  that  wh;ch 
his  labor  power  produced. 

By  wages  is  meant  the  price  that  must 
be  paid  by  the  emphiyer  for  lab<jr.  All 
labor  today  Is  a  commodity,  with  few 
exceptions,  and  as  wages  are  but  the 
price  of  labor,  the  rate  of  wages  will  be 
governed  by  the  price  of  other  commodi- 
ties. The  value  of  commodities  under 
normal  conditions  determines  prices  and 
depends  upon  the  social  amount  of  social 
labor  embodied  in  them.  Its  cost  of  pro- 
duction is  the  average  cost  of  the  aver- 
age amount  of  social  labor  which  la 
necessary  for  Its  production,  so  the  value 
of  labor  power  is  determined  by  the  labor 
time,  as  with  every  other  eommodity,  by 
the  social  labor  which  was  consumed  In 
its    production. 

As  labor  is  but  a  commodity,  and  Is 
but  the  labor  of  an  individual.  Its  pro- 
duction presupposes  his  existence,  and 
consequently  the  production  of  labor 
consists  in  the  mamtenance  of  the  la- 
borer. 

There  is  much  comment  at  present  on 
the  jjuestlon  of  high  wages.  Has  not  the 
cost  of  living  far  adv.anced  ahead  of 
wages?  The  5-cent  piece  of  today  is  fast 
replacing  the  1-ccnt  piece  of  yesterday  as 
far  as  the  purc:hasinp  power  of  money 
goes.  Business  is  the  art  of  fixing  the 
ways  and  means  of  getting  people  to 
spend  theli-  wages.  If  we  did  not  buy 
here  at  home  we  would  be  compelled  to 
send  it  abroad  or  close  down  our  fac- 
tories   here.

The  Question  of  Wages. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

Reading  articles  at  different  times  in 
The  Herald  which  I  think  have  a  tend- 
ency to  mislead  instead  of  informing  Its 
readers,  1  have  in  mind  the  article  In 
last  night's  issue,  entitled  "The  Iron  Law 
of  Wagres."  I  will  ask  The  Herald  what 
wages  are  and  from  whence  did  they  or- 
iginate? Wages  have  not  always  existed. 
Wa^es  are  what  Is  known  as  a  product 
of  modern  times.  Wages  as  known  today 
are  the  result  of  an  agreement,  and  after 
the  fulfilling  of  the  agreement  comes  the 
wages.  Agreements  are  made  between 
two  or  more  different  persons,  one  who  Is 
in  a  position  to  dictate  to  the  other  what 
that  agreement  shall  mean.  The  small 
portion  of  people  owning  the  mines,  mills 
and  factories  are  themselves  placed  in  a 
position  to  offer  a  certain  set  rule  which 
people  may  accept  or  reject  as  they  see 
fit,  knowing  full  well  that  the  people  must 
work  or  starve,  and  their  choice  Is  one  of 
comi'Ulsion  and  not  one  of  freedom  of 
contract,  as  many  suppose.  We  poor 
devils  do  it  something  like  this:  We  go  to 
the  office  or  shop  in  the  place  where  we 
are  looklnR  for  work  and  act  as  follows: 
In  the  office  we  go  in  very  meekly,  as  we 
do  not  wish  to  disturb  cur  lordship  to 
the  extent  that  he  may  become  gruff  and 
rough,  and  possibly  may  order  us  out  of 
his  presence.  What  I  have  said  so  far 
has  been  rny  experience.  What  I  shall 
say  more  comes  from   books.

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AN  ANNUAL  DISGRACE. 

Probably  no  real  attempt  in  good  faith  will  be  made 
at  the  coming  session  of  congress  to  revise  the  tariff. 
The  majority  party  has  evidently  fully  determined  that 
if  it  is  to  be  revised  at  all  it  will  not  be  until  after  the 
presidential  election.  Besides,  even  if  tiiere  were  inde- 
pendence enough  to  fatiier  a  real  campaign  for  revision, 
Speaker  Cannon  and  Despot  Aldrich  are  still  on  guard, 
and  the  attempt  would  be  nipped  in  the  bud. 

But  an  attempt  will  be  made  to  pass  the  Philippine 
tariff  bill,  and  if  past  history  repeats  itself  the  house, 
knowing  what  the  senate  will  do,  will  pass  the  bill,  and 
the   senate,   knowing   what   the   house   expects  it   to   do. 


This  implies  the  need  of  educating  the  state  to  the 
necessity  of  having  a  plan  of  state  highways,  which  can 
only  be  devised  by  a  central  authority  like  the  highway 
comisison,  in  order  to  get  the  best  results. 

But  the  main  thing  was  to  get  the  money  for  road 
purposes,  and  so  long  as  the  legislature  was  in  tliat 
temper,  it  was  far  better  to  have  the  money  under  the 
"pork  barrel"  system  than  not  to  have  it  at  all,  for  the 
roads  are  needed  now,  and  the  sooner  they  are  built  the 
better. 

In  the  meantime,  the  misunderstanding  in  the  coun- 
try regarding  the  highway  commission  plan  should  be 
dissjpated  by  education,  and  perhaps  later  the  state's 
read  money  may  be  expended  systematically  and  to  the 
end  that  the  greatest  good  of  the  greatest  number  shall 
be  sought.

The  attitude  of  the  senate  in  this  matter  is  that  the 
United  States  must  hold  these  islands,  and  that  while  it 
must  refuse  to  give  them  free  trade  with  other  countries, 
It  must  also  keep  intact  the  tariff  wall  that  prohibits  the 
helpless  dependent  from  trading  on  an  equal  basis  with 
the  benevolent  tyrant  that  rules  it. 

And  why  this  solicitude  of  the  senate,  and  for  whom 
is  it  intended? 

For  the  sugar  interests,  which  are  controlled  by  a 
trust,  and  for  the  tobacco  interests,  which  are  also  con- 
trolled by  a  trust  which  is  now  before  the  bar  of  justice. 

Even  if  th«  bill  were  to  pass  it  would  still  concede 
much  to  these  interests,  for  it  retains  25  per  cent  of  the 
Dingley  schedules  on  sugar  and  tobacco,  though  it  pro- 
vides free  trade  on  all  other  commodities. 

It  is  hard  to  see  where  this  country  owes  the  sugar 
trust  or  the  tobacco  trust  even  enough  to  allow  them 
the  concession  of  25  por  cent  of  the  Dingley  schedules. 
Yet,  not  satisfied  with  that,  they  conspire  with  the 
United  States  senate,  or  rather  with  the  powers  that 
control  that  body,  to  defeat  a  measure  that  is  a  simple 
act  of  justice  to  a  people  that  has  come  under  the  pro- 
tection of  the  United  States,  not  of  its  own  accord  but 
as  the  plaything  of  a  fate  that  has  always  been  beyond 
its  control. 

What  credit  there  may  be  to  this  country  in  freeing 
Cuba  in  the  name  of  humanity  is  spoiled  by  the  dis- 
credit of  its  attitude  toward  the  Philippines,  which  it 
acquired  as  an  inci.lent  of  the  fight  to  free  Cuba. 

We  have  thrown  around  the  islands  not  only  our 
benevolent  protection,  but  the  deadline  of  tariff  schedules 
that  prevents  the  Filipinos  from  trading  with  otiier 
countries,  while  at  the  same  time  we  have  erected  be- 
tween them  and  us  the  same  deadly  barrier,  forbidding 
them  to  get  from  us  the  trade  we  refuse  to  let  them  get 
from   others. 

We  freed  Cuba  in  the  name  of  humanity,  and  we  en- 
slaved the  Philippines  in  the  name  of  corporate  greed. 


MR.  BURTON'S  EXPERIMENT. 

Congressman  Burton,  who  has  made  a  large  suc- 
cess as  a  member  of  congress  and  chairman  of  the 
rivers  and  harbors  committee,  has  been  induced  to  run 
for  m.-iyor  of  Cleveland  against  Tom  L.  Johnson,  the 
man  who  wrested  the  city  from  the  Republican  party 
six  years  ago  and  who  has  kept  it  ever  since. 

Mr.  Burton  is  probably  the  only  Republican  in  Cleve- 
land who  can  possibly  win  the  city  back  to  Republic- 
anism, and  it  is  by  no  means  certain  that  he  can  do  it. 
He  goes  into  the  campaign  hampered  by  the  fact  that 
the  Republican  machine  which  nominated  him  has  been 
altogether  too  friendly  with  the  street  railway  interests 
which  Tom  Johnson  has  brought  to  time.  Johnson  goes 
into  the  fight  buttressed  by  the  fact  that  he  has  made 
the  street  railway  interests  eat  out  of  his  hand,  and  by 
the  further  fact  that  under  his  regime  Cleveland  has 
been  one  of  the  best-governed  cities  in  the  country. 

There  is  an  impression  in  Ohio  that  the  Burton  can- 
didacy is  a  part  of  President  Roosevelt's  plan  to  make 
Secretary  Taft  his  political  heir,  and  that  it  is  not  the 
interests  of  Cleveland  that  are  sought  so  much  as  the 
interests  of  the  Taft  candidacy  for  the  presidency. 

This  will  not  help  Mr.  Burton  very  much  if  it  is 
generally  accepted,  because  most  American  cities  like 
home  government,  and  their  citizens  resent  any  manipu- 
lation of  their  affairs  for  the  benefit  of  state  or  national 
candidates  for  office.

Though  the  draining  process  is  as  yet  incomplete, 
considerable  areas  of  this  farm  have  been  reclaimed, 
and  the  large  product  of  hay  from  the  reclaimed  acres 
is  but  one  example  of  what  can  be  done.  A  still  more 
eloquent  instance  is  the  fact  that  celery  has  been  raised 
at  a  profit  of  $800  an  acre,  and  that  it  is  superior  to  any 
that  is  imported  into  the  Duluth  market,  and  commands 
a  premium. 

Celery  is  not  the  only  product  that  can  be  success- 
fully grown  upon  reclaimed  swamp  lands.  Indeed,  there 
13  nothing  that  can  be  grown  in  this  climate  that  swamp 
lands,  when  drained,  will  not  yield  in  uncommon  pro- 
fusion and  excellence.  Reclaimed  swamp  lands  furnish 
the  most  fertile  of  soils,  and  there  are  ample  evidences 
that  the  most  profitable  soil  in  Minnesota  is  that  which 
can  be  gained  by  reclaiming  the  swamp  land  wastes  of 
the  northern  part  of  the  state.

THE  EMPLOYERS'  LIABILITY  LAW. 

The  federal  law  making  railroads  liable  for  injury 
to  their  employes,  without  regard  to  the  loophole  of 
the  culpability  of  fdlow  servants,  is  being  tested  in  the 
courts,  and  several  of  the  lower  federal  courts  have 
passed  upon  its  constitutionality. 

A  New  York  federal  judge  has  upheld  the  act,  but 
refrained  from  passing  upon  its  constitutionality,  pre- 
ferring to  base  his  opinion  upon  that  of  an  Arkansas 
judge  who  also  upheld  the  law. 

On  the  other  hand  United  States  District  Court 
Judges  Evans  and  McCall  have  held  that  it  is  uncon- 
stitutional. 

Sub-section  3  of  section  8  of  article  i  of  the  federal 
constitution  gives  congress  power  to  "regulate  com- 
merce among  the  several  states."  The  question  in- 
volved is  whether  an  act  imposing  liability  upon  em- 
ployers to  their  employes  comes  within  the  meaning 
of  the  words  of  the  constitution  permitting  regulation 
of  interstate  commerce  by  congress. 

Judges  Evans  and  McCall  held  that  the  creation  of 
new  liabilities  growing  out  of  the  relations  of  master 
and  servant  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  regulation  of 
commerce  on  the  other,  are  two  entirely  ditTcrent 
things;  so  different  that  Judge  Evans  said  that  "con- 
fusion of  the  judicial  mind  upon  them  is  hardly  to  be 
expected  under  normal  conditions."

THAT  ROAD  APPROPRIATION. 

The  action  of  the  late  legislature  in  appropriating 
money  for  road  purposes,  to  be  spent  by  the  counties 
without  the  oversight  of  the  state  highway  commission, 
is  still  arousing  a  turmoil  of  discussion,  from  participat- 
ing in  which  The  Herald  has  hitherto  refrained. 

One  side  of  the  controversy,  branding  the  appropria- 
tion as  a  "pork  barrel,"  condemns  it  absolutely  as  waste- 
ful and  extravagant. 

The  other  side,  hostile  to  the  state  highway  com- 
mission, commends  it  without  stint,  and  hopes  for  more 
like   it. 

Both  sides  are  partly  wrong,  and  both  are  partly 
right. 

The  main  thing  is  to  get  the  roads  built,  and  to  have 
the  state  pay  its  share  of  the  cost.  The  rest  is  detail. 
The  roads  are  the  vital,  desirable  and  necessary  things; 
the  way  they  are  built  is  of  minor  though  real  im- 
portance. 

More  money  will  be  wasted  under  one  method  than 
under  another,  but  some  of  it  will  be  put  to  good  use 
under  either  method,  and  some  of  it  may  be  wasted 
under  either. 

The  Herald  believes  in  a  highway  commission.  It 
believes  that  the  best  results  in  road-making  can  only 
be  attained  through  the  guidance  of  a  central  authority 
that  will  direct  the  work  for  the  general  good.  In  the 
county,  better  results  will  be  secured  when  the  county 
board  directs  the  work  with  reference  to  the  needs  of 
all  parts  of  the  county  than  when  each  township  con- 
structs roads  without  regard  to  the  general  results  and 
the  needs  of  adjoining  townships. 

In  the  state  the  best  results  will  be  attained  when 


is  shown,  and  they  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  con 
gress  has  assumed  ever  since  the  adoption  of  the  con- 
stitution that  under  the  commerce  clause  it  possesses 
the  power  to  regulate  the  employment  of  those  en- 
gaged on  vehicles  used  for  interstate  transportation 
The  first  congress  passed  a  law  for  the  protection  of 
sailors  on  merchant  vessels. 

This  puts  it  up  to  the  United  States  supreme  court, 
which  will  ultimately  pass  upon  it. 

In  the  meantime  anybody  is  entitled  to  pass  upon  it, 
using  common  sense  and  the  innate  perception  of  jus- 
tice which  is  common  to  even  those  who  lack  legal 
learning,  if  legal  learning  does  not,  in  fact,  sometimes 
dull  the  keenness  of  that  perception. 

It  is  absurd  to  say  that  congress  can  regulate  com- 
merce and  transportation,  while  asserting  that  it  can- 
not regulate  the  condition  of  workers  engaged  in  these 
industries. 

If  it  is  agreed  that  the  employers'  liability  law  is 
just,  it  is  desirable  that  it  be  generally  applied

AN  ANNUAL  DISGRACE. 

Probably  no  real  attempt  in  good  faith  will  be  made 
at  the  coming  session  of  congress  to  revise  the  tariff. 
The  majority  party  has  ev:dently  fully  determined  that 
if  it  is  to  be  revised  at  all  it  will  not  be  until  after  the 
presidential  election.  Besides,  even  if  there  were  inde- 
pendence enough  tu  father  a  real  campaign  for  revision, 
Speaker  Cannon  and  Despot  Aldrich  are  still  on  guard, 
and  the  attempt  would  be  nipped  in  the  bud. 

But  an  attempt  will  be  made  to  pass  the  Philippine 
tariff  bill,  and  if  past  history  repeats  itself  the  house, 
knowing  what  the  senate  will  do,  will  pass  the  bill,  and 
the  senate,  knowing  what  the  house  expects  it  to  do, 
will  consign  the  bill  to  the  relentless  pocket  of  Senator 
Aldrich,  where  it  will  be  quietly  suffocated. 

The  attitude  of  the  senate  in  this  matter  is  that  the 
United  States  must  hold  these  islands,  and  that  while  it 
must  refuse  to  give  them  free  trade  with  other  countries. 
It  must  also  keep  intact  the  tariff  wall  that  prohibits  the 
helpless  dependent  from  trading  on  an  equal  basis  with 
the  benevolent  tyrant  that  rules  it. 

And  why  this  solicitude  of  the  senate,  and  for  whom 
is  it  intended? 

For  the  sugar  interests,  which  are  controlled  by  a 
trust,  and  for  the  tobacco  interests,  which  are  also  con- 
trolled by  a  trust  which  is  now  before  the  bar  of  justice. 

Even  if  the  bill  were  to  pass  it  would  still  concede 
much  to  these  interests,  for  it  retains  25  per  cent  of  the 
Dingley  schedules  on  sugar  and  tobacco,  though  it  pro- 
vides free  trade  on  all  other  commodities. 

It  is  hard  to  see  where  this  country  owes  the  sugar 
trust  or  the  tobacco  trust  evc-n  enough  to  allow  them 
the  concession  of  25  por  cent  of  the  Dingley  schedules. 
Yet,  not  satisfied  with  that,  they  conspire  with  the 
United  States  senate,  or  rather  with  the  powers  that 
control  that  body,  to  defeat  a  measure  that  is  a  simple 
act  of  justice  to  a  people  that  has  come  under  the  pro- 
tection of  the  United  States,  not  of  its  own  accord  but 
as  the  plaything  of  a  fate  that  has  always  been  beyond 
its  control. 

What  credit  there  may  be  to  this  country  in  freeing 
Cuba  in  the  name  of  humanity  is  spoiled  by  the  dis- 
credit of  its  attitude  toward  the  Philippines,  which  it 
acquired  as  an  incident  of  the  fight  to  free  Cuba. 

We  have  thrown  around  the  islands  not  only  our 
benevolent  protection,  but  the  deadline  of  tariff  schedules 
tliat  prevents  the  Filipinos  from  trading  with  other 
countries,  while  at  the  same  time  we  have  erected  be- 
tween them  and  us  the  same  deadly  barrier,  forbidding 
them  to  get  from  us  the  trade  we  refuse  to  let  them  get 
from   others. 

We  freed  Cuba  in  the  name  of  humanity,  and  we  en- 
slaved the  Philippines  in  the  name  of  corporate  greed. 


This  implies  the  need  of  educating  the  state  to  the 
necessity  of  having  a  plan  of  state  highways,  which  can 
only  be  devised  by  a  central  authority  like  the  highway 
comisison,  in  order  to  get  the  best  results. 

But  the  main  thing  was  to  get  the  money  for  road 
purposes,  and  so  long  as  the  legislature  was  in  that 
temper,  it  was  far  better  to  have  the  money  under  the 
"pork  barrel"  system  than  not  to  have  it  at  all.  for  the 
roads  are  needed  now,  and  the  sooner  they  are  built  the 
better.

MR.  BURTON'S  EXPERIMENT. 

Congressman  Burton,  who  has  made  a  large  suc- 
cess as  a  member  of  congress  and  chairman  of  the 
rivers  and  harbors  committee,  has  been  induced  to  run 
for  mayor  of  Cleveland  against  Tom  L.  Johnson,  the 
man  who  wrested  the  city  from  the  Republican  party 
six  years  ago  and  who  has  kept  it  ever  since. 

Mr.  Burton  is  probably  the  only  Republican  in  Cleve- 
land who  can  possibly  win  the  city  back  to  Republic- 
anism, and  it  is  by  no  means  certain  that  he  can  do  it. 
He  goes  into  the  campaign  hampered  by  the  fact  that 
the  Republican  machine  which  nominated  him  has  been 
alto.gether  too  friendly  with  the  street  railway  interests 
which  Tom  Johnson  has  brought  to  time.  Johnson  goes 
into  the  fight  buttressed  by  the  fact  that  he  has  made 
the  street  railway  interests  eat  out  of  his  hand,  and  by 
the  further  fact  that  under  his  regime  Cleveland  has 
been  one  of  the  best-governed  cities  in  the  country. 

There  is  an  impression  in  Ohio  that  the  Burton  can- 
didacy is  a  part  of  President  Roosevelt's  plan  to  make 
Secretary  Taft  his  political  heir,  and  that  it  is  not  the 
interests  of  Cleveland  that  are  sought  so  much  as  the 
Interests  of  the  Taft  candidacy  for  the  presidency. 

This  will  not  help  Mr.  Burton  very  much  if  it  is 
generally  accepted,  because  most  American  cities  like 
home  government,  and  their  citizens  resent  any  manipu- 
lation of  their  affairs  for  the  benefit  of  state  or  national 
candidates  for  olTice. 


SWAMP  LAND  FARMING. 

The  Herald  and  other  Northern  Minnesota  news- 
papers have  talked  much  in  recent  years  about  the 
value  of  drainage,  and  have  argued  in  season  and  out 
the  advantages  to  be  gained  by  draining  the  swamps 
and  tilling  the  fertile  land  that  will  result. 

But  an  ounce  of  concrete  illustration,  in  a  case  like 
this,  is  worth  a  ton  of  theory,  and  Saturday  evening 
The  Herald  presented  the  case  of  G.  G.  Hartley's  Isl- 
and farm,  which  furnishes  an  exceedingly  valuable  il- 
lustration of  what  can  be  done  by  drainage. 

It  was  shown  that  where  a  short  time  ago  stagnant 
water  stood  over  a  desolate  waste  to  depths  of  several 
inches  to  a  foot  or  more,  this  summer  heavy  bog  plows 
were  being  drawn  by  four-horse  teams,  and  luowiAg 
machines  were  cutting  vast  meadows  of  grass. 

Though  the  draining  process  is  as  yet  incomplete, 
considerable  areas  of  this  farm  have  been  reclaimed, 
and  the  large  product  of  hay  from  the  reclaimed  acres 
is  but  one  example  of  what  can  be  done.  A  still  more 
eloquent  instance  is  the  fact  that  celery  has  been  raised 
at  a  profit  of  $800  an  acre,  and  that  it  is  superior  to  any 
that  is  imported  into  the  Duluth  market,  and  commands 
a  premium. 

Celery  is  not  the  only  product  that  can  be  success- 
fully grown  upon  reclaimed  swamp  lands.  Indeed,  there 
is  nothing  that  can  be  grown  in  this  climate  that  swamp 
lands,  when  drained,  will  not  yield  in  uncommon  pro- 
fusion and  excellence.  Reclaimed  swamp  lands  furnish 
the  most  fertile  of  soils,  and  there  are  ample  evidences 
that  the  most  profitable  soil  in  Minnesota  is  that  which 
can  be  gained  by  reclaiming  the  swamp  land  wastes  of 
the  northern  part  of  the  state.

THE  EMPLOYERS'  LIABILITY  LAW. 

The  federal  law  making  railroads  liable  ior  injury 
to  their  employes,  without  regard  to  the  loophole  of 
the  culpability  of  fdlow  servants,  is  being  tested  in  the 
courts,  and  several  of  the  lower  federal  courts  have 
passed  upon  its  constitutionality. 

A  Xew  York  federal  judge  has  upheld  the  act,  but 
refrained  from  passing  upon  its  constitutionality,  pre- 
ferring to  base  his  opinion  upon  that  of  an  Arkansas 
judge  who  also  upheld  the  law. 

On  the  other  hand  United  States  District  Court 
Judges  Evans  and  McCall  have  held  that  it  is  uncon- 
stitutional. 

Sub-section  3  of  section  8  of  article  i  of  the  federal 
constitution  gives  congress  power  to  "regulate  com- 
merce among  the  several  states."  The  question  in- 
volved is  whether  an  act  imposing  liability  upon  em- 
ployers to  their  employes  comes  within  the  meaning 
of  the  words  of  the  constitution  permitting  regulation 
of  interstate  commerce  by  congress.

Yet  if  it  be  held  that  congress  has  no  power  to  im- 
pose it  upon  interstate  railroads,  it  cannot  be  applied  at 
all.  The  states  may  pass  similar  laws  and  seek  to  apply 
them,  but  the  railroads  will  fly  to  the  federal  courts,  and 
there  escape  a  liability  which  is  agreed  to  be  one  of 
simple  justice. 


THAT  ROAD  APPROPRIATION. 

The    action    of   the    late    legislature    in   appropriating 

money  for  road   purposes,  to  be  spent  by  the  counties    dull  the  keenness  of  that  perception 
•without  the  oversight  of  the  state  highway  commission, 
is  still  arousing  a  turmoil  of  discussion,  from  participat- 
ing in  which  The  Herald  has  hitherto  refrained. 

One  side  of  the  controversy,  branding  the  appropria- 
tion as  a  "pork  barrel."  condemns  it  absolutely  as  waste- 
ful and  extravagant. 

The  other  side,  hostile  to  the  state  highway  com- 
mission, commends  it  without  stint,  and  hopes  for  more 
like   it. 

Both  sides  are  partly  wrong,  and  both  are  partly 
right. 

The  main  thing  is  to  get  the  roads  built,  and  to  have 
the  state  pay  its  share  of  the  cost.  The  rest  is  detail. 
The  roads  are  the  vita!,  desirable  and  neces.sary  things; 
the  way  they  are  built  is  of  minor  though  real  im- 
portance. 

More  money  will  be  wasted  under  one  method  than 
under  another,  but  some  of  it  will  be  put  to  good  use 
under  either  method,  and  some  of  it  may  be  wasted 
under  either. 

The  Herald  believes  in  a  highway  commission.  It 
believes  that  the  best  results  in  road-making  can  only 
be  attained  through  the  guidance  of  a  central  authority 
that  will  direct  the  work  for  the  general  good.  In  the 
county,  better  results  will  be  secured  when  the  county 
board  directs  the  work  with  reference  to  the  needs  of 
all  parts  of  the  county  than  when  each  township  con- 
structs roads  without  regard  to  the  general  results  and 
the  needs  of  adjoining  townships.

St.  Cloud,  Minn.— .Sept.  9.— A  peti- 
tion, signed  by  every  cigar  manufac- 
turer and  every  brewery  or  other  con- 
cern using  United  States  revenue 
stamps  located  in  St.  Cloud.  Bralnerd 
and  surrounding  cities  and  towns,  ask- 
ing the  location  of  an  office  for  the 
sale  of  revenue  stamps  in  this  city, 
has  been  forwarded  to  United  States 
Senator  Knute  Nelson,  who  Is  asked 
to  take  the  matter  up  speedily  with 
the  commissioner  of  Internal  revenue 
at  Washington,  D.  C.

The  first  steps  have  been  taken,  and 
it  is  expected  that  in  time  and  when 
conditions  demand  it  even  more  than 
now,  the  Irving  will  become  a  full- 
fledged  high  school,  with  four  years 
of  study  embracing  all  of  the  features 
of  the  mechanic  arts  high  schools 
which  have  proven  so  successful  in 
other  cities. 

The  need  of  such  an  institution  is 
felt.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
school  board  and  citizens  feel  as  School 
Director  J.  L.  Washburn  does,  who 
said  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  board: 
"I  shall  oppose  the  establishment  of 
any  more  classical  high  schools.  The 
industrial  high  school  is  the  thing  to 
prepare  a  great  majorjty  of  the  young 
men  and  women  of  the  land  for  the 
battle  of  life." 

At  the  present  it  would  seem  that 
West  Duluth  was  the  proper  location 
for  such  a  school  here,  and  hereafter, 
the  school  work  there  is  to  be  laid 
along   industrial   lines. 

Supt.  Denfeld,  in  preparing  a  course 
of  study  for  the  Irving,  considered  the 
courses  in  vogue  at  the  Mechanic  Arts 
high  school,  St.  Paul,  and  at  industrial 
and  manual  training  high  schools  In 
Chicago,   Indianapolis  and  other  cities. 

Following  is  the  proposed  course  of 
study  at  the  Irving  high  school,  ap- 
proved by  the  school  board  at  its 
meeting    Friday    evening: 

First  year,  first  semester:  Alegebra, 
German  or  French,  history,  stenog- 
rahpy,  typewriting,  English,  bookkeep- 
ing,   woodwork,   mechanical   drawing. 

First  year,  second  semester:  Alege- 
bra, arithmetic,  German  or  French, 
bookkeeping,  history,  stenography, 
typewriting,  English,  woodwork,  me- 
chanical  drawing. 

Second  year,  first  semester:  Ge- 
ometry, German  or  French,  history  or 
stenography,  English,  typewriting, 
woodwork  (turning),  mechanical  draw- 
ing,   physiology. 

Second  year,  second  semester:  Ge- 
ometery,  German  or  French,  history, 
EBi^lsh,  woodwork  (carving),  me- 
chanical drawing,  botany. 

Third  year.  First  semester:  Solid  ge- 
ometry, German,  French,  phyclsc, 
English,  Ironwork,  mechanical  draw- 
ing,  commercial   law. 

Third  year.  Second  semester:  Tri- 
gonometry, German,  French,  physics, 
English,  Ironwork  (forge),  mechanical 
drawing,  civics.

There  are  few  people 
stirring  there  at  8  o'clcxk.  There  are  njore 
thert  at  3  than  a  few  hours  later,  sava 
the   New   York   Sun. 

The  change  from  the  noisy  crowd  that 
whirls  out  of  the  theaters  at  11  o'clock  to 
the  few  figures  that  sneak  about  In  the 
first  daylight  is  gradual.  From  11  o'clock 
the  thousands  that  crowd  Broadway  grad- 
ually disacjitar. 

Some  of  them  go  to  restaurants;  some, 
]  and    tliey    are    the    smaller    number,     go

IS  CANAL  TOO  NARROW? 

Congress  to  be  Asked  to  Look  Into  Re 
ported  Defect. 

Washington,  Sept.  10.— Will  the  Pan- 
ama canal  be  obsolete  for  war  and 
commercial  purposes  before  it  is  com- 
pleted, and  will  it  prevent  the  con- 
struction by  the  United  States  of 
monster  battleships?  Tliese  questions 
will  be  submitted  to  the  next  congress 
to    answer. 

All  the  greater  navies  are  gradually 
Increasing  the  width  of  beam  of  "their 
ships,  while  the  big  transportation 
companies  are  doing  likewise.

Supposed  Electric  Battery 
Proves  Infernal  Ma- 
chine For  Boy. 

West  End  Lad  Is  Severely 
Injured  by  the  Ex- 
plosion. 


An  old  electric  batttry  he  was  play- 
ing with  proved  an  infernal  machine, 
for  Willie  Ekholm,  for  it  exploded  and 

injured  the  boy  so  severely  that  part 
of  his  right  hand  must  be  amputated 
and  there  is  danger  of  ont  of  his  eyes 
being  injured.  The  accident  occurred 
yesterday   afternoon. 

Young  Ekholm  is  about  14  years  of 
age  and  lives  with  his  parents  at  210.') 
West  Superior  street.  He  had  just  re- 
turned to  the  \Vest  end  and  to  school 
after  a  visit  with  relatives  in  the 
country.  There  he  found  what  he 
Ihougiit  to  be  an  electric  battery,  but 
it  proved  as  dangerous  as  the  inevitable 
"mud  ca:j'    on  the  Fourth  of  July. 

Yesterday  afternoon  young  Ekholm 
was  conducting  an  investigation  over 
the  supposed  battery  when  it  exploded. 
His  light  hand,  which  held  the  deadly 
instrument,  was  terribly  torn,  and 
piece;*  of  flying  metal  and  otlier  sun- 
Btances  blew  in  his  eyes.  There  is 
danger  that  the  acids,  which  the  bat- 
tery contained,  may  permanently  in- 
jure the  eyes  and  cause  trouble  in  the 
other  wounds. 

The  noise  of  the  explosion  and  the 
cries  and  the  maimed  lad  brought 
other  people  to  the  spot,  and  the 
bleeding  boy  was  carried  into  the 
house.  I>r.  Greeley  was  summoned, 
and  he  found  it  necessary  to  ampu- 
tate one  finger  at  once.  The  thumb  on 
the  right  hand  will  probably  have  to 
be  amputated  today. 

While  the  boy  is  seriously  injured, 
he  has  a  good  chance  for  recovery,  un- 
less grave  complications  caused,  per- 
haps by  the  acids  in  the  battery,  set 
in.

mere  recently  promoted  and  transferred 
to  the  t'nited  States  cruiser  Tennessee, 
now  with  Ad.Tiiral  Evans's  fleet  off  Prov- 
incetown,  Mass.,  on  target  practice,  was 
absent. 

The  shots  awakened  the  oldest  boy, 
Frank.

Both 
buileta  fired  by  the  woman  were  found 
in   the  wall  of  the  kitchen. 

Mi-9.  Rorschach,  with  her  money  tied 
in  a  roll  and  hangmg  around  her  neck, 
had  run  down  stain?  by  the  back  steps, 
where  she  was  found  lying  with  her 
head  on  the  second  step.  The  pistol  had 
been  placed  close  to  her  left  breast  over 
her  nightdress  and  discharged.

of  the  cornerstone,  and  the  service 
will  close  with  prayer,  singing  of 
"Praise  God  From  Whom  All  Bless- 
ings Flow,"  and  the  pronouncement 
of    the   benediction. 

The  present  church  structure  was 
erected  by  A.  H.  Mac  far  lane  at  his 
expt-nse  and  pre«inted  to  the  church 
body,  which  met  for  orgajiization, 
Oct,  29,  1893.  With  twenty  charter 
members  the  cJiurch  was  org'anlzed 
at  that  time  by  ReV.  T.  M.  Findley, 
then  pastor  of  th«  Second  Presby- 
terian church  of  the  city.  The  next 
spring  the  first  pastor  was  called, 
Samuel  Semple  of  the  McCormick 
school,  who  was  ordained  and  in- 
stalled on  the  same  day.  May  23. 
1894.  He  was  the  pastor  until  July 
5,  1895,  and  was  succeeded  by  Rev. 
William  Aull.  who  served  the  church 
from  May.  1896.  to  May  31,  1898.  The 
next  pastor  was  Rev.  R.  A.  Mont- 
go  mer\'  whose  term  was  frpm  No- 
vember, 1898  to  Aai«.  1.  19«.  Rev. 
J.  C.  Faries,  the  pres^-nt  pastor,  was 
called  to 'the  church  Jan.  1,  1&05.  The 
church  has  a  membersliip  at  present 
of  183. 

The  new  house  of  worship  is  located 
at  the  corner  of  Woo<iland  avenue 
and  Lewis  stree-t.  at  Hun-ter's  Park, 
and  when  c(«mpkted  will  be  a  struc- 
ture of  much  beauty.  The  ohurch  is 
being  erected  at  a  cost  of  $3u.(<03. 
and  it  is  expected  that  the  edifice 
will  be  finished  about  Easter  time. 
Blue  trap  rcvclt  will  form  the  body  of 
the  struct-ure,  "with  trimmings  of 
brown  stone.  The  stone  being  used 
in  the  erection  has  bten  quarried  In 
the  vicinity.  Ground  was  broken 
June   17.

IS  RECOVERING 

Scarlet  Fever  Patient  in 

Section  House  Doing 

Well. 

Baby  Wilcox,  the  infant  who  has 
betn  treated  for  scarlet  fever  in  a 
section  house  of  the  Duluth  &  Iron 
Kange  road,  has  about  recovered  and 
will  soon  be  discharged  and  the  quar- 
antine    from     her     temporary     hospital 

raised. 

The  little  one,  in  spite  of  the  unfavor- 
able conditions  which  surrounded  her 
first  sickness,  the-  hurried  trip  to  this 
city,  failure  to  obtain  quarters  and  the 
final  disposition  of  her  in  a  deserted 
section  house,  has  hung  between  life 
and  death  for  several  weeks  but  finally 
bids  fair  to  score  a  victory  over  the 
Grim  Reaper. 

The  child  was  taken  ill  at  Cloquet 
and  the  i«arents  hurriedly  came  to 
Liuluth  bearing  their  sick  baby  with 
them.  A  physician  pronounced  the  case 
one  of  scarlet  fever  and  application 
was  made  at  the  hospital  but  accom- 
mod.ations  could  not  be  given  the  tiny 
sufferer.  The  child  spent  a  portion 
of  the  night  in  the  office  of  a  physi- 
cian when  the  father,  after  vainly  try- 
ing to  locate  a  suitable  place  for  his 
little  tne,  took  possession  of  the  sec- 
tion house  and  there  the  child  has  been 
treated  through  the  long  weeks  of  a 
serious  illness.  The  father  purchased 
the  supplies  for  the  family  and 
brought  them  to  the  old  house,  left 
them  at  a  certain  spot  and  then  re- 
tired while  the  mother  came  out  for 
them.  The  family,  according  to  the 
health  officers,  has  been  very  consider- 
ate in  their  strict  observance  of  the 
quarantine  placed  on  their  abode  by 
the  department  and  the  recovery  of 
their  little  one  is  the  cause  of  much 
rejoicing.

Charles  Peterson,  Crazy 

Drunk,  Made  Things 

Lively  for  Police. 

Charles  Peterson,  a  >-oung  man  about 
25  vears  of  age,  who  has  been  a  terror 
to  the  residents  of  the  West  end  for 
eome  time,  when  under  the  influence  of 
liquor,  was  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of

Indianapolis,  Ind..  Sept.  10.— A  Wash- 
ington special  to  the  News  says:  The 
presidential  stock  of  John  A.  John- 
son, governor  of  Minnesota,  is  looking 
up.  Students  of  the  Democratic  situ- 
ation take  this  view:  If  William  J. 
Bryan  wants  the  nomination  he  can 
have  it.  If  he  shall  nrjake  up  his  mind 
eventually  not  to  run  again.  Grovernor 
Johnson  is  the  man  upon  whom  the 
party  can,  probably,  unite.  Among 
some  of  Bryan's  close  friends  here  the 
impression  is  growing  that  he  may  de- 
cide not  to  take  the  nomination.  They 
say  he  does  not  desire  to  lead  his  party 
to  another  disastrous  defeat,  and  he  is 
not  at  this  time  at  aJl  certain  that  he 
can  be  elected.  His  friends  here  say 
he  may  not  give  his  final  decision  until 
next  spring.  He  wants  to  wait  and 
see  what  comes  of  the  session  of  con- 
gress. He  may  keep  his  party  in  sus- 
pense until  a  few  weeks  before  the 
convention  meets.  One  thing  he  has 
determined  on,  and  that  is  that  the 
coterie  of  Eastern  and  Southern  Demo- 
crats who  have  been  busy  for  several 
months  trying  to  break  his  hold  on  the 
party  shall  not  eliminate  him.  He  pro- 
pcses  to  do  the  eliminating  himself,  if 
any  is  done,  and  he  wants  to  be  In  a 
position  to  have  an  inr.uential  part 
In  naming   the  candidate. 

The  latest  move  on  the  part  of  the 
Eastern  an^  Southern  representatives 
of  the  party— that  In  lavor  of  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  Lewis  S.  Chanler  of 
New  York— is  regarded  by  most  per- 
sons who  know  what  Is  going  on  as 
another  effort  on  the  part  of  the  New 
York  conservatives  who  have  been 
working  with  a  few  Southern  Demo- 
crats to  bring  out  a  candidate  against 
Bryan. 

These  New  York  Democrats,  of  the 
school  that  nominated  Parker  three 
years  ago,  are  determined  that  Bryan 
shall  not  have  the  vote  of  the  Empire 
state  In  the  national  convention,  and 
thev  hope  to  keep  him  out  of  support 
from  New  Jersey.  Delaware,  Maryland 
and  some  of  the  Southern  states.  They 
have  been  at  work  on  their  program 
for  months.  Their  first  thought  was 
to  back  Judge  George  Gray  of  Dela- 
ware, but  the  judge  would  not  consent. 
Then  there  was  some  talk  of  taking  ■ 
up  Jud.«on  Harmon  of  Cincinnati,  but] 
it  did  not  crystallize.  Finally  it  was 
decided  to  try  to  get  a  Southern  can- 
didate in  the  field.  An  emissary  was 
sent  from  New  York  first  to  see  Sen- 
ator Daniel  of  Virginia,  but  the  sen- 
ator was  unwilling  to  become  a  party 
to  The  program.  This  emissary  then 
went  all  the  way  to  Texas  to  try  to 
persuade  Senator  Culberson  to  enter 
the  race.  The  Texan  shook  his  head- 
"Texas  Democrats  are  for  Bryan," 
said  he,  "and  if  I  should  become  a 
candidate  it  would  be  charged  that  I 
wai<  disloyal  to  Bryan." 

Other     Southern     po.sslbilltles     were 
considered,  but  the  emissary,  after  an 
absence  of  six  weeks,  returned  and  re- 
ported that  it  was  impossible  to  get  a  > 
Southern  candidate  in  the  field.  There  ' 
was  "nothing  doing  '  for  a  month,  ana 
then      the      name      of     Chanler     was  i 
sprung.      As    far    as    can    be    seen    his' 
name   has   not  caused  a  single   thrill.  ! 
The  one  thing  that  makes  him  Impos-  . 
slble   as  a  candidate   is   the  verj'   gen-  , 
eral  knowledge  that  the  men  who  are  ; 
trying   to   get    him    into    the   race   are  i 
the  same  men  who  brought  out  Alton  j 
B.   Parker  and  succeeded  in  nominat- 
ing him. 

If  there  Is  one  thing  the  Democratic  j 
party  does  not  Intend  to  do  next  year  1 
It  is  to  take  a  candidate  for  president  | 
picked  by  the  crowd  that  backed  Par-  '■ 
ker.     The  coterie  of  Democrats  on  the  ■ 
hunt   of  a   man   to      put      up     against  j 
Bryan  will   hardly  make  a  final  stand 
for  Chanler,  for  they  must  see  that  he  j 
has  no  strength,  but  no  one  is  willing  I 
to   predict   what   their   next   move   will  i 
be.      They   have   thought   of   Governor 
Johnson,    but   they   prefer  an    Eastern 
or  a  Southern  man  as  a  candidate. 

Johnson's  strength  lies  in  the  fact 
that  he  might,  in  a  pinch,  be  accepte,! 
by  the  Eastern  and  Southern  Demo- 
crats who  are  .so  much  opposed  to  the 
nomination  of  Bryan  again.  Persons 
who  have  been  in  communication  with 
the  Minnesota  governor  recently  say 
he  could  not  be  persuaded  to  be  a  can- 
didate against  Bn.-an.  Perhaps  tht 
knowledge  of  thi.'i  has  prevented  the 
Eastern  conservatives  from  turning  to 
him.  "The  governor,  according  to  the 
information  from  Minnesota,  holds  to 
the  view  that  it  would  be  foolish  for 
any  one  to  try  to  take  the  nomination 
away  from  Bryan  if  he  really  want.s 
it.  It  is  very  well  understood  h^.re 
that  if  at  any  time  Br>'an  should  de- 
cide to  step  aside,  t.he  governor  would 
permit,  the  use  of  his  name-  John- 
son's friends  have  reason  to  believe 
that  Br>'an  looks  with  favor  on  the 
Minnesota  man,  but  they  do  not  know 
whether  he  would  be  willing  to  go  out 
and  help  nominate  him  In  case  he  him- 
self decides  to  stay  out  of  it. 

Politicians  declare  there  can  be  no 
reunited  Democratic  party  with  Bryan 
as  the  candidate.  Neither  can  there 
be  a  reunited  party  with  a  candidate 
named  by  the  elements  that  controlled 
the  convention  in  favor  of  Parker 
three  years  ago.  Johnson  offers  a 
compromise  that  might  be  satisfactory 
to  everybody.  An  announcement  from 
Bryan  that  he  will  not  run  again 
would  open  the  way  for  harmony.  It 
might  not  bring  It,  but  It  can  not  come 
until  he  does  make  an  announcement 
of  that  kind.

The  committee  submitted  a  resolution 
In  support  of  Its  report,  addressed  to 
the  mayor  as  chairman  of  the  conference 
committee,   to    the    effect    that    the    lull 


amount  asked  by  the  council  for  the  per- 
manent improvement  fund  should  bo 
granted. 

Favoring  some  provision  for  a  ho.spltal, 
the  resolution  continutd:  "In  addition 
te>  this,  provisions  should  be  made  for  » 
contagious  disease  hospital,  and  If  It  Is 
necessary  to  provide  this  sum  of  money, 
this  committee  Is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
tax  levy  should  bo  incroa.^id  to  an  ex- 
tent of  not  to  exceed  1  mill."  The  reso- 
lution was  adopted  by  acclamation. 

Alderman  McE^ven  spoke  a/t  some 
length  upon  the  subject  of  equalization 
of  property  of  the  city  in  order  that  ev- 
ery man  might  have  a  square  deal.  He 
cited  cases  where  certain  lots  are  asses- 
sed at  JIO  per  lot  and  are  held  in  value 
at  $3i<i.  and  other  instances,  which  he 
considered  rank  in  their  inconsistency 
and  unjust   in  every  respect. 

He  stated  that  he  pt-rsonally  would  be 
glad  to  stand  a  slight  increase  in  taxes 
in  order  that  the  city  might  have  cer- 
tain improvements  necessary,  but  that  he 
wanted  to  see  the  rich  and  poor  taxed 
alike. 

Alderman  Wilson  believed  that  "we 
should  grease  the  wheels  as  we  go 
along"  and  th.Tt  certain  bridge  improve- 
ments were  necessary  and  should  be 
made.

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TAXATION  OF 
ORE  PROPERTIES 

Schedule  of  State  Tax 

Commission  Opposed 

by  Mining  Men. 

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  Sept.  10.— The  hearing 
by  the  state  tax  commission  on  its  tenta- 
tive valuation  of  iron  ore  properties  for 
purposes  of  taxation  was  continued  yes- 
terday afternoon,  when  addresses  li; 
opposition  to  the  schedule  of  assessments 
were  made  by  Frank  B.  Kellogg,  Joseph 
B.  Cotton,  Thomas  F.  Cole,  J.  L.  Wash- 
burn,  ex-Congressman  Snyder  of  Minne- 
apolis and  others. 

"In  fixing  a  cash  value  on  mining  prop- 
erty," paid  Mr.  Kellogg,  "it  must  be 
considered  that  in  taking  out  ore  year  by 
year,  the  company  is  eating  up  its  in- 
vested capital.  Real  estate  In  Minne- 
sota is  assessed  for  taxation  at  about  40 
per  cent  of  Its  actual  value.  Therefore,  in 
all  fairness,  mining  properties  should  not 
be  asse-ssed  above  40  per  cent  of  their 
value.  There  is  also  the  fact  to  be  re- 
memberfd,  that  only  a  limltd  amount  of 
ore  Is  taken  from  a  mine  in  any  f>ne  sea- 
son, but  that  it  costs  interest  money  to 
carry  the  whole  Investment.  Mining  must 
be  carried  on  on  a  basis  to  covtr  interest' 
as  well  as  the  capital  which  is  being  con- 
tinually taken  out.  Then  there  must  bo 
considered  the  years  when  the  mines  paid 


little  or  no  profit,  and  these  years  are 
I  liable  to  come  again.  No  corjKjratlon 
could  ever  carry  an  iron  mine  on  the 
basis  of  value  as.sessed  tentatively  by  this 
tax  commission. 

"If  this  commission  assessed  the  mer- 
chants on  the  same  basis  as  you  contem- 
plate ass^-ssing  the  mines,  you'd  bankrupt 
every  merchant  in  the  state.  Our  l,K.)OkH 
are  open  to  you.  We  want  you  to  know 
al]  about  tis.  We  believe  the  more  you 
know  the  better  It  will  be  for  ourselves 
and  the  people  of  Minnesota.  We  also 
realize  that  the  mining  properties  are  the 
life  of  the  towns  where  the  mines  exist. 
We,  too,  want  to  have  the^e  towns  sup- 
jKirtc-d  by  a  fair  tax  in  order  that  th^y 
may  have  the  best  conditions  for  living 
and  the  best  local  governments.  Th - 
best  conditions  bring  to  these  towns  the 
best  class  of  people.  And  the  best  people 
are  the  best  capital  the  mining  com- 
panies can  have  at  their  properties.  But 
we  don't  believe  the  basis  of  taxation 
suggested  for  us  by  the  tax  commis:-ion 
is  the  best  basis.  We  believe  it  would 
work  an  injury  Instead  of  a  betterment. 

The  people  of  Northern  Minnesota,  es- 
pecially r»uluth.  are  anxious  to  have  the 
iron  industry  established  in  the  state  in 
all  its  branches.

The  modest  frame  building  at  118  East 
Superior  street,  work  on  the  repair  of 
which  was  stopped  by  tlie  city  attorney 
some  two  weeks  ago,  acting  upon  in- 
structions from  the  council,  was  the  sub- 
ject of  discussion  at  the  council  meeting 
last  evening  and  proved  to  be  of  suffici- 
ent interest  to  keep  that  body  unitil  11 
o'clock,  call  forth  the  eloquence  of  every 
member  of   the   body,   and   remarks   firom 

the  representative  of  the  company,  G.  O. 
Newton,  Building  Inspector  KedUey  and 
the  city  attorney. 

After  denying  a  motion  to  grant  the 
second  permit  asked  by  the  company, 
tlie  council  decided  to  reconsider  the 
matter  and  the  permit  was  finally  grant- 
ed by  a   vote   of  11   to  5. 

Cxplain.%  Situatiun.  . 

G.  G.  Newton,  representing  the  firm  of 
VV.  M.  Prindle  &  Co.,  was  present  at  the 
meeting  l.isit  night  and  addressed  the 
council.  Mr.  Newton  stated  in  suibstance 
that  It  was  not  the  wish  of  his  com- 
pany to  violate  any  ordinance  or  avoid 
the  law  in  any  respect;  the  apjriicatlon 
had  been  made  In  good  part;  the  re- 
quest of  the  building  Inspector  to  the 
effect  that  the  board  of  fire  commiesion- 
ers  l>e  consulted  had  t>een  complied  with 
and  authority  from  that  body  secured, 
Che  building  was  purchased  after  first 
explaining  to  the  inspector  that  repairs 
were  needed  and  that  it  was  upon  the 
supposition  that  such  repairs  could  be 
made  that  the  purchase  was  made.  He 
made  it  plain  that  Prindle  &  Co.,  relied 
upon  the  permit  being  granted,  when 
they  made  the  purchase.  The  company 
had  not  inspec-ted  tlie  ordinance  relative 
to  buildings,  relying  upon  the  knowledge 
of  the  proper  city  official  In  thJa  respect. 
Inspector  Keillcy's  Attitude. 

Inspector  Keilley  took  the  floor  and 
stated  that  he  was  surprised  ^t  the 
.statement  made  by  Mr.  Newton  to  the 
effect  that  he  had  talked  with  him,  rela- 
tive to  granting  a  permit  before  the 
building  was  purchased.  He  said  that 
the  contractor  having  the  repair  work  in 
consideration  calle<l  upon  him  and  asked 
how  much  repair  could  be  made  with.n 
the  ordinance.  He  said  that  he  was  told 
at  that  time  that  Prindle  &  Co.,  had 
purchased  the  building  and  that  he  stal- 
ed emph.'ttically  tJiat  he  would  oppose 
granting  a  pc-rmit  to  make  repairs  to  the 
extent  mentioned.  He  stated  that  he  had 
had  several  convplaints  from  people  rela- 
tive to  allowing  a  building  of  the  kind 
to  be  practically  erected  within  the  fire 
limits. 

City  Attorney  Talks. 

City  Attorney  Fesler  addressed  »he 
council,  stating  in  substance  that  he  had 
given  the  matter  careful  consideration 
and  was  anxious  to  learn  the  sentiment 
of  the  council  before  going  further.  He 
said  that  Prindle  &  Co.,  had  obtained  a 
permit,  followed  the  law  as  far  as  he 
could  see,  and  that  if  Vhe  ordinance  i-ela- 
tlve  to  buildings  within  the  first  district 
was  being  violated,  lie  could  not  see 
wherein  the  blame  could  bp  laid  to  tho 
company.  The  company  had  gone  on, 
acting  in  good  faith  as  to  the  value  of 
the  permit  and  made  repairs  amounting 
to  about  $800,  and  the  members  of  the 
council  had  passed  by  the  scene  of  op- 
erations dally.  The  repairs  had  been  al- 
lowed to  go  on  and  morally  the  city 
should  stand  by  the  permit  and  author- 
ity embodied  in  it.  He  stated  that  the 
ordinance  covering  the  matter  was  in- 
tended to  refer  to  such  instances  as  one 
in  tlie  burning  of  a  local  hotel,  which 
had  been  damaged  by  Art  and  rebuilt 
time  and  time  again.  The  ordinance  stip- 
ulates that  where  a  building  has  been 
damaged  40  per  cent  of  its  original  value 
either  by  fire  or  other  causes,  it  can  not 
be  repaired,  but  mus>t  come  down. 
WUson  Favors  It. 

Considerable  discussion  followed.  Ald- 
erman WiLson  moved  that  the  second 
permit  be  granted,  that  is  the  one  per- 
mitting the  improvements  to  the  extent 
of  about  JW50.  This  was  the  amount 
mentioned  in  the  second  application  of 
tlif    c-ompany   owning   the    building. 

Alderman  Staples  addres.«ed  the  coun- 
cil, opposing  the  granting  of  the  per- 
niit.  He  cited  a  case  in  which  a  poor 
man  had  been  denied  the  privilege  of 
moving  an  old  house  that  he  had  pur- 
chased across  the  street,  as  it  would 
then  be  in  the  fire  limits.  He  had  paid 
$2(0  for  the  house  but  when  it  was  torn 
down  it  was  practically  worthless  to 
him.  He  thought  that  rich  and  poor 
alike  shv>uld  receive  the  same  consider- 
ation relative  to  building  pei-mits.  His 
argument  carried  wfjght  and  the  motion 
to  grant  the  permit  was  turned  down. 
The  Matter  lieeonsldere<l. 

A  motion  to  amend  the  ordinance  gov- 
erning the  width  of  cornices  on  build- 
ings brought  the  Prindle  matter  up 
again  and  was  responsible  for  Its  recon- 
sideration and  the  final  granting  of  the 
permit. 

It  seems  that  the  Northern  Shoe  com- 
pany building  now  in  course  of  con- 
struction on  Lake  avenue  south  is  ready 
for  the  cornice  TMork  and  that  this  cornice 
is  about  six  inches  wider  than  the  cliy 
ordinance  pe^rniits.  The  law  regulating 
the  size  of  cornice  work  stipulates  that 
It  shall  not  excetni  three  ftet.  The  cor- 
nice for- the  building  mentioned  Is  three 
and   one-half    feet    in    width. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  building  Is 
a  credit  to  the  ciiy,  and  will  be  an  addi- 
tion to  the  buildings  of  the  manufacturing 
portion  of  the  city  In  which  it  is  located, 
it  was  advanced  by  several  aldermen  that 
the  change  in  the  ordinance  should  be 
made,  as  the  size  and  height  of  the  build- 
ing would  warrant  wider  cornice  work 
than  in  a  smaller  one.  The  Wolvin  build- 
ing was  clt(d  as  an  example.  Under  the 
present  ordinance,  the  corniee  work  on  it 
would  not  be  allowed,  but  it  was  ad- 
mitted that  It  was  a  well-proportioned 
and    handsome   structure. 

Wilson  OiK^ns  Discussion. 

Alderman  Wilson  addressed  the  coimcil 
again.  He  was  of  the  opinion  that  it 
would  be  unjust  to  discriminate,  and  that 
if  the  building  ordinance  was  to  be  re- 
spected in  the  case  of  the  Prindle  build- 
ing, then  in  the  case  of  the  cornice  of  the 
Northern  Shoe  company  building  it 
should  be  observed.  He  objected  to  mak- 
ing an  ordinance  "sauce  for  one  and 
pickels  for  another,"  and  moved  to  re- 
consider the  Prindle  matter,  which  mo- 
tion   was    carrlud.

New  York,  being  the  natural  dumping  ground  of  the 
heedless  rich,  is  probably  more  infested  by  the  im- 
morality of  the  "statutory"  sort  than  any  other  part 
of  the  country.

WAGES  AND  FOOD  PRICES. 

The  annual  investigation  of  the  federal  bureau  of 
labor  into  wages  and  retail  prices  of  food,  just  com- 
pleted, shows  gains  in  both  items,  but  there  was,  for  a 
change,  a  slight  advantage  in  favor  of  wages  in  1906. 
It  is  very  slight,  but  it  is  a  gain,  according  to  these 
figures,  even  though  it  only  means  that  a  full  week's 
wages  in  1906  would  purchase  but  i  per  cent  more  food 
than  Ml  11)05.  The  value  of  these  tigures  is  destroyed  in 
•ome  measure  by  the  fact  that  food  is  only  one  item  in 
the  problem  of  existence,  and  that  no  account  is  taken 
of  rent  and  other  important  items. 

Average  wages  per  hour  were  4.5  per  cent  higher  in 
the  principal  manufacturing  and  mechanical  industries 
in  1906  than  in  1905,  the  regular  hours  of  labor  were 
0.5  per  cent  lower,  and  the  number  of  employes  in  the 
establishments  investigated  was  7  per  cent  greater.  Dur- 
ing the  year  wages  were  increased  generally  in  nearly 
all  industries,  forty  of  the  forty-one  industries  covered 
by  the  report  showing  some  increase.  The  greatest  ad- 
vance was  in  the  manufacture  of  cotton  goods,  where 
the  average  wages  per  hour  were  11.2  per  cent  higher 
than  in  1905.  Two  industries  showed  an  increase  in 
hourly  wages  of  more  than  10  per  cent,  seven  industries 
•bowed  an  increase  of  5  to  10  per  cent,  and  thirty-one 
industries  an  increase  of  less  than  5  per  cent.  In  one 
industry,  paper  and  wood  pulp,  there  was  a  decrease 
of  I.I  per  cent.  Yet  this  is  the  very  industry  that  is 
threatening  a  marked  increase  in  the  price  of  its 
product. 

The  retail  prices  of  food,  weighted  according  to  con- 
sumption in  representative  workingmen's  families,  were 
2.9  per  cent  higher  in  1906  than  in  1905.  The  price  of 
food  was  higher  every  month  in  1906  than  in  the  cor- 
responding month  of  1905.  The  increase  over  the  cor- 
responding month,  which  was  only  0.4  per  cent  in 
February,  grew  steadily  greater  during  the  year,  the 
price  in  December,  1906,  being  5.1  per  cent  higher  than 
for  December,  1905,  and  4.8  per  cent  higher  than  the 
average  for  1906.  Yet  iQob  showed  a  higher  average 
than  any  other  year  during  the  seventeen  years  cov- 
ered by  the  investigations  of  the  bureau  of  labor. 

No  figures  are  obtainable  for  1907,  but  the  figures 
for  December,  1906,  showed  that  we  were  spinning  into 
the  present  year  with  the  advance  in  the  cost  of  living 
growing  every  day.  Though  the  year's  average  was 
the  highest  in  seventeen  years,  the  December  average 
was  4.8  per  cent  higher  than  that  for  the  year. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  these  figures,  gathered  at  such 
great  expense  of  time  and  money,  should  not  include 
other  items  besides  the  cost  of  food,  because  that  is 
only  one  item  in  the  expense  of  living.  In  order  to 
arrive  at  the  actual  purchasing  power  of  wages,  which 
is  the  object  in  view,  the  figures  should  include  the  full 
cost  of  living  instead  of  food  alone. 


judge  would  demand  before  imposing  a  jail  sentence 
upon   the   accused. 

The  principle  would  have  a  wider  effect  if  it  had  a 
wider  application.  Where  a  wife  gets  a  divorce  from 
her  husband  for  beating  her,  it  would  be  entirely  proper 
to  follow  it  up  with  a  conviction  of  the  husband  on  a 
criminal  charge.  Where  the  wife  gets  a  divorce  on  the 
ground  of  desertion  and  non-support,  it  would  be  right 
to  impose  upon  the  guilty  husband  the  punishment  al- 
ready provided  by  law  for  this  offense. 

If  it  didn't  curb  divorce  applications,  it  would  cer- 
taniK'  result  in  lessening  the  number  of  cases  where 
husbands  or  wives  submit  to  the  ignominy  of  being 
charged  with  these  offenses  and  put  in  no  defense  be- 
cause they  are  willing — even  anxious — that  their  dis- 
contented partners  should  get  the  divorces  they  seek. 


SUPERIOR'S  FUTURE. 

The  Herald  has  been  mildly  taken  to  task  by  the 
Superior  Telegram  for  "claiming  too  much"  for  Duluth 
in  the  disposal  of  the  new  steel  plant  of  the  United 
States  Steel  corporation  and  the  homes  of  the  working- 
men  that  it  will  bring  to  the  Head  of  the  Lakes,  not  to 
mention  the  plants  that  are  certain  to  follow  in  its  wake. 

Now  there  is  no  use  in  the  Telegram's  trying  to  draw 
The  Herald  into  a  quarrel  over  anything  of  this  nature. 

While  The  Herald  is  distinctly  a  Duluth  newspaper, 
first,  last  and  all  the  time,  that  does  not  interfere  in 
the  slightest  degree  with  its  good  wishes  to  the  sister 
city  across  the  bay.  It  believes  that  there  is  pros- 
perity enough  in  store  for  the  Head  of  the  Lakes  to 
make  both  towns  wax  fat  and  rich  and  prosperous. 
Duluth  is  not  going  to  get  it  all,  though  in  the  very 
nature  of  things  it  will  always  appear  on  the  maps  in 
larger  letters  than  Superior  can  ever  hope  to  achieve. 
But  the  flood  of  prosperity  that  is  approaching  is  so 
wide  and  deep  that  it  cannot  fail  to  overflow  into  the 
Superior  area,  and  Duluth  is  never  likely  to  be  ashamed 
of  Superior  as  a  poor  relation  in  whose  company  it 
does  not  care  to  be  seen  too  publicly. 

Superior  has  a  noble  future  in  store  for  it  as  the 
Jersey  City  to  Duluth's  New  York.  The  steel  plant  is 
coming  to  Duluth,  and  there  is  ample  room  on  the 
Duluth  side  of  the  St.  Louis  river  for  a  host  of  other 
large  enterprises.  But  the  railroad  yards  will  be  in 
Superior,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  indus- 
try will  be  confined  to  the  Duluth  side  of  the  river. 


AN  ABSURD  DEDUCTION. 

A  committee  01  New  York  educators  has  startled  the 
nation  somewhat  by  its  report  that  if  the  percentage  of 
defective  children  found  in  the  New  Y'ork  public  schools 
will  carry  out  through  the  country,  there  are  about 
12,000,000  of  them  in  the  land. 

As  the  total  attendance  upon  the  public  schools  of 
the  country  last  year  was  16,000,000,  and  as  this  ap- 
palling report  from  New  York,  published  in  The  Herald 
last  night,  would  show  75  per  cent  of  them  to  be  de- 
fective in  some  respect,  the  information  would  be  alarm- 
ing if  It  were  not  so  manifestly  absurd. 

It  is  absurd,  in  the  first  place,  to  assume  that  the 
percentage  of  defectives  found  in  New  York,  with  its 
dense  and  unspeakable  slums,  would  be  carried  out 
throughout  the  entire  nation.  Among  the  children 
reared  in  these  noisome  haunts,  where  foul  air,  the  fail- 
ure of  sufficient  nourishment,  and  the  bane  of  ignor- 
ance and  vice  crush  and  contaminate  them,  it  is  not  sur- 
prising to  find  a  large  percentage  of  defectives.  But 
such  conditions  do  not  prevail  elsewhere  in  this  coun- 
try, and  while  other  cities  have  their  slums,  none  are 
as  bad  as  New  York's. 

It  is  small  wonder  that  the  Duluth  school  officials 
made  haste  to  say  that  no  such  conditions  prevail  here, 
though  it  was  hardly  necessary  to  deny  that  75  per 
cent  of  the  Duluth  school  children  are  "degenerate." 
In  the  first  place,  the  New  York  report  does  not  say 
that  the  children  are  degenerate,  but  that  they  are  illy- 
nourished  and  have  enlarged  glands  and  defective 
breathing. 

The  only  obvious  point  to  the  report  is  that  mat- 
ters are  in  rather  bad  shape  in  New  York,  and  that  it 
is  up  to  the  authorities  of  that  metropolis  to  remedy 
the  ghastly  conditions  that  exist  there,  without  worry- 
ing about  conditions  elsewhere  in  the  country. 


NEW  YORK'S  EXPERIMENT. 

New  York  is  trying  an  experiment  in  divorce  legis- 
lation that  will  be  watched  with  interest  for  its  effect 
upon  a  traffic  that  has  become  so  flagrant  that  it  is  an 
immoral  stench. 

A  law  passed  by  the  last  legislature  has  lately  gone 
into  effect,  designed  to  act  as  a  deterrent  to  certain  un- 
pleasant divorce  cases,  based  upon  what  is  called  the 
"statutory  offense"  because  in  some  places  it  is  the  only 
statutory  ground  for .  divorce,  though  in  most  states 
there  are  several  "statutory  causes." 

The  law  provides  that  where  a  divorce  is  given  to 
cither  a  man  or  a  woman  on  this  ground,  the  divorce 
shall  not  be  construed  as  having  satisfied  the  law,  but 
the  guilty  party  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for 
six  months,  a  fine  of  $250.  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  court. 

Whether  it  will  have  a  tendencj-  to  curb  reckless' 
divorcing  is  a  question.  Usually  the  divorce  suit  based 
upon  the  "statutory  cause"  is  not  reckless.  It  is  the 
divorce  suit  based  on  "incompatibility  of  temperament," 
"desertion,"  "cruelty"  or  other  more  or  less  vague 
causes,  that  is  reckless.  An  injured  party  to  a  broken 
marriage  contract,  seeking  divorce  because  of  the  faith- 
lessness of  the  other  party  to  the  contract,  will  hardly 
shrink  from  the  prosecution  of  the  suit  because  it  in- 
volves the  direct  punishment  of  the  accused  if  found 
guilty.     Indeed,  it  is  not  improbable  that  in  many  cases 


PRACTICAL   EDUCATION. 

"I  have  a  boy  oi  15  years,"  said  a  Duluth  parent  the 
other  day.  "He  has  no  idea  of  going  to  college,  has  no 
taste  for  a  profession,  and  will  undoubtedly  go  into  a 
business  career.  He  has  finished  the  grade  schools,  and 
I  am  starting  him  in  the  high  school  next  week.  But 
what  bothers  me  is  whether  I  am  doing  him  a  service 
or  wasting  his  time.  When  he  is  graduated  from  the 
high  school  I  shall  have  to  send  him  to  busit^ess  col- 
lege to  learn  something  of  value  to  him  in  a  business 
career.  I  am  sending  him  to  the  high  school  because 
I  am  able  to  do  so  and  because  it  is  the  custom,  but  I 
have  real  doubts  about  the  wisdom  of  doing  so." 

That  parent  was  not  criticising  the  Duluth  high 
school,  because  he  went  on  to  say  that  as  high  schools 
go  he  believed  it  to  be  an  uncommonly  good  one.  But 
he  was  criticising  a  system  of  education  that  is  designed, 
from  the  kindergarten  to  the  senior  class  of  the  high 
school,  to  prepare  all  the  pupils  for  college  when  only 
I  per  cent  or  less  of  them  can  go  there,  and  when  the 
99  per  cent  ought  to  be  receiving  some  form  of  educa- 
tion that  will  be  of  actual  service  to  them  when  their 
school  days  are  over  and  they  have  to  take  up  the 
battle  of  life  for  themselves. 

The  too-frequent  result  of  an  education  along  con- 
ventional lines  is  a  reluctance  to  accept  the  prosiness 
of  a  business  or  mechanical  career,  and  a  desire  to  get 
into  something  that  will  provide  an  "easy  living"  with- 
out soiling  one's  hands.  Praiseworthy  as  the  ambition 
to  be  a  professional  man  may  be,  the  fact  remains  that 
not  all  of  us  can  go  into  the  professions,  which  arc  al- 
ready overcrowded  with  mediocrity  and  incompetence, 
and  that  if  the  public  schools  are  to  be  of  real  service 
to  society  they  must  be  designed  to  turn  out  something 
besides  doctors,  lawyers  and  preachers. 

This  is  why  the  DuTuth  schools  have  taken  up  manual 
training  as  the  groundwork  for  the  new  high  school  at 
West  Duluth;  this  is  why  they  will  not  only  have  to 
teach  manual  training  in  the  high  schools  to  the  boys, 
but  domestic  science  to  the  girls;  this  is  why  they 
will  ultimately  have  to  reorganize  the  entire  public 
school  curriculum,  not  only  in  Duluth  but  everywhere 
else,  and  to  lay  the  foundation  for  practical  training 
where  foundations  belong:  at  the  bottom. 

All  of  this  is  going  to  take  time.  It  cannot  and 
should  not  be  done  in  a  year  or  in  five  years.  But  the 
logical  result  of  the  present  trend  of  educational  dis- 
cussion is  just  that,  and  it  .can  be  nothing  else.  A  youth 
whose  years  in  school  have  been  devoted  to  a  training 
devised  to  fit  him  ultimately  for  college  and  beyond 
that  for  a  profession,  is  a  youth  whose  valuable  time 
has  been  in  a  large  degree  wasted  if  he  is  going  to  be- 
come a  mechanic  or  a  business  man. 

It  isn't  necessary  to  teacH  trades,  though  it  is  not 
certain  that  it  is  not  going  to  come  to  even  that  one 
day;  but  it  is  necessary  to  give  popular  education  popu- 
lar characteristics,  and  chief  of  these  is  practicability. 
\n  ideal  training  would  prepare  a  boy,  in  mind  and 
body  alike,  for  the  niclfe  in  life  he  is  destined  to  fill. 
Failing  in  that,  it  must  give  not  only  his  mind  but  his 
hand  a  drilling  that  will  equip  him  for  a  busy  and  use- 
ful life.

ding. "I  keep  on  smoking  merely  be- 
cause It  Is  a  habit.  There  are  times 
when  I  llk«  a  pirtp  better  than  a  cigar, 
and  I'll  smoke  one  for  perhaps  a  month 
at  a  time,  and  theu  will  go  back  to  cigars 

for   two  or   three   months. 

"I  get  to  flgurlrig  ifp  once  In  a  while 
what  my  cigars  cost  me  in  a  year,  and 
that  is  usually  tho  tiitje  I  start  hitting  the 
pipe.  Enough  hai  bMn  said  concerning 
the  amount  of  money  a  man  could  save 
if  he  quit  smoking  to  make  all  smokers 
reform,  but  they  don't  seem  to  pay  any 
attention  to  figures.  Might  as  well  get 
enjoyment  that  way  as  any  other,  I 
guess.  I  don't  know  where  an  lnve.siment 
of  10  C'»nt.<?  would  bring  an  equal  amount 
of  enjoyment,  so  far  as  the  average  man 
Is    concerned.

"Out  West  they  have  methods  for  clear- 
ing stumps  from  land  that  I  never  saw 
applied  in  thi.s  nart  of  the  country,"  said 
J.  B.  Irving  of  La  Cros.se,  Wis.,  at  the 
McKay.  "The  cut  over  lands  are  much 
the  same  as  they  are  here  In  Northern 
Minnesota  and  WMsconsln.  The  stump 
land  la  cultivated  fqr  a  year  or  two  In 
grasses  for  the  stock.  The  debris  left  by 
the  loggers  i.i  cleared  away,  the  ground  is 
harrowed  and  put  in  clover,  timothy  and 
other  grasses,  all  of  wlilch  grow  an 
abundant    pasturage*  for    stock. 

"During  this  period,  at  odd  times,  the 
farmers  dig  about  the  great  roots,  Ixjre  a 
hole  with  an  ordinary  augur  In  the  top  of 
the  stump,  fill  the  hole  with  kerosene  and 
.saltpeter  and  leave  the  solution  to  honey- 
ccmh  the  wood.  In  less  than  a  year  they 
put  in  more  kerosene  and  igniate  it.  The 
fire  does  the  rest.  This  is  an  easy  sys- 
tem, and  works  to  perfection."

Boston  Herald:  A  dispatch  from  Wash- 
ington, in  Senator  Lodge's  Boston  organ, 
announces  that  a  senator  who  stands 
close  to  the  president  and  Is  high  la 
party  councils  Is  authority  for  the  state- 
ment that  whenever  the  powers  that  be 
agree  to  permit  reopening  of  the  tariff 
Issue  a  large  influential  group  of  senators 
on  the  Republican  side  will  demand  free 
lumber,  free  coal  and  decidedly  lower 
duties  throughout  the  iron  and  steel 
schedules.  Tlie  same  informant  takes  It 
for  granted  that  President  Roosevelt  ap- 
proves the  plan,  and  may  be  confidently 
expected  to  support  the  proposition  when 
It  comes  before  the  public.

Youth's  Companion:  One  of  the  most 
successful  of  modern  teachers  writes: 
"For  ages  people  have  realized  that  the 
boy  has  a  mind  to  educate.  Only  recent- 
ly have  we  awakened  to  the  fact  that 
he  has  a  body  to  develop  and  a  char- 
acter to  form.  A  fine  mind  in  a  puny 
body  Is  a  deph^rable  comWnation.  When 
it  is  allied  to  a  weak  or  unprincipled 
character  the  situation  Is  far  worse;  and 
no  plan  of  education  Is  complete  which 
does  not  seek  persistently  and  syste- 
matically to  develop  in  every  boy  char- 
acter and  health  as  well  as  mental  pow- 
er." 

No  one  can  dispute  the  truth  of  theso 
words.  But  we  have  not  yet  learned  all 
the  conclusions  they  Involve.  They  aJj- 
solve  the  teacher  from  the  final  respon- 
sibility, and  thrust  It  Into  the  often  re- 
luctant hands  of   the  father   and   mother. 

Health  and  character  are  Immensely 
dependent  on  conditions  in  the  iionie. 
The  school  may  keep  the  child  in  the 
most  desiraible  surroundings  for  six 
hours  a  day;  but  the  other  eighteen 
liours  are  passed  under  the  order  of  the 
home.  Sleeping  and  eating  are  far  more 
deterrrylning  factors  ia  the  life  of  the 
boy  than  studying.  A  boy  overfed  or 
a  girl  underfed  oan  no  more  respond  to 
the  call  of  an  Inspiring  teacher  than  an 
engine  can  move  when  its  fire-box  la 
choked  with  clnder.s  or  empty  of  coal. 
Bad  air  In  a  sleeping  room  can  vitiate 
the  moral  teaching  of  the  schools.  Tight 
clothing  may  strangle  In  a  girl  a  talent 
for  music  or  a  love  of  poetry. 

So  we  arrive  at  another  truism— that 
parents  and  toaichers  must  work  togeth- 
er If  the  children  are  to  do  well.  The  aid 
of  modern  ecience  must  serve  in  home 
as  In  a^ool.  So  tlie  wise  home-making 
and  the  affectionate  comxtanionship  of 
the  father  and  mother  may  supplement 
the  Information  and  the  discipline  which 
the  teacher  brings.  Out  of  the  combina- 
tion  comes   the  happy   family.

time  a«?o,  it  is  a  practical  certainty 
that  the  extension  will  be  built  next 
year.

Frank  Kelly,  employed  at  the  ore 
docks,  waa  drowned  In  the  slip  at 
dock  No.  4,  last  evening,  at  about  8 
o'clock,  and  the  body  recovered  this 
morning.  Deceased  was  single  and 
his  relatives  live  in  Chicago.  They 
have  been  notified,  and  the  disposi- 
tion of  the  remains  will  depend  upon 
in.structlons    expected    today.

portant bearing  that  this  incident  will 
probably  have  upon  the  negotiations 
between  the  state  department  and  the 
Japanese  ambassador  looking  to  the 
'  drafting  of  a  treaty  that  shall  limit 
the  incoming  Japanese  coolies  instead 
of  allowing  the  subject  to  be  dealt 
with  Jn  the  present  loose  fashion  by 
what  amounts  to  semi-official  under- 
taklng:s  on  the  paj't  of  the  Japanese 
government  to  withhold  its  support  to 
coolies  coming  directly  to  the  United 
Slates. 

The  belief  that  a  treaty  Is  now 
within  sight  Is  based  on  the  conviction 
of  officials  that  the  Japanese  govern- 
ment will  now  be  brought  face  to  face 
with  the  fact  that  as  it  cannot  dis- 
criminate between  Great  Britain  and 
America  In  the  matter  of  demands  fo» 
fair  treatment  for  its  subjects,  and 
must  by  this  time  be  convinced  thai 
theTroblem  pre.sented  ia  really  a  racial 
one.  the  only  solution  will  lie  in  the 
formal  recognition  by  Japan  of  the 
right  to  restrict  coolie  immlgrratlon. 
not  only  in  America,  but  in  British 
Columbia.  Australia  and  other  British 
colonies. 

To  take  any  other  view.  It  is  pointed 
out  here,  would  mean  a  breach  of  the 
alliance  with  England  which  the  Jap- 
anese have  been  so  proud  of  ajid  which 
they  regard  as  so  necessary  to  the 
development  of  their  ambitious  schemes 
for  the  exploitation  of  the  East. 

For  though  the  British  government 
may.  and  doubtless  will,  apologize  for 
the  Vancouver  affair  and  even  pay 
an  Indemnity,  a  repetition  of  the  In- 
cident is  believed  to  be  almost  certain 
unless  the  British  government  yields 
to  the  demands  of  the  British  Colum- 
bians In  the  matter  of  restricting  Jap- 
anese Immigration.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  negotiations  are  already  afoot 
between  the  Brlti-sh  and  tJhe  Japanese 
governments  to  regulate  the  influx  of 
Coolie  labor  Into  the  British  colonies. 
The  Vancouver  Incident  will.  It  is  be- 
lieved here,  hasten  the  negotiations  to 
a  conclusion  and  If  Japan  enters  Into 
treaty  relations  of  that  kind  with 
Great  Britain  It  cannot  refuse  to  do 
so  with  America.

San  Francisco,  Sept.  10. — A  left 
swing  to  the  body,  cleverly  blocked  by 
Joe  Gans,  cost  Jimmy  Britt  any 
chance  he  might  have  had  to  win  the 
lightweight  championship  of  the 
world  yesterday,  and  brought  to  a 
close  five  rounds  of  fast  fighting,  wit- 
nessed by  a  crowd  of  about  14,000 
people  at  Recreation  Park. 

The  blow  caught  by  Gans  on  his 
elbow  was  struck  in  the  middle  of  the 
fourth  round.  It  broke  Britt's  wrist 
and  though  he  went  on  again  in  the 
fifth  round,  he  was  helpless  in  both 
offense  and  defense.  It  was  not  until 
this  round  that  he  informed  his  sec- 
onds of  the  mishap. 

"What's  the  use  of  my  going  on?  I 
can't  fight;  I  am  helpless,"  he  said  to 
Tlv  Kreling.  Captain  of  Police  Glea- 
son  was  notified  at  the  ringside,  and 
stopped  the  fight.  Referee  Welch 
then  gave  the  decision  to  Gans. 

Three  doctors,  after  an  examina- 
tion, stated  that  the  injury  was  a  frac- 
ture and  dislocation  of  the  lower  end 
of  the  ulna,  the  innermost  bone  of  the 
wrist.  Whether  it  was  a  genuine 
fracture  or  not,  Britt  showed  such  in- 
tense suffering  while  the  doctors  wer«. 
manipulating  his  wrist  that  the  tears 
rolled  unchecked  down  his  cheeks. 

"I  was  utterly  helpless,"'  he  said. 
"I  couldn't  even  hold  up  my  left  hand 
after  I  broke  it.  I  had  no  guard  for 
Gans'  left  and  had  no  punch  except 
with  my  right." 

The  fight,  while  it  lasted,  was  a 
slugging  match,  but  It  was  perfectly 
evident  to  every  trained  observer  that 
Britt  had  no  chance  to  win  from  the 
negro.  For  the  first  time  in  his  life 
Britt  was  outmatched. 

Britt's  lack  of  coolness  was  partly 
responsible  for  the  miserable  ending 
of  the  fight.  From  the  first  tap  of  the 
gong  he  appeared  overeager.  He  was 
not  content  to  take  the  advice  shouted 
to  him  by  his  seconds  to  make  Gans 
do  the  landing,  but  he  rushed  head- 
long into  quarters  that  developed  an 
inevitable  slugging  match,  in  which 
the  champion  had  by  far  the  advan- 
tage. 

In  the  first  round  Britt  staggered 
Gans  to  the  ropes  with  a  left  swing 
on  the  neck  that  had  lots  of  force  in 
it.  In  the  same  round  he  also  used 
left  and  right  successfully  to  the  body 
and  face,  but  took  in  punishment  a 
straight  left  on  the  nose  that  slowed 
him  down. 

The  second  round  developed  a  mix- 
up  at  the  ropes.  In  which  both  men 
exchanged  vicious  rights  and  lefts. 
Gans  taking  the  advantage. 

In  the  third  Gans  followed  his  tac- 
tics of  crowding  Britt  into  a  corner, 
and  the  Californian  had  his  hands  and 
feet  busy  working  ^hls  way  out.  The 
round  was  even. 

Gans  drew  first  blood  in  the  fourth 
with  a  lightning-like  straight  left  that 
brought  a  scarlet  stream  trickling 
from  the  corner  of  Britt's  mouth.  It 
was  right  after  this  that  Britt  threw 
all  of  hi.s  strength  Into  a  left  swing 
that  proved  his  merciful  undoing. 

The  decision  of  the  doctors  effective- 
ly disposes  of  any  claim  of  "fake."

Superior  Couples^Can  No 

Longer  Sccretly^arry 

in  Duluflt. 

New  Wisconsin  State  Law 

Provides  For  $100 

Fine. 


Superior  people  who  come  to  Duluth 
to  get  married  and  Intend  to  keep  the 
event  a  secret  for  a  time  will  be  liable 
to  a  fine  of  >100  for  auch  action  after 
Oct.  1,  according  to  a  new  state  law 
In  Wisconsin.  A  part  of  the  law  reads 
as  follows: 

"When  parties  living  in  this  state 
shall  go  out  of  it  to  be  married  and  re- 
turn to  It  to  reside,  fhey  .  shall  ob- 
tain from  the  county  clerk  of  the 
county  in  which  either  of  them  resided 
prior  to  the  marriage,  a  blank  certifi- 
cate of  marriage  filled  out  and  filed 
with  the  local  registrar  of  vital  statis- 
tics of  the  city,  incorporated  village  or 
town  wherein  they  reside  within  ten 
days    after    their    returi}." 

The  above  law  will  permit  couples 
going  across  the  state  boundary  for 
th«  purpose  of  being  married,  but  will 
do  away  with  keeping  the  knowledge 
from  their  relatives,  friends  and  news 
papers.  ";' 

Heretofore  it  has  been";  customary 
with  Superior  couples  desfring  to  keep 
their  marriage  a  secret  for  a  time  to 
come  to  Duluth  and  have  the  marriauge 
performed.  The  plan  \^'«9rked  all  right 
In  some  cases,  and  in  spme  cases  It  did 
not.  but  the  chances  for  detection  were 
hardly  so  great  as  if  thte  fceremony  had 
been  performed  in  Superior.  Now  that 
this  practice  is  liable  !to.  prove  such 
a  costly  one,  it  probabTy  will  be  done 
away  with  entirely.  A  new  style  cer- 
tificate of  marriage  must  also  be  se- 
cured in  Wisconsin  aft,ct  the  first  of 
next  month.  It  is  described  as  fol- 
lows: 

•The  blank  form  for  the  certificate 
of  marriage  .shall  prov^cle'  .spaces  for 
the  entry  of  the  following  Items:  The 
full  name,  age.  color, '.plajce  of  resi- 
dence, place  of  birth,  occupation,  and, 
If  known,  the  father's  name  and  the 
mother's  name,  of  each  of  the  parties 
married:  the  number  of  times  either 
of  the  parties  may  have  been  previ- 
ously married  and  conditions  of  each, 
whether  single,  widowed  or  divorced; 
the  bride's  maiden  name.  In  case  she 
is  a  widoW;  the  date  of  giving  the 
license;  the  signature  of  the  person 
pronouncing  the  ceremony;  the  date 
and  place  Of  marriage;  and  the  names 
and  residences  pf  two  witnesses  to  the 
marriage."

Armor  Protection  of  the 

Minnesota  Said  to  be 

Faulty. 

Washington,  Sept.  lo.— Serious  defect* 
In  armor  porotection  of  the  splendid 
new  battleship  Minnesota  are  exposed 
by  "The  Navj',"  official  -  organ  of  the 
Navy  League  and  recognlxed  as  the 
semi-official  organ  of  tiie  navy  depart- 
ment. The  report  created  a  sensation 
in  official  circles,  the  Minnesota  being 
conisdored  one  of  the  best  and  most 
formidable    of     the    new     battleships. 

The  Minnesota,  as  she  Hoats  today, 
show^  her  water  Une  armor  belt  flush 
with  the  water  at  tho  5teifft,  while  at 
the  b*w  it  emerges  from  on*  to  two  feet 
in  the  open  sea,  the  wa.ves  coming  far 
above    these   belts. 

It  is  claimed  that  it  fk  possible  for  a 
12-inch  sheil  at  a  distance  \Jf  three  thou- 
sand yards  to  pierce  tS«*  upper  armor 
just  ab<5ve  the  water  ^ine'  belt.

CONTRACTS 

Government  Jobs  Have 

All  Been  Awarded 

by  Engineers. 

Most  of  the  Dredge  Work 
Is  Already  Under 

Way. 


No  more  contracts  for  the  Improve- 
ment of  the  harbor  or  other  government 
work  will  be  let  by  the  government  engi 
neeru  in  charge  here  this  season.  Most 
of  the  work  marked  off  for  this  year  is 
already  under  way. 

Work  on  the  big  shoal  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Nemadji  river  in  Superior  bay  is  pro- 
Crresslng  very  ^•atisfactoriIy  as  is  also  all 
the  other  dredge  work  being  done  by  the 
Duluth-Suptrior  Dredging  company  un- 
der government  contract.  The  company 
has  several  dredges  at  work  at  different 
points   about   the   harbor. 

The  work  being  done  by  this  company  is 
under  the  big  government  contract  cover- 
ing the  general  miprovementa  in  the  har- 
bor and  will  extend  over  all  of  next 
Beason  before  it  is  completed.  It  is  not 
expected  that  all  the  work  will  be  com- 
rleted  before  November  of  the  year  1908. 

Besides  the  work  on  the  Nemadji  shoal 
the  contract  includes  the  general  Improve- 
ment of  the  Superior  entrance,  deepening 
of  the  Duluth  canal  entrance.  Improving 
Superior  bay  and  St.  Louia  bay.  Ot 
these  different  jobs  the  one  of  deepening 
the  entrance  to  the  Duluth  canal  has  al- 
ready been  completed.  Work  on  the 
Bhoals  in  Superior  bay  is  being  prosecuted 
rapidly  and  the  company  has  two  or 
three  "dredges  at  work. 

Another  big  contract  which  has  now 
been  awarded  and  drawn  up  is  that  of  the 
ctnstruotion  of  the  firnt  part  of  the  rub- 
ble mound  breakwater  outside  the  Supe- 
rior entry.  The  Great  Lakes  Dredge  & 
Bock  compitny,  of  Chicago,  ha.s  the  con- 
tract and  work  must  be  begun  within 
twenty  days  after  the  contract  Is  made. 
The  work  has  not  yet  been  commenced, 
but  the  company  will  probably  begin  by 
the  last  of  the  month. 

It  is  not  expected  that  much  actual 
work  will  be  done  on  this  contract  this 
fall  and  the  company  will  probably  de- 
vote Itself  to  making  the  preliminary 
preparations  so  that  the  heavy  work  can 


be  commenced  next  spring.  On  account  of 
the  latenes.s  of  the  season  little  actual 
construction  work  can  be  done  now  be- 
fore cold  weather  sets  In. 

The  work  on  the  improvement  of  the 
Superior  entry  is  also  progressing  well. 
The  lumbf  r  for  the  rip  rap  work  will  soon 
arrive.  This  work  may  be  conimued 
right  through  until  next  season  aJlhough 
this  is  not  definitely  known.

TRYING  TO 
FIXBLAME 

Inspectors  Will  Investi- 
gate Accident  Which 
Occurred  Saturday. 

Hearing  Will  be  Held  on 

Thursday  at  Federal 

Building. 


An  inspection  will  be  made  by  tho 
United  States  steamboat  in.spectors,  W. 
F.  Chalk  and  Capt.  Monaghan,  into  the 
colUsfon  which  occurred  last  Saturday  at 
the  Interstate  bridge,  which  resulted  in 
the  slnkins  of  the  tug  Walton  B.,  and 
the  inspectors  will  attempt  to  find  out 
who  was  at  fault. 

Reports  of  the  two  captains  of  the 
tugs  have  been  filed  at  the  office  of  the 
inspectors  In  the  federal  building,  and 
will  be  readv  for  use  at  the  hearing. 
Capt.  John  O  Mara  is  the  master  of  the 
tug  Carrington,  which  was  towing  the 
steamer  TJonesta  when  she  struck  the 
Walton  B.  The  latter  tug  was  in  com- 
mand of  Tracey  Cartland. 

In  liis  rejort  Capt.  O'Mara  gives  the 
details  of  the  accident  about  as  they 
were  In  The  Herald  Saturday.  He  was 
coming  out  through  the  south  channel  at 
the  bridge,  towing  the  Tionesta,  while 
the  Walton  B.,  with  a  scow,  was  going 
in,  bound  for  the  Duluth,  Misaabe  At 
Northern  coal   dock. 

Neither  of  the  captains  try  to  lay  the 
blame  for  the  accident  upon  the  other, 
but  both  claim  they  did  all  that  was 
possible  to  prevent  the  collision.  After  he 
.vaw  that  the  seams  in  his  tug  were  opened 
in  a  number  of  places,  Capt.  Cartland 
says  he  ran  Immediately  for  the  coal 
dock,  which  he  nearly  reached  before  his 
Ivz   sank. 

The  inspectors  will  hold  a  hearing  on 
the  matter  at  their  offices  on  Thursday 
of  this  week,  when  the  testimony  ol  tho 
captains  and  members  of  the  crews  of 
the  two  tugs  will  be  taken,  after  which 
the  decision  of  the  inspectors  will  be  given 
later.

SUGGESTS  NEW  PLAN. 

Captain  Harbottle  Says  to  Spread  Oil 
Some  Distance  Out. 

A  new  plan  for  the  use  of  storm  oil  to

of  oils  and  inflammaUle  materials. 

Tihe  city  attorney  was  Instructed  to 
pret)are  a  nirort  to  the  council  outlin- 
ing what  me'ans  would  be  proper  and 
legal  In  proceeding  ag.ainst  the  company 
In  order  to  enforce  the  observance  of  the 
ordinance. 

'IMie  ncfw  building  ordinance  was  pas- 
sed in  1906  and  stipulates  that  the  walla 
of  a  building  In  which  oU  is  stored  must 
be  no  less  than  16  inches  thick,  con- 
structed of  stone  and  no  more  than 
16  feet  high.  It  stipulat(-s  that  the  lower 
floor  must  be  4  feet  below  Uie  gn^^de 
of  the  adjoining  street  and  be  made  of 
non-combustible   material. 

It  is  stated  that  the  present  buildlne 
used  as  a  "store  room  ]^  the  Standard  ^ 
Oil  company  is  a  frame'wne,  erected  up- ' 
on  piles  and  that  in  case  of  a  Are  break- 
ing out  In  the  building  the  extent  of  the 
conflagration  would  be  great,  the  burn- 
ing oil  spreading  over  the  waters  of  the 
bay  and  much  damage*  to  shipping  result- 
inig.

He  was  elected  to  the 
New  York  senate  but  resigned  sliortly 
after  the  Civil  war  broke  out.  Refus- 
ing a  <  ommission  a.<*  major,  tendered  by 
the  governor,  he  went  to  Niagara 
county  and  raised  a  company.  During 
.the  war  he  served  in  the  ranks  of  the 
17yth  New  York  volunteers,  being  com- 
iiilssi(»ii"d  lieutenant,  captain  and  final- 
ly as  m.ijor,  on  re.omn'.endatlon  of 
den.  GrtuiL,  "for  gallant  and  meritor- 
ious   conduct    at    Petersburg,    Va." 

W-liilo  a  resident  of  Dulutii  Col.  Hold- 
en was  commander  of  the  Willis  A. 
Gorman  post,  G.  A.  R.  He  was  promi- 
nent in  the  founding  of  the  national 
society  and  organized  two  posts.  He 
nerved  two  years  on  the  department 
8t  iff  and  one  on  the  national  staff.  In 
18i»S  he  was  the  tirst  m.in  in  the  st:tte 
of  New  Yi>rk  to  tender  his  services  for 
the  Spanish-American  war.  During  the 
late  war  ho  served  at  various  southern 
points  as  quartermaster  with  tlie  rank 
of  captain  and  came  to  Duluth  at  the 
clo.sc  of  hostilities.  He  later  removed 
to  Minneapolis  where  ho  was  connected 
with  tile  operating  department  of  two 
large  railway  lompanies  and  was  in 
the  service  of  the  stat<'  grain  and 
weighing  department  nf  Minnesota.  Ho 
went  to  Cazenovia  in  1906.  His  burial 
occurred  at  .Syracuse,  .Sept.  4. 
_Col.  Holden  is  sur\Mved  by  his  widow, 
three    d.iughters    and    two    brothers. 


PASSES  AWAY 

"Bluch"  Hubbard.  Wcll- 

Known  Character,  Dies 

in  Hospital. 

Aebille  Huitting'ton  Hubbard,  known 
to  almost  every  resident  of  Superior 
as  "Hluch."  died  last  night  at  St. 
Mary's  hospital,  here,  after  a  brief 
illnees. 

His  death   cjame  as   a  decided   .«ihock 

to     his     friends     in     Superior,     and     he 

had    many    of   them.      A   man   of   ma-g- 

iilfloent    phy.sique,    and     supposedly    of 

I  an     iron     oonslitutlon,     his    death     was 

unexpected.      He    had    but   one   enemy. 

I  himself,      and      with      liquor      as      the 

I  weapi>n,    he   broke   down    his    naturally 

strong    constitution    and    hastened    the 

end. 

Hubbard  had  been  a  familiar  figure 
in  .Superior  for  about  fifteen  years. 
Left  a  large  inherita.nce  by  hi.s 
father,  he  did  not  squander  it  in  a 
abort  time,  but,  with  the  incom<3;  he 
played  fa.st  and  loose  with  hia  money 
and  health.  "A  prince  of  good  fel- 
lows." in  the  accepted  sense,  of  the 
phrase,    he    made    hundreds  of   friends. 

Huljfeard's  home  wa^  at  Mar.sliall, 
Mieh..  and  he  came  of  good  parents. 
He  was  educailed  at  Shattuck  Mili- 
tary acalemy  and  .soon  began  to  drift 
about.  He  came  to  Superior  about 
liftt^n  years  ago  and  remained  there 
until  his  deatJi.  He  was  about  34 
years  of  age.  Owen  L.  Hubbard,  a 
l>rothi>r,  will  arrive  fn>m  Marshall 
to  take  charge  of  the  body  tomor- 
row. A  sister  also  lives  at  Marshall. 
Hubbard  wa.s  a  member  of  the  Eagles, 
and  the  Superior  aerin  has  charge  of 
•the    funeral    arrangements.

POSTAL  RECEIPTS 
GROW  STEADILY 

August  Makes  Good  Sliow- 

ing,  Notwithstanding 

Envelope  Delay. 

Business  at  tlie  local  postoffice  keeps 
right  on  Increasing  mouth  by  month,  as 
it  has  been  for  several  years.  Last 
month  the  increase  was  not  quite  as 
great  as  it  would  have  been  had  there 
been  no  delay  In  the  delivery  of  the  "spe- 
cial request"   stamped  envelopes. 

According  to  the  monthly  rep<jrt  of  As- 
sistant Postmaster  Barnard  Just  com- 
pleted, the  total  gain  In  the  receipts  for 
the  month  of  August  this  year  over  the 
August  of  last  year  amounted  to  over 
|1,IW<),  and  it  is  estimated  this  would 
have  been  $J.0<)0  greater  if  the  stamped 
envelopes   had   come  along  on   time. 

The  gross  receipts  for  iti.>  montli  were 
$23,181.04.  compared  w.ith  *22.'J11.<J7.  the 
total  amount  of  the  August  of  a  year  ago. 
The  gross  receipts  for  July  of  this  year 
were  only  $2<J,:55W.t)2.  The.se  Hgures  sliow 
the  receipts  only  from  the  sale  of  stamps 
and  envelopes  and  do  not  include  th-' 
money  order  department 

On  account  of  a  change  in  the  con- 
tract for  the  printing  of  the  special  re- 
quest stamped  envelopes  and  the  re- 
sulting delay,  the  bu.siness  in  this  line 
was  almost  at  a  standstill  last  month, 
and  the  receipts  were  only  $1,8'00  as  com- 
pared with  $3,400  last  year.  Many  com- 
plaints were  made  by  local  business 
men,  but  the  envt^lopes  could  not  be 
brought  here  any  sooner.  They  are  be- 
ginning to  come  along  more  promptly  at 
present.

Case  Ruled  Out  by 
Judge  Lochren.       i 

St.  Paul,  Sept.  10.— (Special  to  The  ; 
Herald.) — In  the  hearing  before  Judge, 
Lochren  in  the  United  States  district 
court  today.  E.  S.  Robert,  attorney  for 
the  Norhern  Pacific  Railway  com- 
pany, asked  for  leave  to  file  an..amend- 
ed  petition  in  the  rate  fight  now  being 
made  by  the  railroads  of  Minnesota 
against  the  2-cent  passenger  rate  and  ; 
a  reduced  freight  rate  ordered  by  the 
state  legislature. 

Yesterday  afternoon  Mr.  Robert 
cited  a  number  of  authorities  to  show 
that  the  regulation  of  commerce  and 
transportation  rested  wholly  with  con- 
gress. 

He  admitted  that  the  states  had  a 
right  to  regulate  intrastate  commerce 
and  transportation,  but  as  soon  as  It 
got  beyond  the  confines  of  the  states 
and    the    states'    aythorlty    ceased. 

Judge  Lochren  heard  Mr.  Robert 
through  and  then  informed  him  that 
he  had  no  case,  .saying: 

"In  my  mind  most  of  the  cases  which 
have  been  cited  on  behalf  of  the  com- 
plainants are  distinguishable  from  the 
cases  at  bar.  It  is  further  a  question 
in  the  mind  of  the  court  whether  the 
interference  here  complained  of  is  suf- 
ficiently direct  to  make  the  order  and 
the  acts  Invalid.  I  shall  want  this  point 
made  more  sufficiently  clear  than  it 
has  been." 

This  was  a  stunning  blow  to  the  at- 
torneys for  the  railroads  and  the  re- 
sult was  a  conference  and  a  change 
of  tactics  and  the  request  to  file  an 
amended  petition  which  was  granted.

Is  Now  Making  That 

Time. 

Big  Turbine  Vessel  in 

Communication  With 

Cape  Race. 

The  Ship  Runs  Marvel- 
ously  With  No  Sea- 
sickness Aboard. 


New  York,  Sept.  11.— Plow'ng  through* 
the  seas  at  a  speed  never  before  attained 
by  a  passenger  steamship,  the  giant  tur- 
biner  Lusitania  of  the  Cunard  line  is 
sweeping  along  at  a  25-knot  clip  on  her 
maiden  voyage  to  New  York,  and  a  wire- 
less message  received  from  Cape  Race, 
N.  F.,  early  today  shows  that  she  has- 
broken  all  trans-Atlantic  records.  if 
she  maintains  her  speed  through  the  last 
thousand  miles  of  her  trip,  llu  hope  of  a. 
lour-day  trip  across  the  Atlantic  will 
have  been  realized. 

The  Lusitania  came  into  the  wireless 
Ec>ne  of  Cape  Race  at  b.'^  o'clock  today 
and  telegraphed  that  she  was  then  2^ 
miles  southeas^t  of  the  Cape,  or  1,125  miles 
from  the  Siuidy  Hook  lightship.  The  dis- 
patch today  slicwe-d  that  the  big  ship 
had  covered  1,(>55  miles  of  the  voyage  in

A  BAD  STORM 
AT  HARRISBURG 

Terrific     Rain     Floods 

Cellars  and  Does  Much 

Damage. 

Harrisburg,  Pa.,  Sept.  11.— The  worst 
storm  of  the  summer  struck  this  locali- 
ty last  night,  Hooding  cellars,  crip- 
pling the  street  car  service  and  doing 
much  damage  to  building  operations.

a  graduate  of  the  Harvard  Medical 
school,  believes  he  has  found  means  of 
adding  5(».000,000  pounds  to  the  nation's 
meat  rfupplv,  which  should  mean  a  sav- 
ing of  $.5,0(10.000  a  year. 

His  discovery,  he  believes,  makes  it 
po.sslble  to  secure  meat  at  a  cost  not 
exceeding  10  cents  a  pound.  Dr.  Wil- 
liams says  spleens  are  extremely  pala- 
table when  fre.sh.  and  claims  to  have  dis- 
covered a  method  of^p^es^'rving  them  for 
an  indefinite  length  of  time. 

He  says  they  furnish  the  richest  pos- 
sible food.  While  .somt^  of  red  bloojl 
corpuscles  are  formed  in  bone  matter  of 
marrow.  Dr.  Williams  says  a  majority  of 
them  come  from  spleen.

Officers  Here  to  Estab- 
lish Relations  Witli  Co- 
operative Stores. 


T.  H.  Morrell  of  Cedar,  Minn.,  pres- 
Idfeiit  of  the  Minnesota  branch  of  the 
American  Society  of  EQuity,  accom- 
panied by  several  other  officials  of  the 
society,  was  in  the  city  yesterday  for 
the  purpose  of  establishing  trade  rela- 
tions with  severaJ  of  the  co-operative 
stores  in  Duluth  and  on  the  range. 

Later  on  it  is  the  plan  of  the  society 

to  establish  a  general  exchange  in  this 

city,  but  at  present  this  will  not  oe 
attempted.  The  officers  hope,  however, 
to  establish  an  exchange  for  the  grain 
growers'  department,  so  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  society  can  send  their  grain 
to  the  Head  of  the  Lakes  and  get  as 
good  prices  as  the  big  dealers.  Theodore 
F.  Nelson,  president  of  the  grain  grow- 
ers' department,  was  here  in  the  iii- 
terest   of  his   department. 

Since  the  strike  of  the  miners  on 
the  ranges  the  leaders  of  the  Western 
Federation  of  Miners  and  others  have 
established  a  number  of  co-operative 
stores,  at  which  the  miners  are  asked 
to  do  their  trading  exclusively.  It  is 
through  these  stores  that  the  farmers' 
organization  hopes  to  gain  an  outlet  for 
its  produce  on  the   ranges. 

In  Anoka  county,  where  Mr.  Mor- 
rell's  hom.e  is,  the  society  is  especially 
strong.  This  is  in  the  heart  of  tho 
potato  belt,  and  It  is  said  that  the 
farmers  are  getting  better  prices  than 
ever  before.  Already  several  carloads 
of  potatoes  have  been  sent  from  this 
district  to  the  range,  and  it  is  said 
have    proved    most    satisfactory. 

Besides  the  potatoes  the  society  of- 
ficials hope  to  find  a  market  for  union 
made  flour  which  comes  from  a  mill 
at  Champlin,  Minn.  Mr.  Morrell  states 
that  none  but  union  men  are  working 
in  this  mill  and  that  the  flour  is  declar- 
ed to  be  of  the  best  in  evei^'  particular. 
C»ne  of  the  owners  of  this  mill  is  also 
in   the   city  with   the 'party. 

"Of  course,"  said  Mr.  Morrell,  "we 
cannot  actually  go  into  the  retail  busi- 
ness and  sell  our  produce  direct  to  in- 
dividuals. But  it  is  our  plan  to  sell 
direct  to  the  consumer,  doing  away  with 
the  middle  man,  thus  getting  the  best 
of  prices  for  our  products  while  the 
consumer  gets  them  cheaper.  It  is 
therefore  necessary  for  us  to  form  ex- 
changes, and  this  we  intend  to  do  In 
evei-y  city  and  town  in  the  state  event- 
ually. 

•'For  the  present,  however,  we  want 
to  get  these  union  miners  on  the  range 
to  using  cur  produce  and  we  are  doing 
this  through  their  co-operative  stores. 
We  are  selling  them  potatoes  and  we 
wish  to  get  them  to  buying  this  union 
made  flour  from  Champlin. 

"The  grain  exchange  we  will  establish 

in   Duluth   as   soon  as  pos-slble  for  the 

benefit    of    our    grain    growers'    depart- 

Iment,    and    the    general    exchange    will 

I  come  a  little  later  on.     We  are  getting 

the  farmers  up  this  way  in  line  and  a 

1  local  exchange   will   be  the  next    thing. 

"We  have  had  agents  buying  potatoes 
!in  a  number  of  the  central  markets  In 
the  potato  belt,  including  Anoka,  Elk 
I  River.  Princeton  and  other  towns,  and 
I  they  have  been  most  successful.  After 
'  the  busy  season  Is  over  we  will  com- 
mence an  active  campaign  of  organlza- 
:  tion  for  the  society  throughout  the 
:  state,  and  expect  great  results."

OBTAINING  MONEY  UNDER  FALSE 
PRETENSES? 

During  the  Roosevelt-Parker  campaign  the  Demo- 
cratic candidate  repeatedly  charged  that  the  trusts  were 
furnishing  the  funds  that  were  being  used  to  push  his 
adversary's  campaign. 

Tiiis  was  as  often  denied  by  President  Roosevelt, 
though  the  chairman  of  the  Republican  national  com- 
mittee. Cortelyou,  now  secretary  of  the  treasury,  kept 
still. 

Now  comes  the  New  York  World,  which  is  not  noted 
for  its  love  for  Roosevelt,  and  not  only  repeats  the 
charges,  but  gives  very  dehnite  and  circumstantial  de- 
tails about  it,  including  the  names  of  the  donors. 

It  appears  that  the  money  was  raised  by  Edward 
H.  Harriman,  who  gave  personally  $50,000  out  of  the 
$260,000  he  raised.  Other  generous  givers  were  Chaun- 
cey  M.  Depew,  James  Hazen  Hyde,  J.  Pierpont  Morgan, 
Georj^ie  \V.  Perkins,  H.  H.  Rogers,  John  D.  Archibold, 
William  Rockefeller.  James  Speyer  and  Cornelius  N. 
Blis-«.  Every  man  jack  ai  them  was  and  still  is  in  the 
inner   circles   of   the   high    finance    ring. 

This  certainly  must  be  very  embarrassing  to  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt.  Such  circumstantial  and  apparently 
authentic  charges  cannot  be  evaded.  They  must  be  met 
in  some  manner.  It  may  be  that  the  president  was  per- 
sonally ignorant  of  what  was  done  for  him.  He  can 
say  so.  but  what  will  he  do  with  Cortelyou,  the  man 
that    t  )ok    the    money? 

While  Messrs.  Harriman,  Morgan,  Archbold,  Rocke- 
feller et  al,  cannot  say  with  truth  that  their  money 
was  well  invested,  and  that  they  got  anything  like  satis- 
factory returns  out  of  it,  yet  they  did  give  the  money 
— unless  these  charges  are  disproved,  which  is  altogether 
improbable — and  it  was  used  to  further  the  Republican 
cause. 

Unless  the  president  can  meet  the  charge  in  some 
satisfactory  manner,  the  public  knowledge  of  it  cannot 
fail  to  injure  him  seriously  in  the  minds  of  the  people. 


ON  THE  OTHER  FOOT. 

It  is  very  wrong  to  make  merry  over  another's 
embarrassment,  but  it  is  a  bit  difficult  for  the  people 
of  this  country  to  refrain  from  indulging  in  a  little 
quiet  ^^atisfaction  over  the  fact  that  the  British  Empire 
has  had  the  Oriental  question  brought  abruptly  to  it.s 
notice  very  much  after  the  fashion  of  a  slap  in  the  face. 

The  reason  there  is  satisfastion  in  this  is  that  when 
San  Francisco  was  having  its  little  difficulty  with  the 
Japanese,  which  was  to  the  Vancouver  riot  as  a  June 
zephyr  is  to  a  December  hurricane,  the  British  news- 
papers were  very  severe  in  their  criticisms  of  the  San 
Francisco  hoodlums,  and  rather  gleeful  about  the  pickle 
they  were  getting  the  United  States  into.  It  is  not 
surprising  that  most  of  the  London  newspapers  have 
refrained  from  discussing  the  Vancouver  situation,  and 
that  those  that  have  treated  it  have  discussed  it  with 
a  gravity  that  is  in  marked  contrast  to  their  manner 
of  speaking  when  the  trouble  was  in  somebody  else's 
back  yard. 

Nevertheless,  the  thing  is  no  laughing  matter.  The 
Oriental  question  is  one  that  the  white  nations  will 
have  to  meet,  and  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain 
will  probably  have  to  bear  the  brunt  of  it  because  it  is 
their  dominions  that  are  attracting  the  yellow  immi- 
gration. 

The  temper  of  the-  Canadians  is  shown  by  the  fact 
that-  the  presence  of  the  chief  of  the  Japanese  bureau 
of  foreign  commerce  and  a  Japanese  consul,  the  former 
being  the  head  of  the  Japanese  consular  service,  did 
not  restrain  the  Vancouver  mob,  so  these  individuals 
had  an  excellent  opportunity  for  observing  conditions 
from  their  vantage  point  m  the  center  of  the  mob's 
attacks. 

How  part,  at  least,  of  England  looks  at  it  is  shown 
by  the  following  comment  from  the  Pall  Mall  Gazette: 
"If  an  unrestricted  flood  of  Asiatics  were  allowed  to 
ocupy  these  vacant,  hospitable  areas  (of  British  Colum- 
bia), it  would  require  but  a  few  years  to  produce  an 
Oriental  predominance  in  the  fairest  and  richest  posses- 
sion of  the  British  Empire,  and  perhaps  deflect  the  whole 
course  of  its  civilization  and  destiny.  The  issue  will 
not  permit  of  indefinite  procrastination." 

The  incident  is  interesting  because  in  this  country 
tlierc  has  been  a  very  recent  outburst  of  resentment 
against  Hindoo  immigrant  laborers  who  come  from 
British  India.  We  don't  want  such  immigrants  any 
more  than  we  want  an  unrestricted  flood  of  Chinese  or 
Japanese  laborers.  These  worshipers  of  Vishnu  will  not 
mingle  with  the  stream  of  our  civilization  any  more  than 
will  the  Buddhists  and  Confucianists  of  Japan  and 
China.  Though  tiiese  Hindoos  are  Aryans,  they  arc 
doubtless  of  the  lowest  caste,  trained  to  degredation 
and    submission    through    centuries. 

It  would  be  worth  while  looking  into  how  they  got 
started  to  coming  here,  and  ascertaining  whether  any 
American  seekers  after  cheap  labor  have  been  instru- 
mental   in    directing    their    way.

But  this  method  of  breaking  records  is  not  com- 
mended for  popular  emulation. 


THE  TARIFF  AND  WAGES. 

One  of  the  principal  factors  of  the  fight  for  a  proper 
balance  between  wages  and  the  cost  of  living  must  be 
a  reasonable   reduction  of  the  tariff. 

The  New  York  World,  discussing  the  tariff  question, 
presents  so/^t  figures  that  show  pretty  clearly  how  the 
tariff  and  its  brood  of  hateful  daughters  the  trusts,  have 
worked  hand  in  hand  to  rob  the  American  people  for 
the  benefit  of  a  few. 

By  1900,  while  the  trust  movement  was  getting  into 
swing,  it  had  not  fully  worked  its  astonishing  changes. 
In  ten  years  the  number  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments has  increased  44  per  cent  and  the  total  capital 
35  per  cent.  The  increase  in  value  of  product  less  the 
cost  of  raw  materials  was  34  per  cent,  and  the  increase 
in  wages  only  23  per  cent.  Production  and  capitaliza- 
tion has  both  grown  faster  than  the  wage  fund. 

In  the  next  five  years  came  what  the  World  calls 
"the  Great  American  invasion  of  Europe  by  cut-rate 
prices,  while  high  prices  were  maintained  at  home  by 
trusts,"  supported  on  both  hands  by  the  tariff. 

In  1905  combination  was  in  full  swing.  The  number 
of  establishments  had  increased  only  4  per  cent,  and 
capitalization  by  41  per  cent.  None  of  the  promised 
economies  of  large  production  had  appeared.  The  large 
factories,  controlling  81.5  per  cent  of  the  nominal  capital, 
employed  only  71.6  per  cent  of  the  wage-earners. 
Wages  and  product  had  increased  about  the  same,  29.9 
and  29.7,  but  both  were  far  surpassed  by  the  rise  in 
salaries,  superintendence  and  miscellaneous  expense,  and 
by  the  swollen  capital  which  demands  dividends. 

in  Canada,  in  the  same  period,  the  total  of  wages 
paid  rose  45  per  cent.  But  "value  per  product  per  em- 
ploye" rose  31  per  cent,  and  individual  wages  only  27 
per  cent. 

If  you  look  at  it  in  one  way,  the  tariff  has  been  a 
vast  benefit.  It  has  increased  capitalization,  increased 
the  dividends  upon  that  capitalization,  and  it  has  in- 
creased the  prices  which  manufacturers  got  for  their 
products.  It  has  enabled  them  to  broaden  their  mar- 
kets because,  by  charging  high  prices  at  home,  they 
could  cut  prices  abroad  and  undersell  the  products  of 
European  labor.  So  from  this  view  it  has  been  a  splen- 
did thing,  and  has  been  responsible  in  a  large  measure 
for  /the  increase  of  wealth  in  this  country. 

But  who  has  had  the  benefit  of  these  splendid  re- 
sults? Have  you?  Has  your  neighbor,  unless  he  is 
the  holder  of  trust  stocks?  Wages  have  increased,  but 
prices  have  increased  so  much  more  in  proportion  that 
high  wages  are  fictitious,  because  they  will  not  buy  so 
much   as  lesser  wages  would  without   this  "protection." 

If  the  present  tariff  schedules  were  designed  to  in- 
crease the  nation's  wealth,  without  regard  to  who  bene- 
fitted from  it,  they  are  all  right.  But  if  the  general  good 
is  to  be  consulted,  if  the  people  are  to  be  given  com- 
fortable living  with  wages  and  prices  at  a  fair  com- 
parative level,  they  are  indecently  and  shamefully  wrong. 


WHY  THIS  DELAY? 

In  the  "Twenty   Years  Ago'"  column  of  The   Herald 

last    evening   appeared    this    paragraph,    taken    from   this 
newspaper  in  1887:

"It  Is  diertrent  tBthlertain  of  the  more 
common  unions.  A  tta^  display  of  guni 
and  the  knowledge  that  they  will  be  used 
in  an  emergency  is  good  medicine  for  tho 
striker  who  threati.-ns  violence.  If  you 
can  convince  him  that  you  are  sincere  in 
your  threats  to  use  the  shooting  irons  if 
called  upon  to  do  so.  the  battle  is  half 
won.  At  least  XhiA  has  been  my  ex- 
perience, and  I  hav»j  bad  more  or  less  to 
do  with  labor  for  the  past  twenty  years, 
often  taking  non-union  men  into  union 
town.^,  not  because  1  did  not  believe  in 
unions,  but  because  the  men  I  had  with 
nw  had  been  trained  to  the  special  kind 
of  work  1  desired  -iliem  to  do,  and  did  not 
reiiuiie  any  breaking  in.  As  a  general 
thing,  they  were  paid  higher  than  the 
union  scale  of   wages. 

J'}  had  charge  of  some  work  on  the 
Chicago  World's  fair  grounds  during  the 
period  of  consjtruction.  To  avoid  trouble 
with  the  unions  I  liad  my  crew  of  men  in 
the  down  town  sections,  doing  such  of  the 
work  as  they  could,  and  when  they  were 
through  with  the  mat^^rial  that  had  to  be 
handled  it  was  sent  out  to  the  grounds 
ant-  put  In  place  by  union  labor.  This 
was  all  very  well,  tlae  union  men  thinking 
the  preliminary  work  had  been  done  in 
the  Ea.st.  After  a  time,  however,  the  un- 
ion men  wanted  a  raise  in  pay.  My  regu- 
lar men  were  getting  25  cents  a  day  abovj 
tile  union  scale.  I  granted  the  llrst  raise 
asked  for,  and  later  allowed  more  conces- 
sions, but  when  demands  were  made  for 
a  third  time,  I  decided  to  fight.  I  told 
the  men  I  was  paying  them  all  I  could 
possibly  afford,  and  that  If  they  were 
not  siitistied  they  coutd  quit.  They  went 
on  strike  right  away,  and  the  next  day  I 
had  my  crew  of  fifteen  men  out  from  the 
city  on  the  job. 

"There  was  a  roar  at  this,  and  the 
union  took  up  the  matter.  They  were  go- 
ing to  make  all  kinds  of  trouble.  The 
ilist  thing  I  did  Wa.^  to  get  all  my  men 
sworn  in  as  deputy  sheriffs,  and  to  arm 
them  with  revolvers  in  working  order.  All 
of  us  wore  the  guns  m  plain  sight,  hang- 
ing from  l>elts  around  our  waists,  and  it 
made  a  sight  that  would  cause  any  one 
to  hesitate  before  kicking  up  a  row. 
\Vhen  the  walking  delegates  called  on  us 
I  gave  them  plainly  to  understand  that 
we  were  there  minding  our  own  busines3. 
that  we  did  not  Inteiio  to  interfere  with 
any  one  else,  and  that  we  did  not  propose 
to  be  Interferred  wltfe.  • 

"It  wasn't  a  bluff  with  us.  I  knew  my 
men,  and  knew  thvy 'Would  stand  by  me 
to  the  finish.  The  union  did  a  lot  of 
talking,  but  was  shy  bi\  actions.  We  had 
them  scared.  We  ..fiiii«bed  the  job  without 
any  trouble.  Other  c-Ctractors  all  over 
the  grounds  were  "biifliy  hampered  by 
labor  troubles.  The  workingmen  took  ad- 
vantage of  them  at>ev«iry  turn.  The  only 
way  to  ket^p  the  respect-  of  men,  or  women 
either,  for  that  matter,  is  to  stand  up 
for  your  rights,  na^'Asht  for  them  if 
necessary."  "

M.  O.  Hall  of  Mohall.  N.  D.,  L.  G.  Nel- 
son of  Maryville,  N.  D..  and  T.  .S.  Mor- 
rell  of  Cedar,  Minn.,  representing  the 
grain  growers  of  the  American  rfoclety 
of  Etjuity,  are  in  the  city,  registered 
at  tlie  Spalding,  for  the  purpose  of 
negotiating  for  grain  elevator  space 
for  the  grain  growers  they  represent.

He  says  the  farmers  f'^el 
that  they  have  not  been  getting  t^fir 
share  of  the  price  -whTch  tno  grain  lias 
commanded  in  the  markets  in  recent 
years. 

'This  year  the  farmers  are  advised 
to  hold  their  wheat  for  J1.25  a  bushel, 
and  they  will  get  it."  said  Mr.  Nelson. 
"Last  year  they  were  advised  to  hold 
for  $1  a  bushel,  and  they  got  it.  This 
was  the  result  of  their  combined  ac- 
tion. In  North  Dakota  10.000  farmers 
were  enrolled  In  the  society  In  ten 
days.  We  would  prefer  federal  to  any 
state   Inspection."

have  fair  crops.  Our  lines  appeared  :o 
be  well  favored.  Crops  are  excellent  all 
along  the  lines  of  the  Union  Pacific. 

"Country  banks  and  Individuals  ini 
the  west  have  plenty  of  money,  butj 
they  are  holding  on  to  It,  and  are  not- 
seeking  Investment..  There  is  no  ijues-  j 
tlon  in  my  mind  that  a  great  deal  of! 
money  is  tied  up  in  this  way,  but  those: 
who  are  holding  onto  their  money  now, ' 
later    will    be    seeking    investments. 

"I    found    the   attitude    of   the   people 
with  money  one  of  uncertainty.    Thero 
is  more  money  In  the  country  than  wo 
believe,   but  It   Is   being   withheld   from! 
free    circulation,    becau.<»e-  of   some    ap- 1 
parent  fear  of  apprehension.       I   think ' 
shares  nave  gone  very  much  below  what 
they  should   have  gone,  under  any  cir- 
cumstances " 

Although  he  had  seen  no  marked 
signs  of  business  depression  in  the 
west,  Mr.  Harriman  said  that  contrac- 
tion !n  practically  all  lines  was  sure 
to  come.  The  lack  of  money  to  carry 
on  big  enterprises  Is  alone  sufOclen-,  I 
he  said,  to  bring  about  this  contrac-| 
tlon. 


TO  RECOMMEND 
PARCELS  POST 

Meyer  Is  Also  in  Favor 

of  Postal  Savings 

Banks. 

Marblehead,  Mass.,  Sept.  11.— Post- 
master General  George  von  L.  Meyer, 
who  was  a  speaker  at  the  annual  out- 
ing of  the  Essex  Republican  club,  held 
at  the  Corinthian  Yacht  club  here  yes- 
terday, outlined  some  of  his  ijlans  for 
the  conduct  of  the  postoffice  depart- 
ment. He  said  that  oiie  of  his  recom- 
mendations to  congress  this  fall  would 
l>e  for  a  bill  to  establish  a  parcels  post. 
He  spoke  enthusiastically  of  his  project 
for  postal  savings  banks,  and  said 
that  these  would,  in  no  way.  compete 
with  ordinary  savings  banks. 

He  believed  the  establishment  of 
such  banks  would  be  of  great  benefit  to 
residents  of  the  rural  communities. 

He  also  Indicated  his  Intention  to 
extend  the  rural  free  delivery  system, 
which  he  said,  was  doing  more  than 
anything  el.se  to  relieve  the  isolation  of 
farmers  living  in  remote  country  dis- 
tricts. 


"Is  L<K)fllo  Petrlella  really  an  Amer- 
ican citizen?  When  did  he  become  a 
citizen?" 

These  two  questions  liave  been  fre- 
quently asked  by  people  since  the  big 
strike  of  the  miners  started  on  the 
Northern  Minnesota  Iran  ranges. 

Petrlella,  a  native  son  of  Italy,  who 
has  been  the  recognized  leader  of  tha 
forces  of  the  striking  miners  and  who 
has  figured  more  or  less  prominently 
In  the  events  that  occured  during  the 
Industrial  w  ar  on  the  ranges,  was 
naturalized   last   year. 

The  records  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  district  court  for  St,  L-Juis 
county  show  that  Teotilo  Petrlella  was 
naturalized  at  Hlbblng,  July  24,  IW-J, 
while  the  district  court  was  making  a 
tour  of  the  ranges  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  all  those  who  were  eligible  an 
opportunity  to  become  American  cit- 
izens. Since  that  time  the  law  re- 
garding naturalization  has  undergone 
some  substantial  chaiiares  and  It  is 
necessary  for  applicants  to  come  to  Du- 
luth. 

The  record  of  Petrlella's  naturaliza- 
tion Is  found  on  page  296,  volume  28 
naturalization    record. 

Petrlella  and  several  others  of  the 
leaders  In  the  strike  have  been  In  Du- 
luth two  or  three  days,  during  the  pres- 
ent session  of  the  grand  Jury.  It  has 
been  surmised  that  their  presense  here 
Is  In  connection  with  the  Investigation 
the  grand  jury  Is  likely  to  make  re- 
garding the  case.^  of  the  strikers  v.'ho 
were  bound  over  from  Hibblng  and  Eve- 
leth.  Monday  afternoon  Petrlella  went 
before  that  body  at  his  own  re<iuest 
and  In  ojnnection  with  the  case  tiiat 
was  made  against  him  ax  Hibbing  sev- 
eral weeks  ago.  for  carrying  concealed 
weapons  with  the  intent  to  do  bodily 
harm.  As  Petrlella  Is  still  here  and 
remains  within  easy  call  of  the  grand 
Jury,  at  the  courthouse,  It  Is  surmLsed 
that  he  Is  remaining  here  to  testify 
before  the  grand  Jury  in  regard  to  the 
cases  of  the  other  strikers.

Tells  of  Alaska  Min- 
ing Industry. 

"The   richness   of    the     Alaska     cop- 
per deposits   Is  almost  beyond  belief," 
said   Clinton   P.    McCormlok,   a   former 
resident  of  Duluth,   who  Is  In   the  city 
for    a    few    days,    visiting    his    parents 
here.     He   has  recently   returned   from 
Alaska  where  he  went  as  the  represen- 
tative of  some  Chicago  capitalists  who 
ar  Interested  In  the  Alaska  ttelds. 
"There    is    one    mountain    there    six 
j  miles  long,   which   Is  one  mass  of  cop- 
,  per  ore,  and  it  is  simply  Impossible  to 
estimate  Us  value. 

"They  mine  in  a  different  manner  up 
there.     At   the   mines    in    this   country, 
the    ore    deposits    are    all    far    under- 
ground,   and    it    is    necessary    to    sink 
shafts    and    go    to    heavy    expense    for 
hoisting  machinery.    But  In  Alaska  the 
ore  Is  largely  in  mountains,  where  you 
can   tunnel  into  the  side  of  the  moun- 
tain and  work  up.    Gravity  is  t4ie  only 
.  force   used   for   getting   the   ore  out   of 
j  the  mines,  and  on  the  tramways  there, 
the    loaded    cars    supply    the    force    to 
I  bring    back    the   empties,    so    that    one 
I  man   can  operate  a  tramway   shipping 
I  perhaps  1,000  tons  of  ore  a  day.     This 
I  does    away    with    ail    the      expense    of 
I  hoisting   machinery  and  of     supplying

ROBBERS  SECURE 
COIN  AND  jewels! 

Hannaford,  N.  D.,  Sept.  11.— (SpeclaJ  1 
to  The  Herald).— Most  daring  among  1 
the  recent  robberies  in  this  section  was 
the  one  pulled  off  In  this  little  town  j 
on  the  Cooperstown  branch  of  the  I 
Northern  Pacific,  when-yeggmen  broke' 
Into  and  rifled  the  postofflce,  the  Jack- 
son   general    store    and    the    Hannaford 


Mercantile  company,  and  secured 
money,  diamond  ring.%  guns,  jewelry 
and  other  valuables  which  will  net 
them  close  to  $2,000. 

In  the  Jackson  general  store,  in  which 
the  postofflce  Is  located,  it  was  neces- 
sary to  blow  the  safe  in  order  to  se- 
cure the  money.  Four  reports  were 
heard  by  the  residents,  but  no  signifi- 
cance was  attached  to  the  sounds  at 
the  time. 

The  exact  loss  in  the  po&toffice  de- 
partment was  placed  by  Postmaster 
Jackson  at  J600  In  cash.  No  stamps 
or  blank  money  orders  were  taken.  In 
the  Jackson  general  store  a  large 
amount  of  jewelry  was  stolen,  suffi- 
cient to  bring  the  total  loss  to  at  least 
$1,000.

This  at  first 
led  the  police  to  believe  that  Burghof- 
fer  had  committed  suicide.  A  close  ex- 
amination of  the  baiy^  however,  failed 
to  reveal  any  bullet  wounds. 

From  the  fact  that  last  Sunday's 
newspapers  lay  unopened  on  the  table 
at  the  head  of  the  cot  It  appears  that 
death  oooun«?d  some  time  Sunday. 

Burghoffer  had  spent  more  than  forty 
years  in  Chicago  in  the  business  of  col- 
lecting curios.  He  enjoyed  a  wide 
acquaintance  among  Chicago  artists 
and  curio  collectors.  During  the  last 
few  months  he  had  complained  to  a 
few  neighbors  who  enjoyed  his  confid- 
ence of  falling  health. 

Back  of  the  death  of  Burghoffer,  whi 
was  born  in  Paris,  sixty-four  years  ago 
and  came  to  Chicago  from  France  when 
10  years  old.  is  a  story  of  a  broken 
domestic  life.  He  was  married  at 
Oniro,  Wis.,  in  1868.  and  ha  brought 
his  young  bride  to  Chicago.  Three 
years  later,  after  a  son  was  born,  his 
wife  deserted  him  and  took  the  child 
with  her.  She  is  now  said  to  be  living 
in  Seattle,  Wash. 

In  a  dusty  old  satchel  tucked  away 
in  an  antique  cabinet  In  the  shop  was 
found  Burghoffer's  will  inclosed  in  a 
sealed  envelope.  The  envelope  was  ad- 
dressed to  F.  G.  Burghoffer,  Fair 
Haven.  Wash.  The  addressee  probably 
Is  Burghoffer's  son,  whom  he  has  not 
seen  since  the  mother  took  him  away 
In  1871. 

Burghoffer  has  conducted  a  curio  shop 
at  various  places  In  the  neighborhood 
where  he  died  during  the  la.st  fifteen 
years.  His  shop  contains  one  of  the 
most  valuable  collections  In  Chicago. 
Some  of  the  "old  n^asters"  there  are 
said  to   be  worth  from  $5,000  to  $18.0»W. 

It  is  said  he  owned  considerable  real 
estate   In   various  parts  of  the  city.

TRIALS  IN 
PROGRESS 

One  New  Action  Started 

Before  Jury  Since 

Tuesday. 

Surprisingly  Large  Num- 
ber of  Persons  Who  Es- 
cape Jury  Service. 


Trial  of  the  $5,000  damage  case  of 
Helen  Maronlch,  administratrix  of  the 
estate  of  George  Maronlch,  deceased, 
against  the  Great  Northern  Railway 
company,  was  started  before  a  jury  in 
Judge  Dibell's  room  this  morning.  The 
plaintiff  Is  represented  by  Judge  L.  H. 
Corcoran  and  Alexander  Marshall  and 
the  company  is  defended  by  Baldwin, 
Baldwin  &  Dancer  and  John  A.  Murphy. 

Mrs.  Maronlch  claims  that  her  hus- 
band was  killed  by  a  Great  Northern 
train  on  its  tracks  near  Hibbing,  while 
he  was  in  the  act  of  walking  to  or  from  i 
the  Webb  mine,  where  he  was  employ- 
ed. She  claims  that  the  railroad  track 
had  bten  for  a  long  time  the  accustom- 
ed route  for  everybody  connected  with 
the  mine,  and  that  her  husband  was 
given  no  warning  signal  of  the  ap- 
proach of  the  train. 

The  company  claims  Maronich  had  no 
business  on  the  tracks  and  that  he  was 
killed  as  a  result  of  his  own  careless- 
ness and  negligence. 

The  civil  cases  of  Martin-  Lavall 
.against  John  Edmundson  and  of  Victor 
Nustrum  against  the  Shenango  Fur- 
nace company  are  still  on  trial  in  the 
other  court  rooms.

JAPAN  IS  MARCHING  ON. 

Certain  symptoms  of  innovation 
struck  forciiily  upon  my  Imagination 
as  I  traveled  through  the  country  dis- 
tricts of  Japan,  says  a  v\  riter  in  Black- 
wood's. 

Schools  presented  a  conspicuous  fea- 
ture in  every  corner  of  the  country— not 
the  schools  dear  to  the  bigoted  literati 
of  China  or  the  intolerant  mullahs  of 
Islam,  but  modern,  up-to-date,  twen- 
tieth century  schools,  where  the  knowl- 
edge and  learning  of  the  West  Is  fast 
becoming  imparted  to  the  children  of 
the  East. 

1  remember  one  day  meeting  a  num- 
ber of  small  boys  returning  from  a 
village,  school  in  a  district  far  removed 
from  the  influence  of  railways  and  big 
cities.  On  my  approaching  them  they 
drew  up  to  attention  with  military  pre- 
cision and  bowed  ceremoniously  to  me 
as  I  passed. 

I  was  somewhat  puzzled  to  find  a 
reason  for  this  .spontaneous  display, 
and  subsequently  learned  that  the 
cause  was  to  be  found  in  the  cut  cf 
my  clothes.  I  was  dres.sed  after  the 
manner  of  the  West,  and  was  therefore 
an  object  of  respect.  You  ask  why.' 
Because  Europeanization  is  tlie  fetich 
of  the  day. 

Nor  is  it  only  the  boys  who  attend 
the  schools  in  this  year  of  grace  1;*<J7, 
for  thi!  schoolgirl  in  magenta  hakama, 
with  satchel  and  books  in  hand,  walk- 
ing blithely  to  the  nearest  academy. 
Is  the  rule  rather  than  the  exception 
of  today— and  a  vastly  significant  one 
in  an  Eastern  country.  And  if  v-y 
turn  to  statistics  regarding  education 
we  find  that  they  more  than  conhrr.i 
the    deductions    of    casual    observation. 

Thus  in  1899  85.06  per  cent  of  the 
boys  and  ri9.04  per  cent  of  the  girls 
of  .school  age  were  attending  .school  — 
figures  which  had  increased  five  years 
later  to  96.59  and  89.88  respectively. 
During  the  school  year  1903-04  (the  lat- 
est for  which  I  have  figures)  £4,500,0i)0 
was  spent  on  public  education,  and 
5,976.124,  or  93.23  per  cent  of  the  chil- 
dren, boys  and  girls  combined,  of  school 
age  were  recorded  as  receiving  ei-j- 
mentary  instruction. 

There  is  another — a'  powerful,  per- 
haps a  sini.<!ter — inlluence  eating  slow- 
ly but  surtly  into  the  old  communal 
life  of  the  people,  the  intluences  of 
modern  industrial  requirement.  Al- 
ready thousands  of  women  and  chil- 
dren are  toiling  wearily  \n  factory  and 
workshop,  attending  mechanically  to 
the  great  steam  driven  .spindles  and 
looms  which  are  .slowly  but  Inexorably 
crushing  the  life  out  of  the  old  family 
hand  machines  on  which  were  made 
the  exquisite  fabrics  embodying  the 
artistic  soul   of  Japan. 

Unguarded  and  uncared  tor  by  a 
kindly  legislation  their  lot  can  scarc'- 
ly  be  considered  an  enviable  one.  No 
factory  acts  grace  the  pages  of  the 
statute  book  of  Japan. 

•We  have  our  duty  plain  before  us," 
say  the  manufacturers,  "to  establish 
our  commodities  firmly  upon  the 
world's  markets.  Let  us  get  our  hold 
of  them  before  we  are  tied  and  handi- 
capped  by  government   interference." 

Such  was  the  fervent  prayer  which  I 
heard  breathed  by  more  than  one  man- 
ufacturer— a  prayer  which  would  ap- 
pear to  have  every  chance  of  being 
granted,  since  only  so  lately  as  August 
last  the  Japanese  government  refused 
an  invitation  to  send  delegates  to  an 
international  conference  at  Berne,  held 
with  a  view  to  prohibiting  night  work 
by  women  on  the  grounds  that  the 
state  of  the  industries  of  the  country 
did   not  admit  of  such   interference! 

True,  the  women  and  children  may 
smile  over  their  work  as  the  casual 
visitor  passes  to  and  fro  among  the 
whirring  creels  or  the  crashing  looms, 
but  then  the  Japanese  smile  is  an 
enigmatical  thing  and,  as  has  been 
written,  "the  Japanese  can  smile  in  the 
teeth  of  death,  and  usually  does." 

Some  day  the  workers  of  Japan  will 
rise  and  will  demand  for  themselves 
the  same  rights  and  privHeges  already 
conceded  to  their  fellow  worker?  in  the 


range  towns  during  the  strike.  Bar- 
ney Conway,  it  is  understood,  was  In- 
dicted for  second  degree  manslaughter 
as  the  outcome  of  the  Labor  day  as- 
sault case  on  Garlield  avenue. 


West — but  the  day  is  not  yet.  Before 
that  time  comes  Japan  will  have  dis- 
pelled once  for  aH  the  Illusion  that  she 
is  a  trirter  in  toy  lanterns  and  paper 
fans  and  will  have  vindicated  her  claim 
to  be  regarded  as  one  of  the  manu- 
facturing  nations  of  the   world.

Did  you  see  that  warning  signal 
which  nature  threw  ')Ut  the  other  day 
as  you  3topi>e<i  your  horse  for  a  mo- 
ment? A,s  soon  as  it  halted  one  fore- 
fofjt  was  thrown  forward  becau.se 
something  was  wrong  and  there  was 
pain. 

If  you  had  examined  t'he  animal 
you  might  have  found  some  senj^itive- 
ness  along  the  muscles  of  the  pastern, 
or  about  the  ankle.  Your  friend  says 
•call  a  veterinary  and  have  him 
nerved." 

A  better  way  is  to  stop  using  for 
a  few  dayss  remove  the  shoes  and 
let  the  horse  stand  on  jpeat  mOvSs,  if 
an  earth  lloor  is  not  to  be.  had.  Of 
course  the  grain  ration  must  be 
greatly  reduced  and  bran  mashes 
substituted. 

Then  see  if  the  heels  have  been  cut 
.so  iow  as  to  strain  the  muscles  of 
the  leg,  or  the  toes  left  long  to  in- 
sure more  stride,  or  tlie  foot  is  not 
properly  balanced.  '"No  foot  no 
horso,"   is   an  old   ada^-e. 

Why  not  take  away  those  cribs 
and  let  >'our  horse  feed  from  the 
tloor?  It  will  require  more  time  for 
it  to  consume  a  meal,  but  that  is 
surely  no  objection,  and  the  animal's 
digestion    will   be   improved. 

How  about  that  horse  which  is  so 
ravenous  for  grain?  Did  you  ever 
try  one  of  those  cribs  with  cups,  to 
prevent  bolting  of  the  grain,  or  have 
you  experimented  by  scattering  the 
oats  alorig  one  side  of^^the  stall  floor, 
so  thev  must  Ix;  eaten  slowly?  Any 
di^vlce '  which  necessitates  twice  the 
time  usually  consumed  in  puttihg 
away  a  ration  (►f  grain  will  materi- 
ally aid  the  apipearance,  service  and 
condition    of    a    horse. 

Do  vou  stay  with  your  hor.Se  while 
he  is  beii.g  .shod?.  How,  then,  do  you 
know  that  he  is  b.Mng  kindly  treat- 
ed? I  saw  a  good  smith  .strike  a 
horse  over  the  head  the  other  day 
with  his  rasf.  and  the  marks  of  that 
blow    will    re^niain    for    weeks. 

Many  valuable  animals  have  been 
permanently  injured  by  such  blows 
given  under  impulse,  the  result  of 
v<-xatir>u3  switching  of  tail  or  strug- 
gling. No  .sane  man  will  allow  the 
connecting  hoof  structure  between  the 
wall  of  the  foot  and  the  frog  to  be 
cut  away  simply  to  give  a  more  pleas- 
ing appearance. 

By  this  one  makes  certain  contrac- 
tion yf  the  heels,  with  all  Its  attend- 
ant permanent  ills.  This  ti.ssue  is  thT 
natural  hoof  expander,  and  as  .such 
must    be   closely    gu.arded. 

Did  you  ever  have  your  foot  fitted 
to  a  shoe,  or  do  you  in.-slst  on  having 
.slioes  fitted  to  your  feet.  Why,  then, 
allow  a  blacksmith  to  fit  your  hor.se'a 
foot  to  the  hot  shoe  by  burning  the 
hoof    until    there    is    equal   bearing? 

To  be  sure  there  may  be  no  evi- 
dence of  pain,  but  the  .searing  of  the 
i  hoof  structure  with  a  hot  iron  never 
will  be  permitted  by  a  humane  man. 
;  That  the  operation  Injures  the  foot.

From  Heaitliy  Cows  When  Subiected  to 
Tests  for  Tuberculosis. 

Kansas  City,  Sept.  12.— Before  the  an- 
nual convention  of  the  American  Veter- 
inary Medical  association  here  today, 
John  R.  Mchler  of  the  bureau  of  anim.il 
industry  at  Washington,  delivered  an 
address    on    meat    inspection. 

I>r.  S.  H.  Guilliland  of  Marieta  Pa., 
in  a  paper  describing  the  effect  of  the 

test  for  tuberculosis  on  the  lactation  \.>l 
cc>ws.  said  that  in  a  series  of  experiments 
on  658  cows  that  none  of  the  healthy 
animals  showed  any  decrease  in  the 
amount  of  mtlk  they  produced.  Animals 
that  were  tuberculars  showed  a  de- 
crease in  the  amount  of  milk  as  soon 
as  the  tests  were  begun.  He  -said  there 
should  be  .-lo  fear  on  the  part  of  dair>  - 
men  to  have  their  cattle  tested  for 
this  disease,  because  only  the  affected 
cattle  would  produce  less  milk,  because 
of  the  tests.

DON'T  GET  RATTLED. 

Now,  don't  allow  the  contagion  of  panic  to  make 
you  do  anythmg  foolish  with  your  stocks  that  you  will 
regret  afterwards. 

Conditions  have  been  pretty  alarming  for  the  past 
two  days,  but  they  needn't  disturb  the  man  who  owns 
his  stock  outright,  if  he  will  use  a  little  sober  thought 
and  self-control 

If  you  own  your  stocks,  you  have  nothing  to  be  afraid 
of.  Prices  have  collapsed  appallingly,  due  partly  to 
natural  conditions,  but  due  to  a  vastly  greater  extent 
to  senseless  panic  and  bear  manipulations.  But  it  would 
be  insane  folly  to  dump  your  stocks  on  the  market  now, 
for  you  must  remember  that  the  mines  are  going  to 
keep  on  operating,  that  the  factories  and  railroads  will 
not  cease  business,  and  that  even  if  there  is  a  tem- 
porary dullness  it  can  only  produce  activity  later  be- 
cause consumption  keeps  right  on,  and  exhaustion  of 
supplies  will  shortly  force  renewed  activity.  If  you 
dump  your  stocks  on  the  market  at  these  prices  it  only 
means  that  the  rich  manipulat(jrs  will  gobble  them  up 
at  a  fraction  of  their  value,  and  that  a  little  more  of 
the  control  will  pass  into  their  hands. 

Even  if  dividends  should  be  reduced  in  most  of  the 
copper  stocks,  they  would  still  yield  more  than  ordinary 
business  enterprises  pay  in  flush  times,  and  the  reduc- 
tions would  be  only  temporary.  The  country  is  still 
prosperous,  and  the  time  is  very  near  when  those  who 
let  themselves  be  swayed  into  a  fooli.sh  panic  by  the 
manipulations  of  schemers  who  grinned  while  they 
watched  the  success  of  their  efforts  will  be  mightily 
ashamed  of  tliemselves. 

Just  hang  on,  if  you  own  your  stocks  outright.  Re- 
member that  it  is  always  darkest  just  before  the  dawn, 
and  that  it  never  rains  all  the  time. 

But  if  you  are  trading  on  margins,  God  help  you! 

Your  only  solace  will  be  that  you  are  buying  some 
mighty  valuable  experience,  which  ought  to  be  worth 
every  cent  it  costs  you  if  you  take  it  to  heart  and 
profit  by  it.

The  country  is  in  no  danger  from  the  abolishment  of 
the  state  board  of  equalization,  and  it  should  be  abolish- 
ed. It  IS  the  duty  of  the  tax  commission  to  search  out 
the  intangible  property  that  now  escapes  taxation,  and 
if  it  does  that  the  cities  will  bear  their  just  proportion 
of  the  cost  of  government.  Their  tangible  property  is 
now  bearing  more  than  its  just  share  of  the  burden  of 
taxation,  and  taxation  of  tangible  property  hits  the  poor 
man,  while  the  escape  of  intangible  property  relieves 
the   rich  man  from  his  just  share. 


THE  WORKER'S  PROSPERITY. 

A  writer  in  Van  Norden's  Magazine,  without  any 
such  end  in  view,  makes  a  very  poor  showing  for  ths 
Dmgley  tanti'  and  the  benetits  promised  the  public  from 
the  economical  advantages  of  the  trust  form  of  industrial 
enterprise. 

His  article  is  entitled  "The  Wage-Earner  and  Pros- 
perity," and  he  simply  seeks  to  show  what  effect  the 
abounding  prosperity  of  the  past  few  years  has  had  upon 
the  condition  di  the  wage-earner.  While  every  wage- 
earner  knows  his  own  condition,  statistics  are  of  some 
value  as  showing  the  average,  and  the  average  is  what 
must  be  worked  upon  in  discussion  of  measures  for  im- 
provement, because  individual  cases  arc  affected  by  in- 
dividual conditions  and  characteristics. 

Taking  twenty-three  leading  m.anufactiiring  indus- 
tries, this  writer  has  tabulated  the  wagc^  and  total  of 
laborers  employed  in  i88o,  1890,  1900  and  i'X>5.  In  thosiv 
industries  more  than  3.000,000  workers  were  employed 
in  1905,  at  an  average  wage  of  $512  a  year,  less  than  $10 
a  week. 

By  the  census  figures  he  shows  that  all  tlie  gain  in 
prosperity  to  the  average  factory  worker  was  during 
the  ten  years  prior  to  1890 — in  other  words,  prior  to  the 
Dingley  tariff  law  and  the  era  of  trust  formation. 

In  the  ten  years  between  iSSo  and  irfgo  wages  rose 
21  per  cent  and  the  cost  of  living  declined  32  per  cent, 
making  a  gain  in  prosperity  to  the  working  classes  of 
53  per  cent. 

In  the  lifteen  years  following,  from  1890  to  1905,  the 
net  gain  to  the  wage-earner  was  only  2  per  cent. 

Yet  in  these  fifteen  years  most  of  the  trusts  have 
been  formed.  They  were  to  eliminate  the  wastes  of 
competition,  to  reduce  the  cost  of  production  by  com- 
bination, and  to  improved  the  average  condition  of  the 
public  by  th?se  advantages.  Yet  the  workingman's  net 
gain  in  -that  period  was  only  2  per  cent,  while  in  the 
decade  when  trusts  were  few  and  competition  was  rife, 
his  gain  was  53  per  cent. 

In  that  period,  too,  came  the  Dingley  tariff  law  to 
give  "protection  to  the  workingman"  by  warding  off 
the  competition  of  cheaper  foreign  labor.  It  warded 
off  competition,  all  nght.  but  it  was  competition  with 
the  trusts  that  was  shut  out,  and  this  enabled  them  to 
charge  exorbitant  prices  for  their  products  at  home 
while  they  were  "broadening  their  markets"  by  selling 
at  reasonable  prices  abroad.  And  the  workingman's 
gain  was  2  per  cent  against  53  per  cent  before  the  bless- 
ings  of   the    Dingley   law   were   showered    upon   him. 

Prosperity  has  come,  whether  it  is  due  to  the  trusts 
or  the  Dingley  law  or  the  vast  richness  of  the  American 
resources;  but  it  has  not  boon  broadly  di.stributed  be- 
cause the  Dingley  tariff  and  the  trust  movement  joined 
hands  to  give  the  cream  of  it  to  a  few.

ROTATION  IN  OFnCE. 

The  Burlington,  \'t.,  Free  Press  is  upbraiding  the 
people  of  Vermont  for  their  habit  of  filling  the  legis- 
laltire  with  green  hands  every  time,  instead  of  return- 
ing a  fair  proportion  of  old  members  to  give  that  body 
the  benefit  of  their  experience 

of  inexperienced  lawmakers,"  the  Free  Press  says,  "is 
a  lot  of  raw  legislation"  which  the  people  have  to  sub- 
mit to  or  knock  out  in  the  courts  at  great  expense. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  when  good  men  prove  them- 
selves in  legislative  office,  they  should  be  kept  there  as 
long  as  they  remain  good  men.  The  theory  of  rotation 
in  office  contemplates  the  public  service  as  a  vast  em- 
ployment agency  designed  solely  to  furnish  jobs  for 
faitliful  partisans.  It  loses  sight  almost  altogether  of 
the  public  needs.  The  common  run  of  people  can  have 
no  interest  in  rotation  in  office.  Their  interest  is  solely 
in  good,  honest  and  efficient  service,  and  they  can't  get 
that   when   they   change   offices   every   few   minutes. 

You  know  what  people  think  of  a  business  institution 
where  the  employes  are  constantly  changed.  They  think 
there  is  something  wrong  with  it,  and  usually  its  com- 
plete or  partial  failure  to  achieve  its  ends  proves  that 
they  are  right. 

Yet  in  many  parts  of  the  country  public  office  has 
been  looked  upon  as  a  sort  of  pension  system  for 
political  workers,  and  rotation  in  office  is  demanded  so 
that  all  of  the  faithful  may  have  a  show.  Political  work- 
ers sought  office,  and  their  hunger  for  it  grew  so  that 
too  often  they  were  willing  to  sacrifice  pretty  nearly  any 
kind  of  principle  to  get  it. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  we  have  come  upon  times 
when  political  issues  are  of  enough  vitality  to  obviate 
the  need  of  stimulating  interest  in  politics  by  promises 
of   pelf.

STATE  BOARD  OF  EQUALIZATION. 

At  a  meeting  of  tlic  state  board  of  equalization  the 
other  day  one  of  its  members  seized  the  occasion  to 
say  that  he  did  not  think  much  of  the  tax  commission 
idea,  that  he  believed  it  to  be  an  encroachment  upon 
the  province  of  the  state  board  of  equalization,  and  th.xt 
he  hoped  the  legislature  would  never  go  so  far  as  to 
abolish  the  state  board  and  turn  all  its  functions  over 
to  the  tax  commission. 

He  hastened  to  say  that  he  approved  of  the  present 
personnel  of  the  tax  conxmission,  but  that  he  feared 
it  might  not  always  be  so  good  as  it  is  now. 

There  is  real  danger— if  it  really  is  a  danger— that 
the  state  board  of  equalization  has  not  long  to  live  in 
this  state.  Its  presence  alongside  of  the  tax  commis- 
sion is  unnecessary  and  more  or  less  wasteful  of  time 
and  money.  A  tax  commission  is  amply  competent  to 
undertake  all  the  duties  of  a  board  of  equalization,  and 
the  logical  result  of  the  creation  of  a  tax  commission 
U   the   aboli.shmcnt   of   the   state   board   of   equaiization.

NATIONAL 

CONGRESS 

To  Improve  Prison  Con- 
ditions to  be  Held 
at  Chicago. 

Attorney  General  Bona- 
parte Will  Talk  on  Pun- 
ishment and  Pardon. 


Chicago,  Sept.  12.— Chicago  will  be 
filled  Willi  prison  workers,  planning 
reforms,  from  Sept.  14  to  19.  The  oc- 
casion is  the  annual  congress  of  the 
National  Prison  Association  of  the 
United  States. 

Charles  J.  Bonaparte,  attorney  gen- 
eral of  the  United  States,  will  turn 
for  the  moment  from  jailing  million- 
aires and  "busting"  trusts  to  give  an 
address  on  "Punishment  and  Pardon" 
before  the  congress.  It  may  well  be 
that  he  will  plead  for  lenience  in  the 
treatment  of  imprisoned  magnates  aft- 
er they  have  served  sentences  of  rea- 
sonable length.  Two  state  governors 
will  be  CiU  hand  with  addresses,  Gov- 
ernor Charles  S.  Deneen  of  Illinois  and 
Governor  J.  Frank  Hanly  of  Indiana. 
Mayor  Kusse  of  Chicago  gives  an  ad- 
dress of  welcome.  Other  well  known 
speakers  will  be  Mrs.  Maud  Ballington 
Booth,  Bishop  Samuel  Fallows,  and  the 
Rev.   Dr.   Juhn   Balcom   Shaw. 

The  leaders  in  the  study  of  criminal 
law  and  in  prison  administration  will 
be  heard  from.  Among  those  are 
Judge  Frank  S.  Ruby  of  Indiana, 
Judge  Julian  \V.  Maik  of  Illinois,  Hon. 
Arlhur  N.  Sager  of  Illinois,  Z.  R. 
Broekway  and  Joseph  F.  Scott  of  New 
York,  Maj.  R.  W.  McClaughry,  Fort 
Leavenworth,  Kas.;  Dr.  Frederick 
Howard  Wines  of  South  Carolina.  Dr. 
J.  T.  Gilniour  of  Canada.  Henry  Wol- 
fer  of  Minnesota.  Among  those  promi- 
nent in  preventive  work  on  the  pro- 
gram are  Vr.  Charles  R.  Henderson 
and  Dr.  II.  H.  Hart  of  Chicago,  Hom- 
er Folks.  New  York;  J.  A.  Leonard  of 
Ohio  and  W.  H.  Whlttaker  of  In- 
diana. The  National  Prison  associa- 
tion is  a  great  semi-official  organiza- 
tion whose  membership  covers  the 
North  American  continent.  Every 
State,  three  branches  of  the  United 
States  government,  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  and  its  provinces  and  a  large 
number  of  eities  has  appointed  official 
delegates    to   the   congress. 

Three  subordinate  organizations,  the 
Prison  Wardens'  association.  Prison 
Physicians'  association  and  Prison 
Chaplains'  a.<!sociation,  meet  In  connec- 
tion with  this.  The  conditions  and 
needs  of  America  in  the  field  of  pen- 
ology in  the  widest  sense  will  be  con- 
sidered. Th  discussions  will  cover  a 
wide  range  of  subjects.  These  include 
criminal  aw  and  its  enforcement;  the 
apprcht  nsion  and  identification  of  pris- 
oners; police;  causes  of  crime;  child 
saving  work;  prisons  and  prison  ad- 
ministration; convict  labor;  probation, 
parole  and  final  discharge  of  prisoners; 
employment  for  and  supervision  of  re- 
leased prisoners.  The  opening  session 
will  be  held  on  Saturday  evening,  whi  n 
Governor  Dt  neen  will  speak  and  Hon. 
E.  J.  Mujphy,  j>resident  of  the  as- 
BOciation  will  deliver  his  address. 
The  National   Prison  association  was 


organized  at  Cincinnati  in  1870  and  was 
granted  a  charter  by  the  state  of  New 
York  in  1S71.  Among  the  dozen  or  more 
Incorporators  were  Horatio  Seymour, 
Theodore  W.  Dwight,  Amos  Pillsbury, 
Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  Conrad  Baker, 
Charles  F.  Coffin,  James  G.  Blaine, 
Enoch  C.  Wines,  Theodore  Roosevelt, 
Morris  K.  Jessup  and  Frank  B.  San- 
born. Rutherford  B.  Hayes  served  as 
president  of  the  association  from  the 
time  he  was  governor  of  Ohio  until 
his  death,  following  which  Gen.  R. 
Brlnkerhoff  of  Ohio  was  president  for 
several  years. 

Amos  W.  Butler,  general  secretary 
of  the  association,  say:  "No  country 
or  state  in  the  Union  is  satisfied  with 
its  method  of  confinmg  and  caring  for 
prisoners. 

"With  the  wonderful  advancement  in 
the  past  fifty  years  in  almost  every 
line  of  human  effort  there  has  been 
comparatively  little  progress  in  prisons. 
The  jail  system  of  America  is  the  re- 
proach of  Christendom. 

"Only  by  a  campaign  of  education 
can  this  be  removed.  The  increasing 
Interest  and  the  forward  steps  recently 
taken  (in  some  states  they  are  notable). 
Is  largely  the  result  of  the  efforts  of 
the  National  Prison  association.  Its  re- 
cent growth  and  increasing  support 
speaks  well  for  the  future.

What  has  happened  In  Lincoln  hak 
come  about  in  Los  Angeles,  Cal., 
where  the  independent  company  has 
announced  an  increase  in  Its  schedule 
of  rates  of  .about  2  5  P't  cent.  Tht.- 
manager  states  that  the  increased  cost 
of  maintenance  has  made  the  h:;sher 
rate  necessary-  But  is  this  honest? 
Was  it  not  known  when  these  people 
started  in  that  there  was  such  a  thing 
as  legitimate  maintenance  charges? 

At  Rfck  Island,  111.,  the  independent 
company  has  notified  the  city  council 
that  unless  they  will  agree  to  amend 
its  franchls?  In  order  to  permit  the 
charging  of  higher  rates,  they  will  be 
compelled  to  suspend  operations  in 
that  city. 

The  increased  rates  are  quite  20  per 
cent  higher  than  those  exacted  by  the 
old  company  when  the  independent 
company  entered  the  field.  Rock 
Island  has  a  population  of  24.000. 

In  Michigan  the  Valley  Telephone 
Company  of  Saginaw  (independent)  Is 
petitioning  the  city  council  for  a  new 
ordirancp  -without  a  rate  clause  in  or- 
der that  It  may  be  enabled  to  lncrea*e 
its  rates  which,  it  has  been  discovered, 
are  too  low  to  make  it  possible  to  pay 
legitimate  operating  expenses  and  at 
the  same  time  provide  for  the  proper 
and  satisfactory  maintenance  of  the 
plant. 

Th"  cases  are  constantly  multiply- 
ing where  this  sort  of  thing  l.s  going 
on  and  the  only  pretext  upon  which 
very  many  of  the  independent  com- 
panies have  based  their  claim  for  a 
franchise,  and  obtain  It.  namely;  a  re- 
duction in  rates,  is  discredited  and 
made  rldculous  by  their  later  demands 
for  the  right  to  very  materially  in- 
crease them. —  (Southwestern  News, 
Dallas,  Tex.) — ••♦ 


RECOUNT  IS 
COMPLETED 

Ballot  Inspedors  Found 

Tax  Amendment  Lost 

by  3.000  Votes. 

Good  Roads  Amendment 

Carried  by  About  16,- 

000  Majority. 


"The  tax  amendment  was  defeated 
by  about  3,000  votes  and  the  good  roads 
amendment  was  carried  by  about  16,000 
majority,"  said  W.  F.  McKay  of  this 
city,  who  was  one  of  the  three  ballot 
inspectors  appointed  by  the  court  to 
make  a  recount  of  the  tax  amendment 
votes  cast  at  the  election  last  fall. 

The  Inspectors,  W.  F.  McKay  of 
Duluth,  E.  L.  Thornton  of  Benson  and 
A.  B,  Hilton  of  Fergus  Falls,  have 
made  their  final  report  on  the  recount 
and  have  been  discharged.  Their  re- 
ports will  figure  prominently  in  the 
trial  of  the  case  started  by  a  taxpayer 
of  this  county,  wno  contests  the  de- 
termmation  of  the  state  board  of  can- 
vassers that  the  lax  amendment  was 
carried  and  the  good  roads  amendment 
was   lost. 

The  inspectors  have  been  working 
practically  ail  summer,  beginning  the 
recount  in  the  city  of  Duluth  and  fin- 
ishing up^  j.'i  the  vicinity  of  Pine  coun- 
ty. The  Vt count  covered  every  county 
in  the  state,  with  the  exception  of 
Cook  and  Koseau,  two  of  the  northern 
counties,  where  the  voting  population 
is  not  large  and  where  a  recount  could 
make  no  appreciable  change  in  the 
recount  either  one  way  or  the  other. 

H.  H.  Phelps,  who  has  been  con- 
ducting the  case  for  the  contesting 
taxpayer,  has  all  the  evidence  he 
wajits  and  is  now  ready  to  meet  the 
issues  in  the  district  court.  The  time 
of  the  hearing  is  not  yet  set,  but  it  Is 
likely  to  occur  some  time  next  month. 
It  is  a  court  case,  and  arrangements 
will  probably  be  made  to  have  every- 
thing ready  so  that  the  hearing  can 
be  carried  clear  through  without  any 
interruptions,  as  it  will  be  necessary 
for  Mr.  Phelps  to  bring  here  a  great 
many  witnesses  from  distant  points  in 
the  state  and  this  will  entail  consider- 
able expense.  He  has  no  desire  to 
keep  the  witnesses  here  any  longer  than 
ptfsitively    ntcessary. 

While  attending  their  duties,  the  bal- 
lot inspectors  found  numerous  cases 
of  carelessness  and  laxity  among  elec- 
tion boards  and  clerks  regarding  the 
preservation  of  records  and  the  bal- 
lots. The  law  requires  that  the  ballots 
cast  on  the  amendments  last  fall  should 
be  kept  Intact  until  the  next  election 
of  a  similar  nature,  but  in  many 
places  the  ballots.  Instead  of  being 
properly  cared  for,  had  been  destroy- 
ed or  scattered.  Some  of  the  elec- 
tion clerks,  in  order  to  have  the  bal- 
lot boxes  to  use  at  last  spring's  elec- 
tions emptied  them  and  burned  the 
ballots.  The  report  of  the  ballot  in- 
spectors will  cover  the  conditions  as 
they  found  them. 

Speaking  for  the  inspectors,  Mr.  Mc- 


Kay says  that  they  are  glad  the  recount 
Is  over,  that  it  was  a  longer  and  more 
tedious  Job  than  they  anticipated. 
When  the  recount  was  started,  the  in- 
spectors imagined  that  they  saw  and 
were  counting  ballots  in  their  sleep, 
but  as  the  work  progressed,  that  son 
of  thing  wore  off  and  they  were  able 
to  proceed  with  the  recount  with  speed 
and  thoroughness. 

"The  crops  are  looking  fine  all  over 
the  state,"  says  Mr.  McKay,  "and  the 
farmers  and  merchants  are  feeling 
jubijant.  While  we  were  on  our 
travels  we  saw  just  as  good  farming 
land  in  the  northern  part  of  the  state 
as  we  did  in  the  southern.  This  is  true 
particularly  of  Otter  Tail  county. 
There  is  an  immense  amount  of  drain- 
age going  on  in  the  low  country  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  state.  At  nearly 
every  station  you  can  see  the  tiling 
piled  up  as  you  can  see  great  piles  of 
ties  and  pulpwood  around  the  stations 
in  the  northern  part  of  the  state.

The  gT'x;ery  store  is  located  near 
the  brow  of  the  hill,  and  in  a 
sparsely  settled  portion  of  the  city, 
so  that  the  one  making  the  attack 
had   littl3   to   fear   from   the   neighbors. 

It  appears  that  robflaei-y  w^as  prob- 
ably, the  motive,  and  the-  robber  prob- 
ably lost  his  nerve  after  felling  the 
grocer  to  the  floor.

A  well  known  local  hunter  recently 
made  in-iuii-y  of  friends  in  North  D^a- 
kota  nlative  to  the  pro.-:pect3  for 
praii'le  chicken  there,  ititmiaUrug  his 
intention  of  coining  there  for  a  hunt. 
He  received  a  tvply,  urging  him  to 
como,  but  the  writer  vXjnclLUled; 
"Don't  expect  to  ge^t  marvy  chickens, 
tliere  are  none.  The  hunting  is  the 
poorest  in  years,"  and  this  seeims  to 
be   the   rvtal   oondlUon  of  affairs. 

The  si>orcsinan  mentioned  in  Uie 
first  iiistance  stated  that  there  wero 
undoubte-Jly  a  combined  action  among 
sportsmen  of  this  state  and  othvirs. 
wiiere  game  birds  are  usually  abund- 
ant, to  bring  about  the  passage  of 
laws  which  will  give  the  birds  a 
chance  to  multiply.  In  his  opinion 
it  would  be  wise  to  make  hun'rng 
prohibitive  for  at  least  two  years, 
ana  perhaps  three,  in  order  to  make 
the  once  famous  game  preserved  of 
North  I>akota  and  Minnesota  the 
paradise  they  were  at  otie  time  for 
the   hunter.

of  Seattle,  an  old  acquaintance  of  Mr. 
Langton,  offered  him  tht;  management 
of  the  new  Hotel  Washington.  In  which 
Mr.  Chilberg  was  heavily  lntere^^tea. 
Negotiations  were  pending  for  over  a 
month. 

Sept.  {)  Mr.  Langton  received  a  tele- 
gram offering  him  $10,000  a  year  for 
two  years  and  hl.s  living  expenses.  In 
the  meantime  Mr.  Langton  had  writ- 
ten to  some  of  hi.s  friends,  including 
P.  D.  Underwood,  president  of  .he  Erie 
railroad;  President  Truehidale  of  the 
Delaware,  Lackawanna  &  Western; 
Edward  McCormick.  traffic  manager 
of  the  Union  Pacilic,  and  Charles  Pee, 
traffic  manager  of  the  Southern  Pacific, 
who  encouraged  him  to  go  to  Seattle 
If  the  terms  were  satisfactory.  When 
the  telegram  came  Mr.  Langton  ten- 
dered his  resignation  to  Mr.  Blakistone 
and  wired  his  acceptance.  The  hotel  is 
nut  yet  in  operation.  It  is  built  on  the 
order  of  the  Belvedere  and  cc;ntains 
2^0   room.«.      The    furni.«!hings   are   yet 


newly  organized  Belvedere  Hotel  com 
pany,    who   stated    he   would   be   sorry 
to  lo'-e  Mr.  Langtcn. 

"I  learned  of  Mr.  Langton's  decision 
to  leave  Baltimore  with  the  greatest 
regret,"  said  Mr.  Blakistone.  "I  have 
the  highest  regard  f »  r  his  ability,  and 
he  will  be  very  hard  to  replace.  I 
cannot  yet  announce  who  will  succeed 
him.  but  a  good  man  will  be  secured." 

The  departure  of  "Father  John,"  as 
he  is  known  by  his  friends,  will  be  a 
matter  of  universal  regret  in  Balti- 
more- He  came  here  two  year.«  and 
five  months  ago,  at  a  time  v.-hen  the 
hotel_  was  In  a  bad  financial  state  and 
laboring  undtr  heavy  fixed  charges. 
Under  his  management  the  property 
has  made  money,  the  estimated  gross 
receipts  for  l'.<07  being  $500,000. 

During  his  .stay  here  he  made  a  host 
of  friends.  Possessed  of  a  .sunny, 
agieecible  disposition,  it  seemed  as 
though  every  man  he  met  immediately 
warmed  to  him  and  became  his  friend 
for  life.  He  has  had  an  uphill  fight 
here,  but  he  has  won  out  in  the  face 
of  difficulties  that  would  have  fright- 
ened many  a  hotel  manager.  The  man 
who  siKfceds  him  will  find  the  prop- 
erty in  excellent  condition  and  on  a 
money  making  basis,  and  if  he  doesn't 
make  good  it  won't  be  the  fault  of 
"Palher  John,"  who  has  labored  day, 
and  night  to  make  :t  the  success  it  I 
now  is. 

LiiHt  year  Mr.  Langton  had  an  op- 
portunity to  assume  the  management 
of  one  of  the  finest  hotels  in  .San 
Francisco,  but  declined  the  offer.  In

FORGOT  BUSINESS. 


The  grand  jury  completed  its  work 
for  the  present  term  of  court,  shortly 
after  4  o'clock  yesterday  afternoon 
when  the  members  made  the  usual  in- 
spection  of    the   county  Jail. 

Several  Indictments  were  returned  in 
court  previous  to  the  Inspection  of  the 
jaii,  only  a  few  of  v/hich  were  made 
public,  the  other  persons  accused  not 
being    in    custody. 

The  grand  jury  found  no  true  bills 
against  Teofiio  Petriella,  the  strike 
leader  from  Hibbing,  who  was  bound 
over  from  Judge  Brady's  court  at 
that  place  for  carrying  concealed  wea- 
I)ons  witli  the  intent  to  do  great  bodily 
narm.  Petriella  was  arrested  by  a 
guard  as  he  was  about  to  drive  over 
the  bridge  which  crosses  the  railway 
track.s  into  the  Seller's  location,  at  Hib- 
bing, on  his  way  to  Chishoim.  When  ar- 
rested he  had  in  his  pocket  an  automa- 
tic revolver  of  .32-caiibre,  which  he  sur- 
rendered to  the  authorities  as  soon  a^ 
they  asked  liim  if  he  was  armed.  In  tlie 
municipal  court  Petriella  claimed  that 
he  had  a  large  sum  of  money  on  his 
person  and  expected  to  collect  several 
thousand  dollars  more  of  the  treasurer 
of  the  branch  of  the  Western  Federa- 
tion of  Miners  at  Chishoim.  He  claim- 
ed that  he  carried  the  weapon  only 
for  protection.  He  was  bound  over 
to  the  grand  jury  and  was  released  un- 
der cash   ball   of  $250. 

Henry  Knisari  and  the  other  nine 
striking  Austrian  miners  from  Hibbing, 
who  were  bound  over  by  the  municipal 
court  on  the  charge  of  rioting,  were 
also  found  not  liable  to  prosecution, 
the  grand  juiy  reporting  no  true  bill 
against  them.  Their  bail  will  also  be 
refunded. 

Barney  Conway,  who  struck  Mike 
Ma  her  a  blow  in  the  face  that  caused 
the  latters  death.  Labor  day,  on  Gar- 
field avenue,  was  indicted  for  man- 
slaughter in  the  second  degree.  It  is 
charged  that  the  blow  was  struck  in 
the  heat  of  pR.ssion  with  intent  to  do 
great  bodily  harm.  Conway,  who  has 
been  held  in  custody  ever  since  the 
trouble  occurred,  will  be  defended  by 
W.    E.    Culkin. 

Charles  Buck  was  indicted  fcr  assault 
in  the  second  degree.  It  is  alleged 
that  he  assaulted  and  injured  Carmile 
Verhele  with  a  sharp  instrument  in 
Duluth    Sept.    1    last. 

Malt  Grahak  was  indicted  for  assault 
in  the  second  degree.  It  is  claimed 
that  Grahak  held  a  double-barreled 
shotgun  on  Herbert  Kelly  and  P.  W. 
Johnson,  two  deputy  sheriffs  at  Chis- 
hoim, Aug.  10  last,  with  threats  to 
shoot   them. 

Zaria  Malovich  was  indicted  for  as- 
sault in  the  second  degree.  The  state 
alleges  that  Malovich  shot  and  killed 
.Steve  Niekolich  at  Chishoim  Sept.  1 
last.  The  principals  in  the  shooting 
affair  are  said  to  be  Montenegrlans. 
Malovich  was  brought  to  the  county 
jail  by  Chief  of  Poiice  Madden  of  Chil- 
holm   a  few   days  ago. 

Before  the  grand  jury  adjourned 
Judge  Dibell  thanked  the  members  for 
the  dispatch  and  thoroughness  with 
which  the  business  that  came  before 
them  was  dispo.sed  of.  The  court  stated 
that  after  they  inspected  the  jail  they 
might  consider  themselves  excused 
from    further    service    this    term. 

The  ses.«icn  of  the  grand  jury  just 
closed  has  been  a  very  busy  one,  and 
the  jurors  have  dlspo.sed  of  a  great 
deal  of  business  during  the  week  they 
have  been  working.  FT>r  the  rest  of 
the  term  County  Attorney  Norton,  who 
represents  the  state,  will  be  kept 
pretty  busy  with  the  numerous  crimi- 
nal cases  for  trial.  Tiie  number  of 
murder,  manslaughter  and  a.ssault 
casts  for  trial  this  term  is  somev,-hat 
larger  than  usual  at  this  time  of  tiie 
year.

Abraham  White  Fails  to 

Get  Any  New  York 

City  Bonds. 

New  York,  Sept.  12.— Abraham  Whi.o, 
the  "original  postage  stamp  bidder," 
failed  to  get  any  of  the  New  York 
City  bonds  sold  Tuesday,  although  h» 
bid  for  the  entire  $40,000,000  offered, 
and  put  up  an  accepted  draft  for  $800,- 
000  as  required  by  law. 

Between  $15,000,000  and  $18,000,000  of 
the  bonds  were  at  first  awarded  to 
White,  but  when  Comptroller  Metz  pres- 
ented the  draft  for  payment  this  aft- 
ernoon, the  money  was  not  forthcom- 
ing, and  the  bid  was  thrown  out. 

The  draft  was  drawn  by  the  Abraham 
White  Bond  company,  on  the  Greale'r 
New  York  Security  company,  and  was 
accepted  by  that  institution.  Mr.  White 
is  president  of  the  Abraham  While 
Bond  company,  and  also  of  the  Secur- 
ity company,  one  of  the  city  depositor- 
ies, and  White  was  given  until  3  o'clock 
this  afternoon  to  produce  the  money. 
He  failed  to  do  so. 

White  first  sprang  into  prominence 
when  he  was  awarded  United  States 
bonds,  valued  at  $1,500,000,  while  John 
G.  Carlisle  was  secretary  of  the  trea- 
sury. The  law  did  not  recjuire  a  de- 
posit with  the  bids,  and  when  the 
bonds  were  awarded  him.  White  inter- 
ested Russell  Sage  in  the  deal,  and 
from  him  secured  the  money  to  make 
the  required  payment.  His  tnly  outlay 
was  47  centa  in  postage  stamps.  He  is 
said  to  have  made  $100,000  on  the  tran- 
sact ie>n. 

"Sam"  Bycrly,  the  express  clerk,  wiio 
was  awarded  $'..800,000  in  Panama  canal 
bonds  on  an  investment  of  44  cents  in 
postage  stamps,  became,  it  is  said,  vice 
president  of  the  Abraham  White  Bond 
company. 

The  throwing  out  of  the  White  bid 
reduced  the  net  price  received  for  the 
entire  issue  about  1.01^,  while,  if  Ihe 
bid  had  been  carried  out,  the  average 
price  of  the  bonds  would  have  been  1.02.

Charles  Sellback  Throws 

Himself  Before  Fast 

Moving  Locomotive. 

Hurled  From  the  Track 

and  Instantly  Killed 

Near  Big  Falls. 


Bemidji,  Minn.,  Sept.  12.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Charles  Sellback,  a  la- 
borer living  at  Big  Falls,  deliberately 
threw  himself  in  front  of  the  locomo- 
tive of  the  northbound  M.  &  I.  passen- 
ger train  Tuesday  evening,  shortly  be- 
fore the  train  had  reached  Big  Falls. 

The  pilot  of  the  engine  struck  and 
hurled  his  body  into  the  ditch,  some 
ten  feet  distance,  resulting  in  his  in- 
stant   death. 

The  engineer  on  the  locomotive  says 
that  after  the  train  had  -left  Margie 
station  and  was  within  five  miles  of 
Big  Falls,  he  noticed  a  man  a  short 
distance  ahead,  walking  on  the  right 
of  way  on  the  side  of  the  track.  As 
the  locomotive  approached,  the  man 
dropped  into  the  middle  of  the  road. 
between  the  rails,  and  ran  directly  to- 
ward  the  pilot. 

Although  the  engineer  reversed  the 
lever,  it  was  impo.=3ible  to  stop  the  train 
befoi'e  the  engine  struck  the  man 
and  hurled  him  into  the  ditch  killing 
him    instantly. 

P.  A.  Walsh,  sheriff  of  Koochiching 
county  was  in  Big  Falls,  and  after 
making  a  diligent  inquiry  concerning 
the  accident,  decided  that  no  inquest 
was  necessary.  Some  letter.s  and  pa- 
pers were  found,  showing  that  the 
dead  man  was  named  Charles  Sell- 
back  and  that  he  had  been  working  at 
Camp  8  on  the  M.  &  I.  extension,  north 
of   Big   Falls.

DEER  A  NUISANCE. 

Eating  Farmer's  Crops  and  He   Can't 
Shoot  Them. 

Calumet,  Mich.,  Sept.  12.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Deer  in  Keweenaw  coun- 
ty are  reported  to  be  quite  plentiful. 
In    fact    they    are    so    numerous     that 

farmers  have  difficulty  in  keeping 
them  from  entering  their  garden 
patches  and  eating  up  some  of  the 
growing  crops.  Only  a  few  days  ago 
a  farmer  residing  near  the  Cliff  came 
to  Calumet  and  reported  that  deer  had 
eaten  all  his  growing  cabbage.  The 
animals  seem  to  like  this  vegetable 
better  than  any  other  kind,  and  take 
considerable  chances  at  getting  at  a 
field  where  cabbage  grows. 

The  farmers  are  up  against  a  hard 
proposition  with  the  game  laws  stand- 
ing as  they  do.

Heavy  profit-taking  checked  the  ad- 
vances in  metal  stocks  and  materially 
reduced  thot-e  in  the  railrondp.  An  inter- 
val of  dullness  and  rising  prices  followed 
and  the  market  reached  the  highest  again. 
Renewed  pressure  against  Amalgamated 
Copper,  which  drove  it  down  to  64^  had 
only  a  temporary  effect  on  the  general 
market. 

Amalgamated  Copper  made  a  downward 
plunge  of  2%  to  6214.

The  market  closed  dull  and  feverish. 
When  intimations  got  abroad  that  a 
shut  down  of  the  Montana  copper 
camp  was  in  contemplation  prices 
broke  badly  all  through  the  list.  Rtafl- 
Ing  was  the  weakest  of  the  railroad 
stocks  which  was  attributed  to  its 
speculative  affiliation  in  PhiladelphLi.

The  Circle:  "It  is  wonderful,"  says 
Charle.s  Reade,  "how  genius  can  bor- 
row." "All  literature,"  remarks  Oliver 
Wendell  Holmes,  "lives  by  borrowing  i American 
and  lending;"  and  he  adds,  "A  good  Im- 
age is  like  a  diamond  wnich  may  be 
set  a  hundred  limes  in  as  many  genera- 
.tions,  and  gain  new  beauties  with 
every  change."  This  is  not  a  question 
of  originality.  "The  lighting  a  candle 
at  a  neighbor's  fire,"  observes  Dean 
Swift,  "does  not  affect  our  property  in 
the  wick  and  fiame."  "Genius  borrows 
nobly."  TJie  transference  is  often  a 
transmutation.-  For  brass  the  borrow- 
er brings  gold,  and  for  iron.  Bilver;  and 
for  wood,  brass;  and  for  stones,  iron. 
The  crude  ore  is  refined,  and  the  raw 
material  fashioned  into  a  thing  of 
beauty. 

Il  has  been  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Huth 
in    his    "Lite    by   Buckle '    that   there    is 
a  kind  of  pedigree  in  literature. 
avows    his    Indebtedness    to    Ver 
the  latter  himself  was  under  obligations 
to  Homer. 

Ariosto  owes  much  to  Vergil  and 
Spenser  borrows  frequently  from  Ari- 
osto. Spenser's  Faerie  Queene,"  gave 
birth  to  Fletcher's  "Purple  Island," 
and  this  to  Bernard's  "Is^le  of  Man," 
and  this  in  turn  to  Defoe's  "Robinson 
Crusoe,"  and  Banyan's  "Pilbrim's  Pro- 
gress" all  like  so  many  blossoms  ris- 
ing from   the  one  stem.

that   "he  ran  not  only  in  the  old  road, 

■  but  In  the  old  ruts."  His  "As  You  Like 
:  It"  is  taken  from  an  old  romance.  The 
1  characters  of  his  "Julius  Caesar"  are 
!  old  Romans  taken  from  Plutarch.  But 
i  what  borrowing:  Dry  bones  are  turned 
!  into  living  men.     The  commonest   ma- 

■  terials  are  taken  into  the  lambent  flame 
'  of  his  genius  and  transmuted  into  airy 
'  beauty. 

1  Milton,  too,  is  a  free  borrower.  It  is 
I  this  fact,  indeed,  that  m«tkes  his  verse 

so  rich  in  learned  reminiscence,  and  so 
I  gorgeous  with  "barbaric  pearl  and 
j  gold."    He   owes   much   to   Shakespeare

It  is  in  Luxor  especially  that  mummies  : 
a-e  sold  and  tourists  are  frt  quently  seen 
dickering  with  boy  venders  on  the  street 
for  their  store  of  detached  hands,  feet 
or  fingers.  Selling  dead  things  seems  to 
be    a    mania   in    Luxor. 

While  our  party  was  returning  from  a 
i  visits  to  the  tombs  of  the  kings  a  veded 
!  woman  riding  a  donkey  offgred  for  sale 
a  beautiful  green  beetle  which  she  had 
I  found  on  a  palm  tree  and  had  impaled. 
I A  little  furtner  on  a  small  girl  carried 
I  a  dead  sparrow,  which  from  pure  in- 
Istinct  she  held  out  for  sale. 
i  Dealers  in  scarabs  are  in  evidence  ev- 
'erywhere  on  the  streets  and  the  iravel- 
iler  can  buy  these  quaint  ornaments  by 
I  the  hundred,  by  the  dozen  or  by  the 
■  piece  and  at  all  prices.  It  Is  seldom 
7  that  the  street  dealers  have  any- 
'  thing  genuine  in  the  way  of  antiques 
■aside  from  pieces  of  mummies,  for  when 
!  they  do  find  them  they  sell  them  at  good 
;  prices  to  shopkeepers,  who  know  where 
to   dispose   of   them    in    turn. 

Tinv    clay    or   mud   statues  of   the  great 
Rameses    il.    are    for    .sale    at   any    price. 
It  would  no  doubt   please   the  great  king, 
who    so    desired    to    be    remembered    that 
he  erected   dozens  of  temples   to   his  gior- 
iflcation,  to  know  that  a  Rameses  bar  in 
Luxor     dispenses      whisky      and    soda    to 
weary   travellers,  and  there  is  a  Rameses 
antiq'uitv   shop    and.  .iny    number   of   don- 
kev.?    are    named    after   the   ancient    ruler. 
Donkey  riding  in  Luxor  is  one  of  the 
joys    of   the    tourists,    for    the    best   ani- 
mals in  all  Egvpt  are  to  he  found  here, 
and    a    visit    to    the    native    shops,    and 
later   a  gallop    along   the   banks   of   the 
I  Nile    by    twilight    is    a    unique    pleasure 
I  which    remains     long   in     the     memory. 
Donkevs  are  hired  by  the  day  or  by  the 
I  hour,   the   price   by   the  day  being  only

These  donkey  boys  are  marvels  in  tha 
matter  of  endurance.  It  Is  fully  twelvQ 
niiles  to  the  Tombs  of  the  Kings  and 
return,  yet  the  donkey  boys  keep  close 
behind  .ill  the  way,  whether  one  gal- 
lops or  trots,  and  In  addition  they  carry 
lunch  b.-;skets,  cameras  or  any  other 
pariipherniill.i  that  the  tourist  may 
wish  tft  have  along. 

The  dragomans  tif  Luxor  are  also  ex- 
cellent, and  far  better  than  those  found 
In  Cairo.  Upon  the  arrival  of  train  or 
steamer  a  small  army  of  these  guides 
rush  up  with  c.irds  extolling  their  vir- 
tues and  stating  their  experience,  trust- 
worthiness etc.  One  rather  clever  at 
re.'uiing  faces  picks  out  the  Americans 
at  once  and  tells  them  that  he  was 
dragoman  to  Hishop  i'otier,  wiio  made 
the  Nile  trip  l;ist   year. 

Another,  and  a  very  good  one— Mo- 
hammed Abdalla— i-laims  attention  be- 
cause he  helped  George  Ade  to  find  the 
temples  and  tombs.  Both  had  books 
filled  with  recoinmendations,  and  It  was 
interesting  to  note  tiio  names  and  ad- 
dresses from  across  the  Atlantic.  Some 
of  the  dragom.anfl  speak  several  langu- 
ages in  a  quaint  fashion,  altiiough  quite 
well  enough  to  make  themselves  under- 
stood. French  is  the  principal  langu- 
age of  Egypt  aside  from  the  native 
Arat(ic. 

The  nnce  popular  dahabeah  system  ot 
traversing  the  Nile  is  now  almost  un- 
heard of,  for  the  majority  of  bahabeahs 
are  c<Snstanlly  becalmed,  or  they  get 
stuck  in  the  mud  and  have  to  be  pulled 
off  so  often  thnt  the  romance  and  com- 
fo«l  flee,  and  ihe  choice  is  given  to  an 
up-to-date  steamer  with  strong  engines 
and  .1  competent  crew  of  native  navi- 
gators. 

No  river  in  the  world  Is  mfire  difficult 
to  navigate  than  the  Nile,  for  It  has  as 
many  moods  as  there  are  hours  in  the 
day,  and  the  mrrent  of  the  stream 
changes  in  such  a  short  time  that 
while  one  day  the  deepest  part  of  the 
river  Is  In  the  very  middle,  the  next 
d.ay  finds  It  safer  for  the  steamers  to 
keep  close  to  the  bank.  For  this  reason, 
fspeclally  late  in  the  season,  there  are 
no  craft  seen  sailing  on  the  Nile  after 
dark,  for  il  is  only  by  the  color  of 
the  water  and  by  occasional  poling  that 
the  shift  of  the  stream  can  be  dll- 
cerned. 

Frequently  along  the  banks  are  seen 
groups  of  coffee  drinkers,  who  roast 
their  coffee  in  small  kettles,  then  grind 
and  boil  It  over  the  same  fire.  The 
woriien  with  their  water  jars  also  form 
picturesque  groups  along  tiie  banks,  for 
all  water  for  hous<  \  «ld  use  is  brought 
by  the  women  from  tiie  river.  Many  of 
the  women  are  unable  to  lift  the  heavy 
Jars  when  they  are  filled,  but  after  they 
have    once    been    hoisted    by    th«  ir    com- 

fianions  the  weight  is  so  balanced  that 
t  Is  not   felt. 

According  to  the  Koran  the  men  of 
the  Mohammedan  faith  .are  required  to 
wash  their  faces,  hands  and  feet  every 
time  they  pray.  As  they  pray  five 
times  a  day.  the  banks  of  the  Nile  pre- 
sent a  sort  of  perpetual  bathing  scene. 
The  women  do  not  pray  and  conse- 
quently do  not  wash  so  frequ*  ntly  and 
their  appearance  is  representative  oif 
what  Egyptian  cleanliness  would  be 
were  it  not  for  the  Koran.  At  the  vari- 
ous landings  the  natives  sw.irm  about 
with    delicious    oranges    for    sale.

New  York,  Stpt.  13. — A  new  steam- 
ship record  bttween  a  European  port 
and  New  York  was  made  by  the  Cun- 
ard  line's  steamer  giant  turbine  ship, 
the  Liusitania,  which  arrived  here  to- 
day. The  Lusitania  left  Queenstown, 
the  nearest  tpans-Atlantic  port  to  New 
York,  at  12:10  p.  m.  Sunday  and  ar- 
rived at  the  Sandy  Hook  lightship  at 
fc:05  a.  m.  today,  making  the  time 
for  the  trip  5  days  and  54  minutes. 
This  is  6  hours  and  21'  minutes  better 
than  the  previous  Queenstown-New 
York  record  of  5  days,  7  hours  and  a3 
minutes,  held  by  the  Lucania  of  the 
same  line. 

While  the  Lusitania  has  made  a'  new 
rt  cord  for  the  time  a  passenger  is  act- 
ually on  board  ship,  she  has  not  beat- 
en the  average  speed  per  hour  recorded, 
both  by  the  Kaiser  Wilhelm  II,  which 
lias  made  13:68  knots  per  hour  from 
New  Vork  to  Plymouth,  and  the 
Deutschland.  with  a  record  of  23.51 
knots  per  hour  to  Plymouth.  Tho 
Lusitania's  speed  per  hour  on  her  maid- 
en voyage  is  estimated  at  22.87  knots 
per  hour. 

The  new  ship  was  decked  with  flags 
and  bunting  when  she  made  her  ap- 
pearance oft  Sandy  Hook  this  morning, 
her  four  bid  red  funnels  lending  color  ^o 
the  picture  which  was  marred  by  the 
prevailing  haze.  A  good  sight  of  the 
beautiful  vessel  was  had  from  shore 
for  only  a  short  while.  Her  passeng- 
er.s  lined  the  railings  and  crowded  the 
different  decks  of  the  large  vessel,  wav- 
ing h;indktrchiefs  and  American  an;l 
BrltLsh  flags.  The  marine  observatory 
stationed  on  shore,  dijjped  their  fla^.«

TWO  OLD  TIMERS

Pioneer  Wisconsin  Law- 
makers Tell  of  the 
Early  Days. 

Milwaukee,  Wis.,  Sept.  13.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— W.  H.  Tripp,  Janesville, 
aged  87  years,  and  Robert  B.  Went- 
worth.  Portage,  aged  81  years,  the  on- 
ly surviving  members  of  the  legislature 
of  1857,  rnet  by  appointment  at  the 
state  lair  grounds  yesterday  after- 
noon. 

They  lost  themselves  in  the  past  aa 
they  Sc.t  and  talked  of  the  old  days. 
They  told  of  the  old  capitol.  built  in 
1^36.  in  which  they  had  assembled  when 
elected  to  the  legislature,  when  Waite 
(afterward  Gov.  Bloody  Bridle  Walte 
of  Colorado,  who  gained  national 
notoriety  in  \Wi),  Philetus  Sawy^-r, 
Moses  S-trung  and  Andrew  E.  Elmore, 
the  "sage  ol  Mukwonago,"  helped  to 
make  the  laws  of  the  state  in  1857. 

Mr.  Tripp  was  at  the  convention  thai 
nominated  Lincoln  the  first  time.  It 
v.as  held  in  Chicago.  Sidewalks  were 
few  and  mud  was  plenty,  and  the  polit- 
icians were  forced  to  wade  through 
mire  to  and  from  the  convention  hall. 

He  has  voted  for  sixteen  Republican 
presidential  nominees,  and  he  was  ju.st 
too  young  to  vote  for  Harrison  and 
Tyler,  reaching  his  majority  the  next 
year.  His  first  presidential  vote  was 
cast  for  Claj-.

The  manufacture  of  brick  from 
sand  and  cement  by  the  pressing 
process  is  quite  common  of  recent 
years  in  other  parts  mf'  the  country, 
but  the  industry  has  not  yet  estab- 
lished Itself  in  Duluth.  The  people 
Interested  in  the  proposed  plant  here 
count  on  getting  in  early,  and  being 
firmly  established  before  the  .  field  is 
invaded.  They  say  that  once  the 
manufacture  of  the  brick  is  begun, 
and  its  worth  demonstrated  to  pros- 
pective builders,  there  will  be  no  fear 
of  the  industry  failing  to  make  a 
complete  success. 

The  West  Duluth  business  men,  in- 
cluding several  contractors,  who  have 
examined  the  samples  and  heard  an 
explanation  of  the  properties  of  the 
brick  and  the  process  by  which  it  is 
made  are  very  favorably  impressed 
and  the  promoter.s  of  the  industry 
will  be  given  a  hearing  this  even- 
ing.

After  makins  the  long  trip  down  the 
Great  Lakes  and  tho  St.  Lawrence  river 
out  on  the  ocean  and  down  the  coa3t, 
th«  staunch  little  lake  steamer,  Winne- 
bago arrived  at  Norfolk.  Va..  this  week 
to  take  on  a  supply  of  coal.  The  little 
boat  left  Duluth  an  Aug.  2.  and  is  bound 
Xor  San  l-'Yanciijco.  where  ahe  will  be 
used   in    the    coasting    trade.

In 
what  is  known  as  the  Basswood  dis- 
trict near  Ely  the  other  day,  Mr.  Cam- 
eron catno  across  tho  carcasses  of  live 
fine  big  moose  which  had  been  shot. 
Only  the  loins  of  the  bodies  had  been 
removed,  while  the  rust  had  been  left 
to  the  wolves. 

Mr.  Cameron  says  that  some  foreign- 
ers who  live  in  and  around  Ely  are 
largely  re.sponsible  for  the  moose 
killing.  He  say.s  they  are  in  the  habit 
of  going  out  into  the  woods  late  in 
the  afternoon  and  killing  several  of 
the  big  animals,  removing  the  good 
parts  of  the  carcasses,  and  returning  to 
town  after  dark,  when  they  go  about 
the  city  selling  the  meat. 

As  this  is  one  of  the  best  moose  dis- 
tricts in  the  state,  the  sport.smen  *of 
Duluth  anU  other  Northern  Minnesota 
towns  feel  that  something  ought  to 
be  done  to  put  a  stop  to  the  destruction 
of  the  animals.  Of  course  the  killing 
of  the  animals  at  this  time  of  the  year 
Is  a  violation  of  the  law  and  they  want 
a  game  warden  to  investigate  the  re- 
ported killing  of  the  animals  near  Ely. 

Mr      Cameron     says     that     whoever 
slaughtered    the     animals      which     he.4erance.' 
found,   had   been     unusually     wasteful, 
taking   only  such   portions  of  the  car- 
casses as  made  the  best  cuts.

Cass  Lake  Boy  Admits 

He  Accidentally  Killed 

Roy  Gardner. 

He  Shot  His  Companion 

While  Fooling  With 

His  Weapon. 


Cass  Lake,  Minn.,  Sept.  13. (Special  to 

The  Herald.)— The  mystery  surrounding 
the  killing  of  young  Roy  Gardner,  who 
was  found  weltering  in  his  blood  In  the 
Gardner  door  yard  by  his  mother  las: 
Monday  afternoon  has  been  cleared  up  by 
the  confession  of  Edward  Fulton,  his 
playmate,  who  after  telling  numerous 
stories  adniiited  he  did  the  killing  acci- 
denfally. 

According  to  the  story  told  by  young 
Fulton  the  boys  had  returned  over  to  his 
home  and  gut  his  gun  returning  to  tn-. 
Gardner  home.  Tht  boys  intended  to  go 
over  into  the  woods  and  do  some  shoot- 
ing, but  young  Gardner  wanted  to  tell 
his  mother  he  was  going  and  she  not 
being  at  home  the  boys  decided  to  watt 
on  the  porch  until  her  arrival.  Ed  took 
the  gun  in  his  hands  and  not  thinking  it 
was  loaded  Tlayt'uUy  pointed  It  at  his 
companion  and  pulled  the  trigger.  To  his 
horror  ht  saw  hisi  friend  fall  dead  to  th« 
ground.  Then  he  rushed  homeward  grief- 
stricken  at  what  he  had  done  and  when 
asked  how  it  happened  told  different 
stories.  He  states  now  that  he  was  afraid 
to  tel]  the  truth  for  fear  they  might  hang 
him. 

Both  boys  are  about  12  years  old  and 
were  for  a  number  of  years  constant  com- 
panions-. Hence  the  sad  accident  is  a 
most    heartfelt   one. 

The  funeral  of  young  Gardner  was  held 
at  2  p.  m.  this  afternoon  and  was  largely 
attended,  the  tragic  manner  in  which  he 
lost  hl.s  life  having  aroused  the  sym- 
pathy of  the  community  for  his  sorrowing 
parents.

City  Attorney  Calls  for 

Detailed  Report  of 

Violations. 


city  Attorney  Fesler  has  called  for 
a  detailed  statement  from  the  bulld- 
ingr  inspector,  setting  forth  the  exact 
conditions  found  in  hia  recent  inspec- 
tion of  the  Standard  Oil  company's 
warehouse  on  the  bay  front  and  it  is 
understood  that  an  action  against  the 
company  may  be  started  in  tlie  near 
future  by  the  city. 

The  building  inspector  made  a  report 
to  the  council  at  the  last  meeting  stat- 
ing briefly  that  an  examination  of  the 
warehouse  had  been  made  and  that  the 
company  was  not  complying  with  the 
ordinance  in  any  respect. 

Officials  of  the  Standard  Oil  com- 
i  pany  state  that  they  intend  to  com- 
ply with  the  city  ordinance  and  that 
an  action  is  unnecessary.  It  is  under- 
.stood  tiiat  the  company  now  has  in 
view  a  site  for  a  warehouse  and  has 
been  contemplating  for  some  time  the 
erection  of  one  conforming  to  the  ordi- 
nance for  the  storing  of  oil.  The  ware- 
house, it  is  stated,  will  be  erected  in  the 
near  future  and  probably  some  tem- 
porary provisions  satisfactory  to  the 
city  for  the  storage  of  oils  will  be 
made.

BIG  BUBBLE  IN 
A  LURID  BLAZE 


"Bring  a  pail  ot  water,  my  auto- 
mobile Is  burning  up,"  screamed  a 
man  at  about  8  o'clock  last  evening,  as 
he  jumped  up  and  down  about  a  big 
red  auto  on  Second  street,  near  the 
Acme    laundry.    In   a   very   short   time 

twenty  or  more  pails  of  water  w^re 
brought  by  willing  hands,  and  the  big 
smoking  machine  deluged  until  the  fire 
wa.s  extinguished. 

■  The  marvel  is  that  an  explosion  of 
the  gasoline  tank  did  not  occur,  as 
the  tank  was  evidently  leaking,  the 
pavement  being  covered  with  oil,  which 
became  ignited  from  a  spark  and  th.e 
flames  swept  about  the  auto,  threat- 
ening to  consume  it.  Just  how  tno 
blaze  started  is  unknown,  and  the  own- 
er, as  soon  as  he  could  adjust  the  mach- 
inery departed  without  leaving  his 
name  or  address.  It  is  probable  tliat 
the  oil  ignited  from  tnc  spark  of  the 
machine  as  the  tank  leaked,  and  the 
fire  then  spread  to  the  pavement. 
There  was  considerable  excitement  for 
a  time,  and  fears  of  an  explosion  kept 
th.e  crowd,  which  soon  gathered,  at  a 
distance.

Shortly  after  2  o'clock  this  after- 
noon General  Manager  Coleman  of  the 
Great  Northern  Power  company,  tele- 
phoning from  the  power  station  on 
the  St.  Louis  river  above  Fond  du 
Lac,  stated  that,  barring  accident,  the 
power  would  be  turned  on  to  the  sub- 

stantion   at   Fifteenth    avenue    west   in 
about  half  an  hour. 

Tests  of  the  great  plant  were  mado 
with  success  this  morning,  a  current 
of  13,000  horse  power  being  generated. 
It  was  proposed  to  transmit  this  to  the 
sub-station  this  afternoon,  although 
the  power  company  otficials  thought 
tliat  the  amount  of  power  furnished 
would  probably  be  something  below 
that  furnished  in  the  morning  test. 

"We  hope,"  said  Mr.  Coleman,  "that 
when  the  plant  begins  to  send  the  cur- 
rent to  the  sub-station  that  we  will  not 
be  compelled  to  stop.  This  is  a  big  un- 
dertaking and  anybody  who  had  had 
any  knowledge  or  experience  with  such 
enterprises  will  understand  that  the 
start  must  necessarily  be  gradual. 
43arring  unforseen  accidents,  the  power 
once  turned  on  will  be  ^continuous." 

Mr.  Colentan  could  *not  .say  what 
would  be  done  today  with  the  power 
further  than  to  furnish  it  to  the  sub- 
station. He  said  he  did  not  know  what 
arrangements  the  people  who  have  con- 
tracted for  power  have  made  to  take 
it. 

Traction  Company  IJcadj*. 

Officials  of  the  street  uailway  company 
stated  this  noon  that  the  company  was 
ready  to  take  power  from  the  Great 
Northern  company  at  a  moment's  no- 
tice, that  the  connections  have  been 
made  for  some  time  past  between  the 
power  wires  and  the  sub-station.  Just 
as  soon  as  the  power  company  is  ready 
to  turn  the  current  generated  by  the 
St.  Louis  river,  on  to  the  street  rail- 
way's system,  the  power  now  being 
generated  at  tho  Eleventh  avenue  west 
p<>wer  house  will  be  cut  off,  and  the 
big  engines  there  will  remain  silent, 
held  in  reserve,  possibly,  In  ca.se  there 
should  be  some  slight  hitch  in  the  ser- 
vice from  the  Great  Northern  Power 
company. 

While  the  officials  of  the  carbolite 
plant  have  no  information  to  give  ou 
today  relative  to  their  plans,  it  Is  un- 
derstood that  they  have  been  ready  for 
weeks  past  to  take  the  power  as  soon 
as  it  is  furnished. 

The  greate^r  P'>we*r  to  be  furnished 
the  street  railway  company  means 
the  consummation  of  the  plans  of 
the  management  for  increased  and 
better  car  service.  The  change  In 
routes-  on  the  various  lines  went  Into 
effect  several  days  ago.  At  that 
time  it  was  announced  that  just  as 
soon  as  the  power  could  be  haul  from 
tha  Great  Northern  Powec  company 
the  improvement  in  the  car  service 
would  be  more  marked.  With  the  In- 
creased power  the  company  will  be 
enabled  to  put  out  on  its  lines  all  of 
the  fifteen  new  double  truck  cars 
in  the  regruiar  service,  and  have 
power  enough  to  handle  all  the  extra 
car  service  at  the  rush  hours.  The 
only  handicap,  if  one  exists,  wlU  be 
the  lack  of  men  to  handle  the  cara, 
the  company  having  had  difficulty  In 
recruiting  its  list,  although  the  wages 
offered  are  the  highest  for  that  kind 
cf   work.

Beyond   any   question,   the   announcement   that   some 
of   the    large   copper   producers   have   decided   to   curtail

Though  its  immediate  effect  was  necessarily  a  fur- 
ther weakening  of  the  Cf^pper  stock  market,  its  ultimate 
effect  must  be  steadying  and  positively  strengthening. 

Because  of  the  money  tightness  which  prevented  ex- 
pansion of  industry  and  brought  about  some  shrinkage, 
the  demand  for  copper  fell  oflf  considerably,  and  the 
producers  suddenly  woke  up  to  the  fact  that  they  had 
an  over-production  on  hand.  The  result  was  the  weak- 
ening of  the  copper  metal  market,  and  an  unsettling  of 
metal  prices  that  still  exists.  Though  the  cessation  in 
copper  demand  can  be  but  temporary,  the  continuance 
of  production  could  only  mean  that  the  price  of  the 
metal  would  be  plunged  to  unfairly  low  levels,  possibly 
even  to  12  cents  a  pound.  Consumers  were  holding  ofT, 
hoping  that  it  would  go  that  low. 

Sound  business  sense,  at  this  juncture,  counselled  a 
curtailment  of  copper  production  to  balance  the  over- 
production. This  will  steady  the  metal  market,  rally 
the  price  to  18  cents  or  better,  and  in  a  short  time, 
when  the  money  situation  is  easier  and  the  demand  for 
copper  resumes  its  old  force,  the  mines  can  reopen. 

It  happened,  fortunately,  that  all  of  the  concerns 
that   have   decided    to   reduce   production   were   in   good

The  cost  of  mining  In  Mexico  Is 
very  low,  and  the  e^nitalizatlon  of  all 
companies  is  very  small  as  compared  to 
the  capitalizations  we  hear  of  In  this 
country.  Most  of  the  people  in  Mexico 
wouldnt  believe  you  If  you  told  them  of 
the  companies  that  have  been  capitalized 
here  for  S6.000.000  and  over.  One  Mexican 
company  started  out  with  shares  selling 
at  JIG  each.  The  top  notch  was  reached 
when  $10,000  a  share  was  asked,  and  the 
shares  were  worth  it  at  that.  At  this  high 
mark  it  became  nece.<5SHry  to  reorganize 
the  company,  and  a  larger  issue  of  stock 
sold  like  hot  cakes  at  $500  a  share. 

"Things  are  going  to  be  quiet  in  the 
copper  market  for  a  while.  Buying  of 
the  raw  product  will  not  be  begun  in  large 
orders  until  the  metal  has  been  forced 
to   1:2   cents  or  lower."

of  bird  and  fowl  being  already  open,  he 
will  be  able  to  blaze  at  almost  anything 
in  the  trees,  with  the  assurance  that  ha 
will  not  bring  down  game  out  of  sea-* 
son. 

On  account  of  the  vigilance  of  the 
game  wardens  and  their  natural  spori!*- 
manlike  instincts,  hunters  are  pretty 
careful  during  the  month  of  September 
and  take  good  precautions  not  to  bring 
down  anything  but  what  the  law  allows. 
Most  of  them  confine  their  attentions 
wholly  to  the  duck  ponds,  preferring  to 
leave  the  hunting  of  chick»n  and  grouso 
to  October,  when  they  will  al.so  be  able 
to  go  after  partridge.  The  precaution  ia 
a  wise  one.

OLD  ENOUGj^TO  VOTE. 

English  Christian  Endeavor  Society  Will 
I  Celebrate  21st  birthday. 

I  London,  Sept.  13.— Next  year  the  first 
[Christian  Endeavor  .society  started  in 
I  Great  Britain  attains  Its  twenty-first 
1  birthday,  and  the  event  is  to  be  cele- 
I  brated  by  a  visit  to  this  country  from 
j  Dr.  Clark,  the  founder  of  the  Endeavor 
.  movement.  On  returning  to  the  United 
I  States  from  a  campaign  in  South  Amer- 
ica,  Dr.   Clark   found   awaiting  him   an 

invitation  from  the  British  national 
[council,  and  he  has  just  replied  to 
lit  that  he  will  cross  the  AtlaJitlc  In 
[  the  early  part  of  next  year. 
I  The  first  British  Christian  Endeavor 
;  society  was  founded  at  the  Hightown 
i  Congregational  church,  Crowe,  and  the 
I  movement  spread  thence  until  at  the 
[present  moment  there  are  10,162  socle- 
j  ties  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  there 
j  is  hardly  a  town  or  village  which  has 
mot  one  or  more  of  them.  The  society 
I  has  penetrated  almost  every  Christian 
denomination,  and  a  great  effort  is  to 
ibe  made  in  connection  with  Dr.  Clark's 
I  visit  to  extend  its  bounds  still  further 
jby  a  "national  Increase  campaign."  The 
(length  of  the  visit  has  not  been  decided 
more  definitely  than  that  it  will  last  "a 
I  few  weeks,"  but  it  is  hoped  that  ar- 
[rangements  may  be  made  for  Dr.  Clark 
I  to  speak  at  most  of  the  important  cen- 
ters of  population  in  England  and 
Wales. 


The  fact  that  William  Gerhardt  of 
Duluth  is  a  good  swimmer,  and  is  not 
wanting  when  it  comes  to  courage,  is 
all  that  saved  Otto  Schultz,  also  of 
Duluth,  from  a  watery  grave  in  the 
St.  Louis  river  yesterday.  The  two 
men  were  hunting  ducks  in  a  row  boat, 
when  the  craft  capsized,  throwing 
them  both  into  the  water.  Schultz  could 
not  swim,  but  the  expertness  of  Ger- 
hardt made  up  for  this,  and  after  a 
hard  fight  both  men   were  saved. 

Gerhardt  and  Schultz  started  out  on 
their  hunting  expedition  In  the  morn- 
ing, encouraged  to  do  so  by  reports 
that  ducks  were  plentiful  along  the 
river.  Although  they  saw  a  few  ducks, 
the  birds  were  not  numerous  enough  to 
warrant  the  encouraging  reports  that 
had  been  sent  out  concerning  them. 
After  considerable  rowing,  and  taking 
desperate  chances  with  long  shots,  they 
finally  did  succeed  in  downing  two  or 
three  ducks.  This  encouraged  them  to 
proceed  further.  They  had  reason  to 
believe  that  a  flock  was  resting  at  the 
end  of  a  bay  up  ahead,  and  made  for 
the  spot. 

As  they  drew  near  the  place,  they 
saw  that  a  large  patch  of  wild  rice  af- 
forded an  ideal  resting  place  for  the 
birds,  and,  confident  that  they  would 
get  a  shot,  thty  proccded  with  all 
caution.  When  almost  to  the  edge  of 
the  weeds  one  of  the  men  stood  up  to 
see  what  he  could  see.  At  this  critical 
moment  three  mallards  rose  out  of  the 
rice  wtih  a  splash,  and  both  men  be- 
gan shooting.  The  ducks  flew  past  the 
boat  and  out  toward  the  river,  and  in 
turning  and  shooting  at  the  same  time, 
the  standing  man  lost  his  balance  and 
tipped  the  boat  over. 

Both  hunters  found  themselves 
struggling  in  the  water  some  distance 
from  the  craft.  Schultz  went  under 
twice  before  Gerhardt  reached  his  side. 
Despite  their  proximity  to  the  weeds, 
the  water  was  considerably  over  their 
heads,  and  Schultz  was  helpless.  Just 
how  he  managed  to  do  it,  Gerhardt 
says  he  does  not  remember,  but,  after 
a  struggle  there  in  the  water  that 
must  have  lasted  fully  ten  minutes,  he 
managed  to  get  his  companion  back  to 
the  boat,  and  both  men  clung  to  it  des- 
perately. 

They  were  not  far  from  shallow  wa- 
ter, and  by  making  energetic  use  of 
their  legs  they  managed  to  hang  on 
to  the  boat  and  at  the  same  time  push 
it  to  a  point  where  the  water  was 
shallow  enough  for  them  to  stand  up 
and  take  it  ashore,  where  it  was  hauled 
out  and  the  water  dumped  out.  That 
ended  the  hunt.  Not  bothering  with 
their  guns,  lying  at  the  bottom  of  the 
inlet,  they  got  back  in  the  boat  again 
and  started  home.  A  launch  was  today 
dispatched  to  the  scene  of  the  accident, 
and  succeeded  In  fishing  out  the  guns, 
which,  after  a  thorough  oiling,  seem 
not  much  the  worse  for  their  soaking.

HUNTED  BY^,000  MEN. 

Scotch  Grouse  Up  Against  a  Hurricane  of , 
Lead. 

Glasgow,  Sept.  13.  —  Grouse  shooting 
opened  as  usual  on  August  12  and  tine 
weather  favored  sportsmen  on  the  Eng-  i 
lish  and  Welsh  moors.  In  most  parts  of 
Scotland,  however,  the  moors  wtre  envel- 
oped In  a  dense  mist,  with  heavy  rain- 
storms, and  all  but  the  most  weather- 
hardened  sportsmen  spent  the  "Twelfth" 
within  doors  before  roaring  fires. 

At  a  moderate  estimate  there  are  26,- 
000  guns  on  the  Northern  moors.  It  Is 
estimated  that  there  are  something  over 
BOOO  "shoots"  in  the  North,  varying  In 
size  from  a  few  hundred  to  50,000  acres. 
The  number  of  guns  to  a  shoot  is  not 
more  than  five  on  an  average.  The  5,000 
estates  do  not  all  come  into  the  market 
for  letting  each  year,  as  many   are  Bhot, 


over  by  th?)r  owners,  and  many  are  let  on 
lease  for  several  years.  From  7u(»  to  SW 
moors,  however,  are  offered  to  the  com- 
petition of  the  sportsman  who  has  not  his 
own  land  each  season,  and  this  year  ther'j 
^as  been  a  good  demand  for  moors,  in 
spite  of  the  very  moderate  sport  expected. 
The  choice  ranges  from  a  small  shoot  in 
the  South  of  Scotland  that  would  yield 
about  forty  brace  of  grouse,  at  a  rental  of 
$175,  to  a  shoot  of  24,000  acres  in  one  of 
the  most  outlandish  districts  that  would 
bring  alX)Ut  500  brace  and  cost  the  tenant 
$2,000  for  the  privilege.  For  those  who  like 
theii  200  brace  of  grouse  coml)ined  with 
sixty  head  of  stag,  there  were  30,003 
acres  going  for  ten  weeks  for  $12,500. 
Taking  it  altogether,  it  is  reckoned  that 
grouse  cost  the  tenant  nearer  $7.50  than  $5 
per  brace.  A  shoot  of  about  40(J  brace, 
which  is  as  near  an  average  as  can  be 
struck  in  the  great  variety  of  shoots  that 
exists,  costs,  with  house  and  keepers, 
about  $2,500.  That,  of  course,  excludes 
railway  fares,  which  may  amount  to  $o(W 
or  $1,000,  according  to  the  size  of  the  parly 
and  the  number  of  servants,  horses,  car- 
riages and  the  quantity  of  parapher- 
nalia transported.  Not  many  birds  will  be 
shot  until  this  month,  and  they  are  so 
scarce  that  very  few  will  be  sent  to  mai- 
ket.

Seventy-Five  Feet  From  Church  Tower's 
Top,  But  Lives. 

Toledo,  Ohio.  Sept.  13.— A  miraculous  es- 
cape from  death  was  that  of  E.  E.  Ben- 
ner,  a  "steeple  Jack,"  who  fell  from  the 
top  of  th«  steeple  of  St.  Paul's  Lutheran 
church  when  the  rope  supporting  his 
scaffold  broke. 

Benner  landed  on  the  cornice  at  the 
base  of  the  tower,  76  feet  below,  with  but 
a  small  scratch  on  his  right  elbow.  Aft- 
er he  had  fallen  fifty  feet  the  painter 
struck  the  side  of  the  tower  and  shot 
down  its  steep  side  until  he  was  stopped 
by  the  cornice,  his  limbs  hanging  over 
the  edge,  still  eighty  feet  above  ground. 
He  managed  to  hang  on  until  a  rope  was 
let  down  from  a  window  in  the  steeple. 
He  fastened  it  about  his  body  and  was 
pulledd  up,  little  the  worse  for  his  ex- 
perience. 

DOGS  AS  MAN  CATCHERS. 

The  Paris  Police  Canines  Compete  in 
Human  Chase. 

Paris,    Sept.    13. — Max,    Black    Athos, 

Fritz,    Rip   and   other   policemen's   dogs 

have  competed  in  a  great  and  curious 

man-catching  contest.    The  idea,  which 

was  originally  Belgian,  is  to  fet  the 
friend  of  man  on  to  capture  such  ene- 
mies of  society  as  burglars  and 
"Apaches."    Among  the  feats  put  to  the 


police  animals,  generally  sheep  dogs  or 
collies,  were  jumping  fences,  nosing 
out  and  pursuing  evildoers,  and  watch- 
ing over  property.

Sept.  13.— Workmen  con- 
structing a  sewer  here  unearthed  the 
skeleton  of  Harvey  Morgan,  who  came 
West  from  Belknap  county,  N.  rf,  and, 
with  "Doc  '  Barr  and  John  Mason,  was 
massacred  at  Bloody  Gulch,  near  Lan- 
der, by  renegade  Sioux  and  Cheyenne 
Indians.  June  27,  1870.  A  wagon  ham- 
mer. WEus  driven  clear  througti  Morgans 
head  by  the  Indians,  and  it  was  by  this 
that  his  skeleton  was  identified. 

Morgan.  Barr  and  Mason  were  ambush- 
ed by  the  savages  when  they  were  on 
their  way  from  Miners'  Delight  to  Camp 
Bro'wn,  on  the  present  site  of  Lander. 
Morgan's  grave  was  not  marked,  and  no  | 
one  now  living  knew  where  is  was  until 
his  skeleton  with  the  wagon  hammer 
through  the  S'kull  was  dug   up.

week,  charged  with  the  murder  of  his  1- 
year-old  child,  is  guilty.  If  what  his  wife 
says  Is  true. 

The  child  was  buried  before  Jones  was 
suspected  of  its  murder.

County  Says  Municipal- 
ities Arc  Trying  to 
Hold  It  Up. 

Bills  for  Pauper  Patients 

Contain  Some  Queer 

Items. 


If  the  city  of  Duiluth  gets  one-half 
of  the  total  expense«  of  its  health 
department  from  Jan.  1,  1906.  to  the 
present  time,  out  of  the  county  of 
.St.  Liouis,  it  will  have  to  do  so 
thrx>iigh    order    of    the    court. 

The  city  has,  in  common  with  soma 
other  municipalities  in  the  county, 
put  in  a  claim  against  the  county  for 
one-half  the  exi>ensea  of  the  health 
department  for  .some  time  past.  In 
the  case  of  the  city  the  county  board 
has  disallowed  the  bill,  and  in  other 
instanct^  the  claims  have  been  cut 
down   materiallj'. 

The  city's  claim,  fded  with  the 
county  auditor,  show.s  "that  the  total 
expenses  of  the  health  department, 
from  Jan.  1.  1906.  to  Aug.  1!),  1907, 
were  $12,787.19,  and  the  ounty  has 
been  asked  to  aland  one- half,  or 
$t;.393..">9.  The  itimiz'?d  account  mad.» 
iiut  by  the  city  olerk  shows  that  the 
ilaim  embraces  the  salaries  of  health 
otllcials.  inspectors,  tuberculin  test.s, 
c"ar  fares,  salaries  of  milk  inspectors, 
etc..  ill  addition  to  the  cost  of  tak- 
ing care  of  contagious  diseases. 
Misinterpret  Law. 

The  county  authorities  claim  tlwtt 
the  city  officials  have  misinterpreted 
the  law  under  which  the  claim  is 
made  against  the  city;  that  the  law 
merely  intends  that  the  county  shall 
pay  one-half  the  coat  of  taking 
care  of  pauper  contagious  diseases, 
and   nothing   else. 

When  the  city's  bill  was  filed  with 
the  county  auditi>r  and  the  board  It 
was  referred  to  First  Assl.**tant  Coun- 
ty Attorney  W.  J.  Steven*jn,  who 
has  passed  his  opinion  that  it  is 
not  a  legal  one  under  the  law  cover- 
ing the  matter.  Acting  on  this  opin- 
ion *  the  board  turned  down  the 
claim. 

Under  chapter  29  of  the  revised 
laws  of  19<>5,  relating  to  public 
health,  s.^tion  2137  tells  what  consti- 
tutes "necessary  helfx,"  as  construed 
under   the   statutes. 

The  section  in  question  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Every  local  board  of  health  shall 
employ,  at  the  cost  of  the  town, 
county  or  place  in  which  It  exists, 
when  necessary  all  the  medical  and 
other  help  re<iuired  for  the  preven- 
tion or  suppression  of  epidemic  dis- 
eases, or  for  carr>'ing  out  within  its 
jurisdiction  the  lawful  regulations 
and  directions  of  the  state  board  of 
health,  etc.  But  all  per.«»ons  who.se 
duty  it  is  to  care  for  another  in- 
fected    with    a    communicable    disease. 


to  isolat.3  such  person,  or  to  fumi- 
gate or  otherwise  disinfect  any  ar- 
ticle or  p-laoe.  dhall  be  liable  for  the 
reasonable  coat  thereof  to  any  one 
performing  such  duty,  or  to  any 
county,  town  or  municipality  paying 
such  coat." 

As  to  the  allowance  and  payment 
of  expenses,  section  il3S  of  tlie  s^ame 
chapter    says: 

"All  claims  arising  under  Section 
2137  against  any  town,  village  or  city< 
if  not  paid  by  persons  liable  therefor, 
sliall  be  presented  to  the  town  board  or 
council  for  audit  and  allowance  as  in 
the  case  of  other  claims.  ♦•»*•». 
Upon  the  allowance  of  any  such  claim 
the  amount  thereof  shall  be  paid  and 
a  certified  slaiemtnt  shall  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  county  auditor,  embrac- 
ing a  copy  of  the  claim  as  allowed,  the 
date  of  such  allowance,  and  showing 
for  what  4)urpose  and  to  whom  the 
claim  of  allowance  was  made.  The 
auditor  shall  lay  such  statement  be- 
fore the  county  board  at  its  meeting 
next  following  the  receipt  thereof. 
One-half  the  amount  -^o  allowed  and 
paid  shall  be  a  claim  against  the  coun- 
ty, and,  if  deemed  Just  and  reason- 
able by  the  board,  the  same  shall  be 
allowed." 

The  statutes  provide  that  if  the 
county  board  disallows  the  claim  an 
appeal  may  be  taken  from  its  action 
to   the  district   court. 

Ilu.s  PaddtHi  Its  Claim. 

The  county  authorities  claim  that 
the  city  has  padded  its  claim  against 
the  county  by  putting  into  its  every 
expense  of  the  health  department  for 
the  past  two  years  Instead  of  sticking 
strictly  to  the  expenses  which  they 
say  are  a  legal  claim  against  the 
county.  For  that  reason  the  whole 
bill    was   disallowed. 

It  is  claimed  that  some  of  the  items 
in  the  city's  bill  date  back  three 
months  prior  to  the  date  at  which  the 
law    above    quoted    went    into    effect. 

As  the  county  board  views  the  mat- 
ter, however,  the  city  of  Duluth  is  not 
the  only  municipality  or  town  that  Is 
attempting  to  get  out  of  the  county 
more  than  the  county  claims  as  the 
rightful  share  of  the  liealth  expenses. 

The  village  of  Proctor  put  In  a  claim 
of  $485.32  against  the  county,  as  repre- 
senting one-half  the  total  expen.ses  of 
the  village  in  the  care  of  contagious 
diseases.  A  peculiar  feature  about  this 
bill  is  that  one  item  of  $580  represented 
cash  paid  the  city  of  Duluth  for  the 
care  of  six  smallpox  patients.  As  the 
county  authorities  figure  it,  thoy  would 
be  making  a  double  payment,  prac- 
tically, if  that  item  was  allowed,  as 
the  smallpox  cases  are  said  to  be  in- 
cluded in  the  expense  of  the  city  of 
Duluth. 

The  Proctor  claim  was  allowed  at 
$44.75   instead  of  $485.32. 

The  city  of  Ely  turned  in  a  claim 
of  $614.28  as  representing  one-half  of 
a  total  expense  of  $1,228.55,  which  the 
city  claims  to  have  had  in  the  care  of 
contagious  diseases.  This  claim  was 
allowed   at  $143. 

IJoth   Nur.s«»  and  Patient. 

In  the  Ely  schedule  of  expenses  there 
are  only  one  or  two  interesting  items. 
One  of  the  charges  was  $73..iO  for  the 
care  of  a  man  who  had  a  contagious 
disease,  and  who  required  the  services 
of  a  nurse.  The  itemized  bill  does  not 
.state  whether  the  man  was  a  pauper 
or  not,   but   the  city   pai  dhls   bill.

tioned is  another  of  $9^  iryfavor  of  the 
former  sick  man,  fc»  services  ren- 
dered as  a  nurse,  etc.lat  the  Lsolation 
hospital.  According  tp  the  statement 
the  city  of  Ely  paid  $73.50  for  taking 
care  of  the  fellow  wImi^  Jie  was  sick 
and  then  turned  arouipl  Jpd  paid  him 
$91  for  taking  care  ol  bfher.  patients 
instead  of  crediting  hn  ^ervices  on  a 
bill,  which,  under  the  Taw,  It  Is  claim- 
ed the  man  should  rightfully  have  paid 
!  himself,  instead  of  being  a  charge  on 
the  city.  ..^^j 

The  county  board  do(^;^t  propose  to 
see  the  taxpayers  stuck  on  any  such 
propositions.  .';'. 

It  is  probable  that  anH.ppeal  from  the 
disallowance  of  its  claim  may  be  tak- 
en by  the  city  of  Dulutki^ut  the  county 
authorities  insist  that  ♦hi'  c-fv  ■-^ffir-iTU 
mu.st  stick  to  the  letter,  of  the  law 
if  they  expect  to  get  a  draw  on  the 
county   treasury.  /»

Washington,  Sept.  13.— Uncle  Sam  is 
planning  to  distribute  homesteads  in 
Indian  reservations  of  the  West  to 
about  35.000  homeseekers  during  the 
next  year.  This  will  be  the  biggest 
distribution  he  has  ^lade  since  he 
threw  Oklahoma  open  to  settlement. 
The  land  to  be  opened  up  is  located  on 
eight  different  Indian  reservations, 
and  nearly  all  of  it  la  regarded  as  first 
class  for  farming  purfiowes.  While  the 
regulations  for  its  dlsp<>«al  are  only 
out  for  one  reservation  so  far  it  has 
been  decided  to  open  all  the  tracts 
by  the  lottery  system.  This  ha^  been 
tried  twice  by  the  g<'!fvernment  and 
works  admirably.  It  precludes  any 
trouble  over  contests  sfhd  apparently 
.satisfies  every'oody  wh6  secures  a  tick- 
et to  the  lottery  whether  he  is  lucky  or 
not.  A  loser  knows  he  had  a  fair 
show.

The  land  ha.s 
beer  appraised  and  the  r-^gulations  is- 
sued for  its  dl.spo.sal.  Homeseekers  will 
have  until  Oct.  7  to  file  applications 
for  lotlt-ry  tickets  in  the  big  drawing, 
which  will  take  place  at  Pierre  the 
following  week.  Each  applicant  must 
go  to  the  Pierre  land  district  and  make 
oath  on  his  ticket  that  he  is  entitled 
to  take  public  land  under  the  home- 
.«!tead  laws.  Th<n  if  he  Is  successful 
In  drawing  a  farm  he  must  pay  thj 
government  the  appraised  value  of  the 
l.md,  in  annual  installments.  The  value 
is   placed   at   from   $1.25   to   $4   an   acre. 

In  the  Couer  d'Alene  reservation  In 
Idaho  land  can  be  taken  under  the 
regular  homestead  laws  or  the  min- 
eral laws.  The  survey  of  this  land  i.s 
now  being  made.  When  completed,  the 
government  will  allot  the  Indians  their 
share  and  then  classify  and  apprai.se 
the  .«?urplus.  amounting  to  310.000  acre.q, 
and  order  the  lottery  hehj.  It  will  take 
about  a  year  to  do  this.  Settlers  wil! 
not  be  able  to  till  their  farms  there 
until    the   spring  of  19<|M 

Government  survoyok-|j  ire  now  at 
work  in  the  Colville  reservation  in 
Washington.  They  artrnt)t  only  re- 
quired to  divide  that  l.«|W^,900  acres  into 
farms  ranging  from  40  to  160  acres, 
but  must  also  lay  out '^Pfe'ral  govern- 
ment townsltes.  A  part  of  that  reser- 
vation will  be  under  irrigation.  The  ir- 
rigated farms  will  be  limited  to  forty 
acres.  The  others  wiH'-he^  full  home- 
.«»tead  size— 160  acres.  iThe  land  will 
all  l>e  classified  and  agpraLsed  as  Ir- 
rigable, grazing,  timber,  mineral  or 
arid.  It  will  take  fulf  a  year  for  the 
government  to  have  thlA'  reservation 
ready  for  .settlement,     -r: 

About  three-fourths  of  the  Flathead 
Indians  In  Montana  have'  been  allotted 
their  land,  and  the  Indlah  commission- 
er will  .soon  app<jint  appraisers  to  ap- 
praise the  l.OOO.tWO  acres  of  surplu.i 
land.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  gen- 
eral land  cfflce  to  classify  this  laud 
into  first  and  second  class  agricultural 
land,  timber,  mineral  and  grazing.  The 
survey  is  practically  completed.  It  is 
the  hope  of  the  officials  to  have  this 
reservation  thrown  open  early  enough 
next  year  to  enable  the  settlers  to  put 
in  a  crop.  However,  there  is  many  a 
slip  in  government  work,  and  the  open- 
ing may  be  deiayod  until  fall. 

It  is  estimated  by  the  Indian  bureau 
that  it  will  take  at  least  nine  months 
yet  to  complete  the  allotment  of  the 
Rosebud  land  to  Indian  children.  But  as 
r.oon  as  the  allotment  work  is  finally 
completed  the  835,000  acres  of  surplus 
lands  can  be  opened  to  settlement.  .S.^v- 
cral  government  townsltes  are  yet  to 
be  located  there. 

One  of  the  most  important  tracts  to 
be  opened  is  the  1.145.000  acres  at  Yak- 
ima, Wash.  This  will  be  disposed  of 
In  various  ways.  The  government  is 
constructing  an  irrigation  project  there 
to  cover  about  100,000  acres  of  land. 
The  Irrigated  tract  will  be  divided  in- 
to forty-acre  plats  and  disposed  of  as 
was  the  land  at  the  Huntley  project  in 
Montana  recentlj'.  The  settlers  must 
pay  the  government  back  the  amount 
of  money  it  put  into  the  irrigation  plant 
In  ten  years.  This  will  make  the  land 
cost  the  settlers  about  $80  an  acre,  but 
it  will  be  worth  three  time*  that  amount 
for  intensive  farming'  parp<:>ses.  It 
will  be  used  chiefly  for  sugar  beet  and 
alfalfa  culture.  The  (timber  land  on 
the  Y'aklma  reservatijiju  will  be  sold 
under  sealed  bids.  Alb  other  land,  ex- 
cept mineral,  will  go  under  the  home- 
stead act.  The  allotments  !and  schedu!-^ 
of  reserved  lands  ha\''e  'b«en  approved 
and  the  land  commisslqner  is  ready  to 
open  the  reservation  just  ^s  soon  as  the 
reclamation  project  i^^  completed.  In 
fact  the  opening  is  :betfig  held  back 
on  account  of  the  Irrigation  plant,  but 
the  government  officiais  h6pe  to  throw

cultivation  of  crops  next  year. 

Work  ha.s  progres.se'J  on  the  Lemhi. 
Id.,  reservation  sufficiently  to  justify 
the  land  office  in  announcing  that  that 
reaservation  will  no  doubt  be  opened  to 
settlement  this  fall.  This  will  provide 
homes  for  400  settlers,  there  being  64,- 

000  acres  in  the  tract.  The  Indian.s  on 
this  reservation  have  all  been  removed 
to  Fort  Hall  and  the  improvements 
of  the  land  only  are  to  be  appraised. 
The  appraisers  will  be  appointed  with- 
in a  few  weeks.  The  old  homestead  law 
will  govern  this  opening  and  people  will 
get  the  land  from  $1.25  to  $2.50  an 
acre. 

Surveyors  are   now   at    work   on    tho 
Blackfeet  reservation.    They  must  fir.st 
set  aside  allotments  for  the  Indians  and 
then   survey    the   surplus    500.000   acres, 
together    with     government    townsltes. 
The  government,  under  the  law,  has  the 
right    to    withdraw    part    of    this    land 
for    an    irrigation    project,    but    so    far ; 
there  is   no   di.«iposition   to   do  so.    Thoj 
work  of  allotlng  the  Indians  will  begin, 
this   fall    and   the   land   cannot   be   set- 
tled until  the  Indians  are  provided  for. 
The  officials  say  the  Blackfeet  opening  1 
will    be   the   last    to   take   place   of   the, 
eight  provided  for  by  congress,  and  that; 
final   settlement   may   be   delayed    until . 
the   spring  of  13<>9. 

"It  is  unfortunate  that  we  cannot  ar-  1 
range  to  have  all  these  openings  come] 
in  the  spring  of  the  year,"  said  the  i 
commis.<?ioner  of  the  general  land  of-  j 
flee.  "That  would  enable  the  settlers ' 
;to  put  in  a  crop  immediately.  To  open 
up  the  land  in  the  fall  means  that  the: 

1  settlers  must  take  in  enough  provisions, 
1  to  last  them  over  winter.     But  the  work  j 

is  of  such  a  character  and  varies  with ' 
each   reservation,   so  that     we     cannot 
conduct  spring  openings  every  time.    In 


fact,  fate  .seems  to  be  against  spring 
openings.  Most  of  them  come  in  the 
fall,  too  late  to  secure  crops  for  that 
year."

For  one-half  mill — Mayor  Cullum, 
Comptroller  McCormick  and  President 
Sang  of  the  board  of  public  works. 
The  1  mill  rate  was  finally  adopted 
unanimously. 

By  this  increase  in  levy,  the  bridges 
on  Grand  avenue,  which  were  recently 
inspected  by  the  mayor  and  others, 
may  be  repaired  and  placed  in  shape. 
which  will  permit  the  laying  of  double 
street  car  tracks  to  the  steel  plant. 

The  emergency  h4>Rpiital  for  the 
care  and  treatment  of  contagious  dis- 
eases is  also  provided  for  by  this 
levy. 

It  is  stated  that  Mayor  Cullum. 
Pre.s.ident  Sang,  Comptroller  McCor- 
niiick  and  Treasurer  Voss  were  in- 
clined to  think  a  raise  of  one-half 
a  mill  would  be  sufficient,  and  they 
voted  against  the  one  mill  raise,  but 
were  willing  to  endorse  a  raise  of 
one-half  a  mill.

By  Subjects  Instead  of 

Grades  is  Favored  by 

Teachers. 

New  York,  Sept.  13.— An  lnvef»tien- 
lion,  conducted  by  a  eonnmittee  of 
the  Brooklyn  Teachtrs'  association, 
ivport  otf  which  has  just  been  pub- 
iishtd,  shows  that  educators  through- 
out the  UnitetJ  States  favcvr  a  system 
<.f  promotion  by  subjects,  instead  of 
by  grades,  in  the  secondao*  schools. 
and  believe  that  a  liberal  education 
course  should  be  devised  to  take  fif- 
teen years  In  Its  compiletion,  instead 
of    sixteen    years,    as    at    pre.sen.t. 

It  is  likely  that  an  effort  will  be 
made  to  lay  th^e  matter  before  the 
National  Education  association  at  an 
early  meeting,  and  have  that  body 
take  official  action.  The  reforms 
suggested  would  mton  a  revolution 
of  the  s<.-hool  systems  throughout  the 
country. 

In  the  investigation  questions  were 
sent  to  educators  throughout  the 
country,  and  answers  were  received 
from  €60.  Every  state  and  territoi-y ' 
is  reprtsenttd  in  the  answers,  and 
also  Caiiatla,  Mexico.  Eng'land,  Scot- 
land, Russia,.  Turkey,  China  and 
Japan. 

The  first  question  was  as  to  pro- 
motion by  subjects.  The  second,  on 
a  course  of  liberal  education  to  ex- 
tend over  fifteen  years.

Advance  Became  Buoy- 
ant and  Close  Was 
Fairly  Steady. 


New  York,  Sept.  13.— The  disturbing  In- 
cidents of  yesterday  In  the  copper  trade 
retained  their  Influence  in  the  stock  mar- 
ket today  and  centered  on  Amalgamated 
Copper,  which  opened  wide,  the  flrst  3,503 
shares  of  that  stock  selling  simultaneous- 
ly at  60  and  59%  compared  to  61%  last 
night.  There  was  a  subsequent  rebound 
in  the  price  to  60%.  Missouri  Pacific  fell 
1%,  American  Smelting  1  and  New  York 
Central,  1;  Anaconda  and  Newhouse  Min- 
ing, %.  The  decline  in  the  general  list 
was  restrained,  opening  prices  showing 
a  mixture  of  gains  and  the  whole  list  go- 
ing upwards  afterwards  in  sympathy  with 
Amalgamated  Copper. 

The  recovery  carried  Reading  and 
Union  Pacific  %  bevond  yesterdays 
closing,  tne  latter  selling  ex-dividend. 
An  avalanche  of  long  stock  then  came 
out  in  the  coppers  and  American  Smelt- 
ing and  United  States  Steel  and  the 
whole  market  dropped  rapidly.  The 
railroads  as  a  rule  showed  a  fair  meas- 
ure of  resistance,  although  Reading  and 
Union  Pacific  were  sold  heavily.  A  let 
up  in  the  selling  left  a  brief  interval 
of  steadiness,  but  when  American 
Smelting  broke  anew  to  87%,  the  gen- 
eral market  again  weakened.  The  prin- 
cipal losses  were  American  Smelting, 
4;  Anaconda,  2%;  Manhattan.  2V4;  Na- 
tional Lead,  5;  Allls-Chalmers,  prefer- 
red, 1%;  Republic  Steel,  North  Amer- 
ican, U.  S.  Rubber,  1%;  Reading,  1%. 
St.  Louis  &  Southwestern,  preferred 
and  American  Car.  preferred,  exception- 
ally gained  1  and  1%.  respectively.  The 
market  rallied  slightly  and  became  dull 
at  the  end  of  the  hour. 

Prices  improved  steadily  after  midday, 
the  important  railroad  stocks  rising  to  a 
parity  with  yesterday's  closing  or  above. 
The  Hill  group  were  In  especial  demand. 
Great  Nortliern  preferred  gaining  1%  and 
Northern  Pacific  1%.  Amalgamated  Cop- 
per recovered  2%  of  the  forenoon  losa 
and  American  Smelting  3%.  Sugar  was 
bid  up  2  points   to  112%. 

In  the  afternoon  market  there  was  as 
large  an  advance  as  there  had  been  de- 
cline in  the  forenoon.

It  is  alleged  that  a*  the  beginning 
of  the  last  year  of  Lyngstad'a  term  of 
office  he  had  In  his  possession  $1,597.72 
of  the  district's  funds,  •which  amount 
was  during  the  year  lncrea.sed  by  other 
moneys  to  bring  the  total  up  to  $3,704.4.T 
It  Is  alleged  that  only  $1,739.53  was  paid 
out  on  district  orders  the  last  year  and 
that  Lyngstad  has.  or  should  have  In 
his  possession  $1,964.53  belonging  to  the 
district.

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BUILDING  FALLS; 
THREE  KILLED 

Old  Structure  in  Cincin- 
nati Collapses  With- 
out Warning. 

Cincinnati,  .Sept.  14. — Two  unknown 
men  and  one  woman  were  killed  .ind 
a  dozen  others  narrowly  escaped 
death  in  the  collapse  of  the  I>ohan 
.Shoe  company's  four-story  building 
on  Central  avenue,  near  the  Sixth 
street  market,  today.  Tiie  building 
was  one  of  the  oldest  in  the  retail 
section  of  the  oity,  and  was  under- 
going repairs,  a-*  new  front  l>eing 
added  and  other  improvements  made. 

Shortly  before  noon,  after  a  warn- 
ing rumble,  the  front  of  the  building 
fell  forward  Into  the  stn^et,  leaving 
only  the  rear  section  standing.  An 
unknown  man,  passing  on  the  side- 
walk, was  stricken  down,  being  dead 
when  reached,  while  an  elderly  wom- 
an, within  three  feet  of  him,  was  un- 
injured. 

A  second  man,  apparently  a  laborer, 
was  found  dead  in  the  ruins,  as  was 
Mrs.  Mary  Daley,  who  lived  on  the 
.second  floor.  Of  the  seven  workmen  in 
the  building,  three  were  reported  miss- 
ing, but  all  were  later  found  unhurt.  A 
number  of  women  in  the  apartments 
that  occupied  the  upper  floors  were  in 
their  kitchens  preparing  the  midday 
meal  and  to  this  fact  they  owed  their 
escape.  The  busy  Sixth  street  market 
was  thrown  into  a  panic  when  the  . 
building  fell,  but  fortunately  no  one 
was   injured   in    the   crash.

NEWSPAPERJVRECKED. 

Office  of  Joplin  News-Herald  Blown  Up 
by  Dynamite. 

Joplin,  Mo.,  Sept.  14.— Dynamite  last 
night  wrecked  the  press  room  and 
composing  room  of  the  Joplin  News- 
Herald,  an  afternoon  Republican  news- 
paper, which  had  been  conducting  ar 
crusade  against  the  city  council  and 
police  department.

wheat  the  coming  twelve  months  than 
we  have  had  in  this  country  in  the  la-st 
six  years,  not  even  excepting  the  rust 
year.  It  will  not  be  surprising  to  see 
wheat  in  the  primary  markets  of  Du- 
luth and  Minneapolis  sell  as  high  as 
$1  25  and  on  the  other  hand,  sharp

NEGRO  NOT  DYING 
OUT  IN  SOUTH 

According  to  Inquiry  by 
Illinois  Central  Rail- 
road Officers. 

Chicago.  Sept.  14. — From  recent  In- 
vestigations made  by  officers  of  the 
Illinois  Central  railroad  the  theory  that 
the  negro  is  dying  out  in  the  riouth'is 
combatted  wjih  figures.  The  general 
immigration  agent  of  this  company  has 
just  made  a  thorough  tour  of  thirteen 
counties  in  the  Yazoo,  Mississippi,  val- 
ley and  he  reports  interesting  increases 
in  the  negro  as  well  as  the  white  p<jp- 
ulation.  The  figures  show  that  the  ne- 
gro population  in  the  district  has  in- 
creased 62  per  cent  in  seven  years  and 
the  white  population  has  Increased  70 
per  cent.  The  negro  population  in  1900 
was  240,417  and  In  19«r7  was  388,369.  The 
white  population,  seven  years  ago,  was 
88,738  and.  is  now  151,717.  While  this 
sltows  almost  twice  as  many  negroes 
as  whites  the  percentiagft  of  increase 
with  the  blacks  Is  less  than  with  the 
whites,  but  shows  no  indication  of  the 
former  dying  out.  Following  is  a  re- 
capitulation of  the  report: 

Increase  in  white  population  since 
1900,  62,879;  increase  in  colored  pop- 
ulation since  1900.  147,952,  number  of 
acres  of  land  cleared  since  1900,  304,- 
748;  Increase  in  a.sse.ss6d  valuation  of 
cleared  land  since  1900,  $7,834,218; 
increase  in  assessed  valuation  of  un- 
cleared land  .since  1$>00.  $:5,063.924; 
number  of  acres  .sold  northern  parties 
.since  1000.  5  90.000;  number  of  white 
families  located  in  that  territory  since 
1900.    1,700. 

The  special  represeiJtitive  of  the  Il- 
linois Central,  who  wenrftito  this  mat- 
ter, gathered  his  stati.mics  from  the 
chancery  clerks  of  the  respective  coun- 
ties and  from  other  reliable  sources, 
no  estimates  of  real  estate  agents  be- 
ing tak^'n.

The  grained  skins  have  to  be  kept  in 
the  smoke  for  three  or  four  days,  and 
after  this  the  skins  will  always  remain 
the  same,  even  after  wet,  which  does 
not  belong  to  the  dressed  skins  in 
civilized    countries.

CHASING  ANTELOPE. 

Kansas  City  Journal:  W.  E.  Halsell 
and  family  of  Vlnita.  I.  T..  last  night 
returned  to  Kansas  City  after  an  out- 
ing on  their  ranch  in  Lamb  and  Castro 
counties  in   the  Texas  Panhandle. 

"Our  principal  amusement  at  the 
ranch  was  chasing  antelop  In  the  mo- 
tor car,"  said  Mr.  Halsell.  "When  I 
first  purchased  the  Panhandle  ranch 
there  were  at  least  500  antelope  there. 
The  law  forbids  killing  antelope,  but 
we  t:sed  to  chase  them  just  the  same, 
for  sport.  Last  week  I  went  out  with 
my  two  daughters  In  the  motor  car 
and   we   sighted   a  drove   of  eighteen. 

"In  an  auto  we  could  get  within  fifty 
yards  of  the  antelope  easily.  The 
ranch  is  covered  with  short  grass  and 
we  can  run  right  across  the  prairie.  It 
is  dangerous,  of  course,  for  at  any 
time  we  might  have  dropped  into  a 
shallow  depression  deep  enough,  how- 
ever, to  wreck  an  automobile  going 
fifty  or  sixty  miles  an  hour.

I  St.  Louis  Globe-Democrat:  "I  saw 
ia  sight  in  the  country  the  other  day," 
;  said  an  old  Kentuckian,  now  visiting 
:  in  St.  Louis,  "that  recalled  a  good 
i  many  memories  of  the  tot>acco  fields  of 
I  my  na'tive  state. 

j  "You  know  wherever  tobacco  is  grown 
I  tobacco  worms  appear  as  though  by 
I  magic.  If  let  alone  they  speedily  de- 
I  stroy  the  entire  crop,  so  large  share  of 
the  attention  required  by  a  tobacco 
I  field  consisted  In  getting  rid  of  the 
!  worms.  During  slavery  days  every  to- 
i  t>acco  plantation  had  a  swarm  of  little 
darkies  whose  duty  it  was  to  parade 
.'  along  the  rows  of  plants  every  day 
I  and  pick  off  the  worms.  Sometimes 
,  the  pickers  were  provided  with  little  tin 
i  buckets,  old  oyster  cans  or  things  like 
j  that  into  which  they  would  put  their 
worms,  and  the  one  whose  can  was 
I  fullest  at  the  end  of  the  day's  work 
was  rewarded  with  a  small  gratuity. 
I  "After  the  war,  however,  colored  boys 
i  and  girls  preferred  going  to  school  to 
I  picking  tobacco  worms,  so  it  was  hard 
I  to  find  pickers. 

I  "Then  some  one  discovered  that  turk- 
\  eys  would  do  the  work,  and  every  to- 
'  hacco  grower  raised  each  .=eason  a  big 
■  flock  of  turkeys  and  turned  them  loos? 
'  in  his  fields  to  catch  the  worms.  They 
:  soon  learned  what  they  were  there  for 
and  that  the  best  part  of  their  daily 
i  provender  vva.s  to  be  found  on  the 
i  leaves  rather  than  on  the  ground.  They 
I  would  examine  every  leaf  and  not  a 
I  worm    escaped    them. 

"The  St.  Louis  county  farmer  had  a 
I  patch  of  tobacco,  for  his  own  use.  I 
suppose,  and  he  also  knew  the  trick  of 
keeping  the  plants  clean,  for  there  was 
a  squad  of  half-grown  turkeys,  with 
an  old  gobbler  and  three  or  four  hens 
leading  the  procession,  marching  up

Judge  Decides  Against 

Women  Suing  for  Land 

Allotments. 

In  the  United  Stales  court  a  decree 
was  filed  this  morning  by  Judge  Mor- 
ris in  the  case  of  Julia  B.  Oakes,  Jane 
j  B.  Jones,  Jane  Andrews  and  Cornelia 
I  VanEtten  Bent  against  the  United 
States  of  America  in  favor  of  the  gov- 
ernment. 

This  was  one  of  the  allotment  cases 
instituted  by  alleged  Indians  of  the 
White  Earth  reservation.  They  claimed 
that  they  were  entitled  to  certain  al- 
lotments of  land  on  the  reservation 
and  wanted  to  force  the-government 
to  award  what  they  considered  their 
share. 

The  government  claimed  that  al- 
though the  plaintiffs  might  be  Indians 
or  have  Indian  blood  they  had  Uvea 
apart  from  the  reservation  and  had 
not  maintained  the  tribal  relations  and 
therefore  were  not  entitled  to  the  al- 
lotments. 

The  court  In  the  decree  maintained 
that  the  claim  of  the  government  was 
correct  and  the  Indian  women  have 
lost  out.  The  attorney  representing 
them  has  filed  an  exception  to  the  de- 
cision   and    will    probably    .  ppeal    tbe 


case.

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Large  Hats  the  Thing- 
Mushroom  Shapes  On 
the  Decline-The  Slight- 
ly Roiled  Brim  -  Craze 
for   Fancy  Feathers  - 

'  Flowers  Revived  -  Fa- 
vorite Colors. 

There  wns  no  pBcaplng  the  eccentric  hat 
this  siiniuier.  One  almp'y  had  to  wear 
a  monstronjlty  or  go  hatless.  And  so  the 
mft.loiity  of  us  accepted  the  conditions 
with  what  grace  we  could  muster,  end 
donned  a  huge  mushrfHira  or  cloche 
•bape  of  Ptartling  proportions,  like  every 
Other  Fluffy  Ruffes  on  the  Avenue,  and 
Imagined  ourselves  attractive,  or  at  any 
rate  stylish. 

Now  com<-9  Fall,  and  presto!  change. 
We  may  again  be  hatted  hecoinlngly  and 
•anely  without  losing  caste  In  the  world 
of  fashion.  There  Is  a  variety  In  the  fall 
hats,— shapes  that  turn  up  here  and 
■bapes  that  turn  down  there,  and  shapes 
that  turn  neither  np  .nor  down:  wMch 
all  means  that  various  faces  and  figures 
may  readily  be  suited  In  millinery  mat- 
te i-s. 

We  may  classify  nil  the  dressier  hats  In 
one^generally  sweeping  terra  of  "large." 
There  are,  to  be  sure,  some  small  hats, 
but  they  are  the  ex(  eptlon  that  serve  to 
point  the  rule.  Beyond  this  one  general 
classification   there   Is   Infinite   variety. 

The  mushroom  shapes  have  by  no  means 
died  out  w'.th  the  siimmer,  but  the  fall 
variety  are  more  modest  In  their  pro- 
portions than  their  summer  ancestors. 
There  Is  a  sloping  brim  shape  that  dips 
sharply  In  a  point  In  front,  and  which 
La.s  a  Foft  tam  crown.  This  Is  not  really 
new,  for  something  verj-  like  It  was  worn 
by  a  few  excltisivcB  In  the  late  summer; 
nevertheless  It  Is  worthy  of  classification 
among   the   fall   favorites. 

But  the  h:it  who.se  brim  turns  up  l8 
the  new  thing.  The  turn  often  Is  directly 
tn  front.  Again  It  Is  at  the  left  side: 
■till  again,  directly  In  the  bacls.  this 
latter  being  the  smartest  of  all.  The  turc 
does  not  bring  the  brim  up  against  the 
crown,  l>ut  Is  a  -turn  of  only  the  very 
outer  edge  of  the  brim,  a  matter  of  say 
two  Inches.  Straight  brims  are  again  in 
favor,  and  any  uuniiier  of  new  picture 
hats  of  the  Rembrandt  type,  and  there 
are  smart  small  toques  and  turbans, 
these  depending  on  the  novelty  of  their 
trimmings  for  their  tbnrm. 

Feit  and  velvet  will,  be  about  equally 
popular  this  winter  as  material  for  tlie 
dressier  hats.  Then  there  are  various 
beavers,  aud  the  rich  uncut  velvets  that 
look  to  the  uninitiated  like  corded  silks. 
A  new  i>oiut  is  the  deep  two  Inch  lilnding 
noticed  oc  many  of  the  new  models. 
Sometimes  this  binding  Is  but  an  Inch 
wide  on  the  lower  brim,  and  again  it 
Is  equal    width   upper  and    lower  side. 

Another  characteristic  of  the  fall  mil- 
linery is  the  extensive  and  very  general 
use  of  fancy  feathers.  The  hats  are  & 
perfect  riot  of  them.  Cassoway,  gouras 
aud  frost  feathers,  and  a  score  of  styles 
impossible  to  classify,  may  be  noted  by 
the  most  casual  glance  Into  any  of  the 
■mart  millinery  shops.  Most  of  these 
feathers  can  be  worn  by  the  conscleatl- 
ouB  without  qualm  since  they  are  frankly 
of  the  "uiade"  variety.  Whole  feather 
crowns  are  seen,  and  crowns  covered 
and  the  feathers  trailing  down  on  the 
shoulders  in  the  back.  Not  so  much  os- 
trich Is  nott-d  as  for  several  seasons  past. 
Its  place  lieing  taken  by  these  fancy 
feathers. 

There  is  a  revival  in  the_  use  of  hand- 
some flowers  this  winter.  The  black  vel- 
vet hat  w.th  wreath  of  roses  In  shades 
of  pink  !.nd  red  is  again  welcomed  In  by 
the  scores  of  women  who  know  ful:  well 
that  It  Is  both  becoming  and  economical. 
Morning  glories,  in  all  their  rich  shades 
of  purple  iiiid  lilue  and  the  reddish  pe- 
tunia   tints;    chrysanthemums,   asters   and 


the  Iris;  In  fact  most  of  the  large  flowers 
will  find  representation  In  the  dressy 
fall  hats.  RIblions  are  seen  In  abundance, 
wide  soft  scarfs  of  them.  Buckles  and 
on.ameiits  of  all  kinds  are  used  with  a 
lavish   hand. 

The  black  velvet  with  n  touch  of  color 
Is  very  popular,  as  noted  above.  Purple 
In  all  Its  tones  and  variations  of  violet 
and  eggplant  and  mauve  are  right  to  the 
fore  in  millinery.  Bronse  greens  and 
brilliant  Emerald  greens  arc  used,  the 
latter  more  as  a  trimming  than  for  the 
whole  hat.  There  are  brown  hats  and 
dull  smoked  grey  hats  that  match  cos- 
tumes: these  being  especialiy  good  with 
the  striped  broadcloths  that  usually  In- 
clude for  their  body  color  either  grey  or 
brown.  / 

There  certainly  should  be  no  great  dif- 
ficulty In  selecting  a  becoming  hat  this 
season  from  the  variety  shown;  It  is 
well  to  remember,  however,  that  the 
matter  of  the  hat  Is  a  serious  one  and 
can  mak?  or  mar  the  general  good  ap- 
pearance of  a  toilette.  Its  selection  should 
be  given  due  time  and  deliberation. 

One    Way     of     Trlniinln«     the     Hlsh 
CroTrn    Shape. 

One  of  the  new  ways  of  using  ribbon 
in  mllllDery  Is  shown  In  this  lllustratiou. 
The  wide  soft  satin  riblions  are  folded 
Into  pleats  and  looped,  the  pleated  loops 
being  treated  exactly  as  thougli  they  were 
one  breadth  of  rlbt-on.  The  effect  of  a 
handsome  rlbb<fl!  used  In  this  way  Is  ex 
tremeJy  rich.  In  the  particular  hat  we 
show  here  the  color  Is  blue  and  the  ribl>oa 
used  "Is  three  shades  of  blue.  The  hat  Is 
a  high  crown  shape  with  a  brim  of  medium 
breadth  silghtly  rolled  to  the  left.  The 
ribbon  trimming  is  placed  In  front  and 
reaches  quite  to  the  top  of  the  high  crown, 
the  lighter  tone  of  the  blue  being  placed 
at  the  hat  brim.  There  Is  •«  cluster  of 
thiee  fiili  and  rather  short  ostrich  tips — 
these  In  the  medium  tone  of  blue.  A 
bandeau  Is  nccess-nry  to  adjust  this  hat 
properly  to  the  bead,  and  It  Is  rather  a 
shallow  one.     There  la  a  flat   ribbon  bow 


made    from    the    pleated    ribbon    loops,    on 
the  bandeau. 
Moire    Silk    Hnta    Are    n    NoTelty. 

Some  of  the  smartest  of  the  fall  hats 
are  covered  with  heavy  moire  silks.  These 
silks  are  In  tones  that  harmonize  with  the 
leading  color  of  the  costume  the  bSt  Is  to 
be  worn  with.  The  high  crown  and  rather 
straight  brim  shape  here  Illustrated  is 
covered  with  a  brown  moire,  and  trimmed 
with  a  wide  cr\ibbed  scarf  of  the  mdre, 
which  ends  In  a  broad  bow  In  front  In 
the  centre  of  this  is  set  a  fancy  feather 
the  coloring  In  shades  of  brown  with  tips 
of  dull  blue.  This  hat  would  be  excellent 
Vlth  any  matching  brown  costume  or  with 
any  of  the  new  fancy  striped  broadcloths 
or  sklbo  serges  li>  combination  of  brown 
and  blue. 

The,  Extreme    Side    Roll. 

An  excellent  example  of  the  turlied  up 
brim  Is  here  Illustrated.  The  bat  Is  a 
seinl-dress  affair  of  deep  champagne  col- 
ored felt  finished  with  black  velvet  and 
the  brim  edges  bound  with  a  black  gros- 
graln  ribbon  somewhat  In  tailored  effect. 
The  crown  is  rather  ^igh  and  the  brim 
towards  Its  outer  edge  is  rolled  up  smartly 
and  gracefully  at  the  left  side,  the  turn 
extending  well  towards  the  front.  The 
hat  Is  worn  quite  far  back  on  the  bead. 
About  the  crown  Is  a  broad  band  of  black 
velvet  finished  on  the  right  side  with  a 
large  flat  bow,  and  at  the  left  there  Is  a 
huge  plume  cockade  of  cooue  feathers, 
from  the  centre  of  which  springs  a  full 
b'unih  of  Paradise  plumes.  There  Is  a 
jaunty  air  about  this  hat  that  Is  extremely 
becoming  to  a  certain  type  of  face.

Green  Soar  Piolclea.— fse  a  cupful  of 
salt  to  a  peck  of  whole  cucumbers  or 
green  tomatoes,  sliced.  Put  In  layer  in 
stone  jars,  with  the  salt,  cover  with  cold 
water  and  let  stand  ovA-  night.  Drain  off 
the  brine  in  the  morning,  scald  and  again 
pour  ever  the  vegetables.  Let  stand  a 
second  time  and  drain.

A  fashion  anthortty  tells  us  that  we 
may  be  well  dressed  this  season  In  three 
tailor-made  snits,  — a  short  practical  one 
of  serge  or  cheviot  for  mornings,  a  some- 
what dressier  suit  of  plain  or  striped 
broadcloth  for  afternoon,  and  a  simple 
coat  and  skirt  style  for  luncheons  and  the 
like.  Of  course  this  does  not  <ako  Into 
consideration  evening  parties  and  such 
affairs,  but  It  Is  really  a  statement  that 
contains  much  truth.  There  will  be  a 
p'.enty  of  women  this  winter  who  will 
depend  on  tnllor-mnde  suits  for  almost 
all  their  public  appearances. 

With  the  very  marked  prominence  the 
tailor-made  Is  receiving  this  year  It 
behooves  women  to  know  something  of  Its 
proper  care.  It  Is  by  no  means  enough 
to  go  to  a  smart  custom  tailor  and  order 
a  suit  at  anywhere  from  ys.'i.iX)  to  1200.00, 
or  p.itronlie  some  of  the  shops  that  carry 
the  effective,  though  less  expensive,  tnll- 
or-mades  that  range  from  $25.00  to 
175.00  In  price.  Either  one  of  thcso 
methods,  according  to  one's  purse,  Is  a 
good  start  towards  one's  smart  winter  ap- 
pearance, but  It  is  only  the  beginning. 

First  remember  that  the  tailored  suit 
for  the  street  should  \>e  worn  only  on  the 
Etreet.  If  you  would  be  well  dressed  and 
get  suitable  service  from  your  tailored 
suit,  make  a  point  of  removing  It  as  soon 
as  you  reach  your  home.  A  tailored  suit 
should  never  be  lounged  la.  There  are 
endless    bargains    In    attractive    materials 


that  may  be  made  up  into  little  house 
gowns  at  comparatively  ilttle  expense, 
xind  It  Is  these  frocks  you  should 
wear  Indoors  and  not  your  very  best 
tailored  suit,  which  should,  and  will  with 
care,  go  through  a  twelve  months'  s.at- 
Isfactory  service.  It  Is  better  to  spend 
$40  for  a  tailored  suit  and  reserve  $10.00 
or  $15.00  for  Its  care  during  the  season 
than  to  spend  i..'55.00  ot^  the  Initial  pur- 
pose and  let  the  suit  take  care  of  itself, 
once  It  Is  bought.  Do  not  attempt  to 
press  your  tailored  suit  yourself.  It  re- 
quires a  competent  tailor  to  successfully 
press  a  cloth  gown.  The  heavy  £rons  that 
they  use  mold  the  garment  Into  shape  In 
a  way  that  no  ordinary  flntiron  In  the 
hands  of  a  woman  of  ordinary  strength 
can  do.  Don't  trust  a  coat  to  a  tailor 
who  is  not  experienced  In  pressing  wom- 
en's coats.  If  you  do,  you  may  find  that 
the  perfect  fit  of  your  garment  Is  spoiled 
In    the    pressing. 

Even  the  short  skirts  of  this  season 
should  be  protected  with  a  dress  braid 
If  this  Is  whipped  on  by  hand,  leaving  a 
narrow  eighth  of  an  Inch  edge  extending 
below  the  hem,  it  protects  the  skirt  hem 
and  may  be  readily  replaced  at  home 
with  a  few  hours  work. 

Do  not  hang  the  skirt  of  your  tailored 
suit  on  a  coat  hanger.  Get  the  ilt/le 
wooden  trouser  bangers  that  may  be  had 
in  the  5  and  10  cent  stores,  and  clip 
these  on   to  double  skirt   belt.    They    will 


hold  the  skirt  In  place  without  sagging 
and  will  do  away  with  the  stretching  on 
the  hip  line  made  by  using  a  coat  hanger 
for  skirts.  Of  course  coats  should  always 
be  hung  on  a  hanger  uud  never  by  the 
aiteve   hole   or   a   loop. 

Many  of  the  coats  of  this  season  are 
lined  In  dark  and  medium  colored  silks 
and  satins.  This,  In  a  measure,  obviates 
one  of  the  little  difficulties  to  suit  fresh- 
ness Ihat  we  have  had  for  many  a  sea- 
son,—tliat  Is,  the  soiling  of  the  light 
colored  lining  at  the  collar.  Where  a 
coat  Is  lined  with  a  light  colored  silk  or 
satin,  a  little  chloroform  or  benslne 
spouged  on  will  remove  any  slight  soiling 
without  having  the  entire  garment 
cleaned. 

Coats  provided  with  pockets  get  otit  of 
shape  qnbker  than  the  pocketless  variety, 
because  one  usee  the  pockets  more  or 
less,  If  only  to  "pose."  The  number  of 
times  a  suit  must  be  pressed  during  the 
season  depends,  of  course,  upon  the 
amount  and  character  of  the  service  re- 
quired of  !t.  If  you  are  caught  in  a 
shower,  or  out  on  a  particularly  damp 
day,  you  may  be  sure  that  your  suit  will 
need  a  trip  to  the  tailor  to  restore  Its 
new  look.  It  Isn't  that  a  suit  wears  out 
usually,  but  that  It  suffers  from  neglect 
Buy  your  fall  tailor-made  with  the  reso- 
lution that  you  will  not  only  select  It 
carefully,  but  care  for  it  well  once  you 
have   it

The  topical  nnmmer  iflrl  might  welt 
be  mistaken  for  a  veiled  woman  of  the 
East,  so  completely  is  her  head  swathed 
in  tulle  and  chiffon.  The  days  when  one 
courted  tan  ore  past.  It  is  not  only  ths 
immediate  effects  that  are  dlsiapreeable^ 
but  the  lasting  Injury  to  the  delicate  skla 
caused  by  too  long  exposure  to  wind  and 
sun.  The  ounce  of  prevention  Is  worth 
for  more  than  the  pound  of  cure  wberft 
the  skin  Is  concerned.  Women  of  fa.<shlo& 
are  growing  more  and  more  partlcuuar 
about  their  comple.vlons  every  year.  Paint 
and  powder  are  largely  superseded  by 
careful  treatn;ent  and  sklllfiil  massage. 
At  least  two  veils  are  considered  neces- 
sary on  any  sort  of  outdoor  jaunts.  On* 
of  very  simple  thread  diamond  mesh,  or 
mesh  with  a  tiny  chenille  dot,  is  pinned 
over  the  hat,  the  upper  part  of  the  end* 
caught  with  0  clasp  or  pin  on  the  back 
of  the  hat  brim,  and  the  lower  ends  fa*- 
lened  Into  the  hair  Just  below  the  biim. 
This  Is  the  veil  that  holds  the  hair  is 
place  and  keeps  the  appearance  trim  and 
"finished."  Then  for  all  drives  and  boat- 
ing, and  outings  generally,  everything  la 
fact  save  the  briefest  town  trips  fron> 
house  to  house,  one  adjusts  a  chiffon  veil 
to  hang  stralgM  down  from  the  hat  brim, 
catching  the  upper  ends  only  on  the  brlnr 
in  the  back  with  o  veil  pin.  The  accepted 
fashionable  length  for  this  chiffon  veil  is 
a  yard  aud  a  h.tlf.  It  Is  termed  the 
Newjiort  veil,  from  the  fact  that  this 
particular  form  of  adjustment  was  first 
introduced  by   the  smart   set  at  Newport, 

The  polor  of  veils  Is  a  matter  of  nice 
moment.  Phyt-Ulans  tell  us  that  for  ac- 
tual protection  from  sunburn  the  red  veil 
Is  the  best  but  it  is  doubtful  whether 
even  the  mc-st  pearly  skinned  womaO 
would  care  to  risk  the  attention  u  rwd 
veil  would  surely  draw,  or  the  unbecom- 
ing effect  It  is  bound  to  produce.  Ne«t 
to  the  red  veil  it  le  said  that  the  brown 
is  the  best  protectJou  for  the  skin.  The 
black  veil  should  always  be  avoided  dur- 
ing the  summer,  since  It  abeori^s  the  color 
rays,  and  likewise  the  heat  rays.  White 
veils  are  attractive  and  far  more  suited 
to  the  delicate  summer  costumes  than 
the  heavier  looking  brown   veils. 

Scarfs  are  to  lie  vaMdr  important 
In  the  full  fashions.  These  were  Intro- 
duced last  year  In  Paris,  and  their  use 
Is  now  almost  universal  there.

The  first  was 
becoming  a  power  In  finance  when 
Cleveland  began  his  first  term  in 
1885,  and  the  second  had  been  at  the 
Century's  head  for  four  years,  but 
the  third,  who  later  was  to  be  the 
youngest  college  president  in  the  land, 
had  been  free  from  the  university 
only  a  year  or  so  and  had  hardly 
begun    to    find    hdmself. 

In  more  ways  than  one,  although 
entirely  unacquainted  with  him  when 
a  White  House  occupant,  Finley  Is 
now  closer  to  the  former  chief  ex- 
ecutive than  any  other  man.  For 
some  years  they  were  neighbors  at 
Prlneton— In  fact,  Finley  lived  In 
one  of  Cleveland's  two  Prlneton 
houses  for  some  time — and  each  sum- 
mer they  are  neighbors  now,  since 
the  Cleveland  and  Finley  farms  in 
New  Hampshire  are  loca,ted  on  Die 
two  sides  of  the  same  line  fence. 

Dr.  Finley  and  the  former  presidtint 
may  have  met  before  1900,  but  their 
cloBC  acquaintance  began  in  that 
year,  soon  after  F*inley  waa  appointed 
to  the  chair  of  politics  on  the 
Princeton  faculty.  Naturally  Cleve- 
land was  Interested  in  the  chair  of 
politics,  which  was  an  innovation 
decidedly,  no  university  ever  hav- 
ing had  a  professor  of  politicB  be- 
fore; and  naturally  he  waa  Inter- 
ested, also,  in  the  personality  of  the 
new  professor,  then  only  37,  and  a 
year  more  than  a  quarter  century 
ni«    Junior. 

Now,  Princeton  Is  a  university 
town,  strictly.  It  has  no  industries 
not  depe-nding,  directly  or  indirectly, 
upon  the  big  sciiool.  There  are  no 
factories  there;  no  steej  mills,  no 
sweat  shops,  no  big  store-s.  The 
population  is  made  up  of  the  profes- 
sors, the  students  and  those  who 
cater  to  their  wants,  with  a  few 
who  have  retired  from  active  lif€,  as 
Clevel.ind  has  from  the  presidency, 
and  a  few  others  from  the  farm. 
From  a  busine.'is  point  of  view  it  is 
not  a  lively  place,  and  its  population 
Is  practically  stationary.  New  houses. 
In  Princeton  are  a  rarity,  and,  when 
Finley  began  to  look  for  a  place  to 
live  in,  he  was  dlt^mayed  to  find  that 
there  wasn't  a  vacant  house  in  the 
village. 

Cleveland  heard  of  this  situation 
about  as  soon  as  any  one  else,  and 
his  interest  in  the  chair  and  its  pros- 
pective inci^mbent  prompted  him  to  oi- 
fer  a  solution  of  the  difficulty.  The 
property  on  which  his  own  home 
stood  was  larger  than  was  necessary; 
In  fact,  It  was  quite  big  enough  for 
another  house;  his  plan  was  to  build 
a  new  house  especially  for  the  young 
professor.  This  pleased  everybody, 
especially  the  university  authorities, 
and  Finley  most  of  all;  so  as  soon  as 
the  house  could  be  put  up  he  moved 
In  and  remained  the  former  president's 
tenant  until  called  to  the  metropolis 
to  serve  a.<=  president  of  the  College  of 
the  City  of  New  York.  It  was  a  natural 
sequence  that  a  strong  intimacy  should 
spring    dp    between    them. 

Finley  "worked  on  the  farm"  until 
he  managed  to  get  to  Knox  college  at 
Galesburg,  111.,  where  he  was  gradu- 
ated in  1887,  while  yet  Cleveland's 
first  term  had  a  year  to  run.  The 
young  man  had  to  work  hard  to  get 
himself  through;  he  devoted  most  of 
his  summer  vacations  to  earning 
money  for  his  winter  expenses,  and, 
one  day  \Nhen  he  was  to  take  a  stiff 
examination  in  some  branch  of  ma- 
thematics, he  put  in  part  of  the  morn- 
ing "plowing"  corn,  walked  eight 
miles  after  luncheon  to  the  place  of 
examination,  spent  two  or  three  hours 
wrestling  with  the  problems  that  had 
been  framed  to  test  him,  and  then 
walked  home  again  "In  the  shank  of 
the   evening." 

He  is  a  versatile  man.  After  serving 
the  New  York  State  Charitis  Aid  as- 
sociation as  secretary  for  a  while  he 
achieved  the  presidency  of  Knox,  his 
alma  rnater,  in  1892,  when  only  29, 
and  held  the  post  seven  years.  Since 
then  he  has  edited  several  periodicals, 
written  a  book  on  taxation  (in  colla- 
Tooratlon  with  Richard  T.  Ely),  and 
traveled  over  a  good  part  of  the  world. 
In   addition    to  his   educational   work. 

Also,  like  Richard  Watson  Gilder,  he 
has  written  some  poetry,  and  pretty 
g-ood  poetry  at  that.  He  is  a  good 
speaker,  too,  equally  happy  on  the 
platform  and  as  a  post-prandial  ora- 
tor. 

I'levohmd's  Yacht.«jnan  I-Yieml. 

Dr.  Finley  has  one  characteristic  In 
common  with  the  other  two  of  the 
former  president's  best  known  friends. 
Hf  is  a  devoted  fisherman,  although 
none  of  the  three  can  catch  as  many 
bass  in  a  day  as  Cleveland  can. 

Finley  is  the  only  college  man  of  the 
three.  Like  Cleveland,  the  other  two 
have  had  to  worry  along  "without  a 
degree."  Benedict  is  a  native  of  West- 
chester county,  just  beyond  the  limits 
of  the  present  Greater  New  York, 
where  he  was  born  thirty  years  before 
Commodore  V^nderbiit  abandoned 
Bteamboating  for  railroading.  Benedict 
began  as  a  clerk  in  a  stock  broker's 
office,  and  his  business  headquarters 
has  been  In  Wall  Street  and  Its  vi- 
cinity for  half  a  century  or  mor^  but 
he  has  long  lived  in  Connecticut, 
where  for  years  he  was  a  real  power 
In  state  politics.  That  power  exists 
no  longer,  but  his  home  on  the  Sound, 
near  Greenwich,  is  one  of  the  Nutmeg 
state's  greatest  show  places.  It  is  built 
so  close  to  the  shore  that  It  seems  al- 
most to  rl.se  directly  out  of  the  water. 
It  stands  on  the  site  of  the  old  Indian 
Harbor  hotel,  which,  in  its  turn,  stood 
on  the  site  of  the  American  club,  built 
by  Tweed  nearly  forty  years  ago  as  a 
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retreat  at  certain  times  for  himself 
and  his  fellowes  in  politics.  Benedict's 
house  is  one  of  the  handsomest  in  the 
country,  and  he  is  proud  of  it  and 
the  money  it  cost  him. 

Benedict  was  a  close  friend  of  Edwin 
Booth  in  the  days  of  that  tragedian, 
making  his  acquaintance  through  Jo- 
seph Jefferson.  Booth  and  Benedict 
had  houses  near  together  at  Green- 
wich. Benedict  prospered,  bought  a 
steam  yacht,  and,  under  the  influence 
of  Jefferson,  bought  a  summer  place 
near  his  on  the  shore  of  Buzzard's  bay. 
Cleveland  already  owned  his  famous 
home  there,  and  Jefferson  brought  the 
former  president  and  the  banker  to- 
gether. This  was  in  1«99,  after  the  ex- 
piration of  Cleveland's  first  term. 

On  general  principles,  they  say, 
Cleveland,  who  never  has  been  fond 
of  Wall  street  men  as  a  class,  did  not 
care  much  for  Benedict's  friendship 
at  first.  But  the  tastes  of  ihe  two 
men  wer^e  similar  along  some  lines, 
especially  fishing  and  siiooting,  and 
It  was  not  long  before  they  wei-e 
so  intimate  that  every  one  came  to 
I  recogniez  the  banker  as  the  one 
meant  whenever  "the  president's 
friend"    was   mentioned. 

The  intimacy  thus  bt^un  continued 
through  Cleveland's  second  lerm  and 
after  Its  expiration.  Together  the 
two  men  have  shot  over  many  hunt- 
ing grounds  and  fished  in  divers 
waterd,  and  together  they  have  made 
long  cruises  in  the  Oneida,  Be-nedict's 
yacht.  Of  the  two  possibly  Bene- 
dict is  the  better  shot;  of  a  cer- 
tainty CleveJaxid  Is  the  better  fisher- 
man. Although  still  friends,  the  old 
intimacy  of  frequent  meetings  no 
longer  exists.  After  Jefferson's  death 
both  Benedict  and  Cleveland  left 
Buzzard's  Bay,  while  Cleveland's  new 
Princeton  friendships  have  grown 
appreciably  from  year  to  year.  Dr. 
Van  Dyke,  who  preaches  and  fishes, 
teaches  and  writes  with  unlfomi 
facility,  is  one  of  those  now  closest  to 
the  former  president,  as  every  one 
knows. 

Commodore   Benedict — commodore   of 
the  Seawanhaka  Yacht  club,   many  of 
whose   members   are   Oyster   Bay    resi- 
dents— Is    an    Interesting    ftguro    quite 
ajkart     from     his     former     presidential 
friendship.      He    has    strong    likes    and 
dislikes  and  must  be  fond  of  a  scrap; 
at  all  events  he  has  had  many  differ- 
ences   with    his    neighbors    and   others 
that    have    wound    up    in    right    lively 
rows.     Some    of    the   liveliest   of    these 
differences  have  been   with   men   much 
richer    than    he— the    famous    fuss    be- 
tween    him     and     H.     O.     Havemeyer, 
the  sugar  '^magnate,"  over   the   school 
house      in      Greenwich      which      Have- 
meyer    built     was     an      instance — but 
some     of     them     have     been     between 
Benedict    and    various    small    business 
men— saloonkeepers,       brush       makers 
and  the  like — whose  places  of  business 
near    the    grand    shore    palace    at    In- 
dian   Harbor    did    not    suit      the     lord 
thereof.     Benedict   aspired    to   be   gov- 
ernor   of     Connecticut     at     one     time, 
but   his   aspiration   never   materialized. 
Benedicts    friendships    always    have 
been     diverse.       Besides     great     actors 
and    the    former    president    they    have 
IncludcKl     Illustrators,     musicians     and 
other    art    for    art's    sake  ^  folk.      For 
years     he     used     to     take     a     certain 
Mendelss<jhn    singing   club    al>oard    the 
Oneida    for    its    annual    picnic.      G.    C. 
Brush,   the  newspfeiper  cartoonist,   then 
In     his    prime,     was    a    guest     of     the 
club   on    picnic    day,    and    there    hang.s 
on   the   wall   of  Benedict's   dingy   office 
on    Broad    street,    near   Wall,    a    Brush 
cartoc^n    of    the    yacht    with    the    Men- 
delssohn    club     on    board.      Benedict's 
friendship     with     Booth     lasted     until 
•  the    latter's    death. 

It  was  while  Edwin  Booth,  Thomas 
Bailey,  Aldrloh  and  Lawrence  Bar- 
rett—now ail  dead— w^ro  Benedict's 
guests  on  the  Oneida  that  Booth 
made  public  his  notion  of  founding 
the  Plaj'ers'  club,  which  is  today  the 
grti^t  actor's  most  noteworthy  monu- 
ment. Benedict  is  unusually  fond 
of  cribbage,  a  card  game  which 
Cleveland  likes  as  well  as  the  banker. 
Benedict  made  his  big  financial  strike 
in  Chlciigo  ga.s.  along  with  Yerkes  in 
his    luckiest    days. 

Cleveland  and  George  F.  Parker. 
The  friendghlp  between  the  former 
prejiiden-t  and  George  F.  Parker,  sec- 
retary of  the  Equi  table's  board  of 
trustees — of  which  Cleveland  is 
chairman—dates  back  to  the  middle 
eighties.  Parker  waa  an  editorial 
writer  on  the  Philadelphia  Times. 
Cleveland  appointed  W.  F.  Harrity, 
chairman  of  the  Democratic  cam- 
paign committee  in  1892,  postma-ster 
of  Philadelphia,  and  Harrity  made 
Parker  assistant  postmaster.  Parki-r's 
first  meeting  with  Cleveland  took 
place  at  the  White  House  some 
weeks  later,  when,  with  Harrity,  he 
went  to  W^ashington  to  pay  his  re- 
spects. 

When  the  campaign  of  1888  came 
along  Parker  wrote  the  Democratic 
"Text  Book"— through  the  influence 
of  D.  S.  Lament,  Cleveland's  private 
secretary— and  came  into  frequent  con- 
tact with  the  chief  executive  while 
making  the  collection  of  the  Cleveland 
addresses  and  public  papers  which  the 
book  contained.  Throughout  the  cam- 
paign Parker  looked  after  the  press 
for  the  Democratic  committee.  To- 
gether with  Cleveland  and  the  others 
Parker  was  retired  to  private  life  by 
the  election  of  that  year,  but  by  this 
time  the  friendship  between  the  two 
men  had  become  thoroughly  cemented. 
In  1892  Parker  was  auditor  of  the 
campaign  committee  under  Hai-rlty, 
who  was  campaign  manager.  After 
his  second  election  Cleveland  made 
Parker  consul  to  Birmingham,  Eng- 
land. In  their  respective  posts  as 
chairman  and  secretary  of  the  Equit- 
able trustees,  Cleveland  and  George  F. 
Parker  are  now  closer  together  than 
ever. 

Parker  began  life  as  a  country  news- 
paper   editor    and    publisher    in    Iowa, 
I  and   remained   a  Journalist   until   made 
I  assistant    postmaster    at    Philadelphia. 
i  As  a  country  newspaper  man  he  some- 
times  showed   real   metropolitan   news- 
'  paper    enterprise.    A    man    who    knew 
;  him    In    the    early    days    tells    how    he 
"beat  the  world"  one  Sunday  on  a  news 
item  of  such  magnitude  that  all  the  big 
city   newspapers  had   to  follow  him  on 
Monday   morning. 

W^hlle  on  his  way  to  church  he  heard 
that  a  man.  crazed  by  religious  ex- 
citement, at  a  place  some  ten  or  fif- 
teen miles  distant,  where  a  series  of 
revival  meetings  had  been  In  progress, 
had  practically  "run  amuck"  among 
his  relatives  and  neighbors.  The  story 
as  told  doesn't  give  details,  but  two 
or  three  were  dead  and  several  hurt. 
The  next  Issue  of  Parker's  newspa- 
per, a  weekly,  was  not  due  until  the 
following  Thursday,  but  according  to 
his    way    of    thinking    there    was    one 
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George  F.  Parker,  Secretary  of  the  Equitable  Trustees,^ 
Who  Began  as  the  Publisher  of  a  Country  Weekly' 
—"Tom"  Spratt  of  Ogdensburg— Judge  O'Brien 
and  Charles  S.  Fairchild—Dr.  J.  jD.  Bryant/ 
Famous  Once  as  'The  President's  Physician/' 
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thing  only  for  him  to  do,  and  that  wa3 
to  get  the  news  as  quickly  as  possible 
and   give   it    to    his   readers. 

His  first  move  was  to  get  a  "rig" 
from  the  local  livery  stable.  Then  he 
drove  around  to  the  homes  of  his 
printers,  and  told  them  he'd  be  obliged 
If  they  would  report  at  the  newspaper 
office  late  in  the  afternoon.  Then — 
acting  as  a  reporter — he  drove  out  to 
the  scene  of  the  trouble.  He  was  the 
first  newspaper  man  on  the  spot,  and 
the  only  one  who  got  there  that  day. 

He  was  in  such  haste  to  get  back 
home  and  publish  the  story  In  the 
form  of  an  extra  that  he  took  no 
notes,  and  as  soon  as  he  had  got  the 
facts  together  drove  back  as  fast  as 
he  could,  relying  entirely  upon  his 
memory  for  details.  His  men  were 
on  hand  all  right  on  his  arrival  and 
they  began  to  set  the  type  long  before 
Parker  has  finished  writing  his  story. 
He  was  still  acting  as  a  reporter,  but 
later  he  became  proofreader  and  editor, 
while  still  later  he  was  publisher  and 
circulation  manager  combined.  I  don't 
know  but  he  helped  "kick  off"  the 
edition  of  the  broad  stjeet  printed  on 
one  side  only,  which  he  Issued. 

If  so,  this  added  the  occupation  of 
pressman  to  the  others  which  he  a.s- 
sumed  that  day,  but  anyway  Parker's 
old-time  friends  say  that  his  prompt 
account  of  the  wholesale  killing  added 


body  at  first  as  they  impressed  Cleve- 
land, but  anyway  the  selection  has 
turned  out  a  ten-strike.  It  waa  neces- 
sary to  appoint  a  special  coonmlttee 
to  straighten  out  certain  complica- 
tions In  the  big  Insurance  organiza- 
tion lianded  down  from  the  days  of 
Hj'de  and  Alexander,  and  all  con- 
cerned agreed,  after  watching  the 
methods  of  "Old  Tom  Spratt"  for  a 
while  that  he  was  just  the  man  to  be 
chairman.  C.  H.  Zehnde  of  Phila- 
delphia and  J.  Edward  Swanstrom  of 
Brooklyn  are  his  fellow  memibers  and 
they  have  done  their  part  of  the  work 
very  well  Indeed,  but  it  is  to  Spratt's 
simplicity  and  directness  of  method, 
his  farsightedness,  his  shrewdness 
and  his  knowledge  of  human  nature 
that  the  remarkable  results  obtained 
by   the   oommittee   mainly   are  due. 

"Tom"  Spratt  is  much  of  tlie  Lin- 
coln type  of  man;  homely,  quaint  and 
full  of  iliustrations  and  stories  In 
his  talk,  but  with  a  brain  that,  were 
he  to  take  up  the  practice  of  his 
profession  In  New  York,  would  en- 
able him  soon  to  enroll  his  name 
among  thc^se  who  can  demand  "prin- 
ces' ransoms"  for  their  fees.  Cleve- 
land's admiration  for  Spratt's  ability 
has  grown  into  a  clo«e  friendship  be- 
cause of  his  "human'  characteristics, 
not  because  of  his  legal  and  business 
ability.       Judge     Morgan     J.     O'Brien, 


one  of  the  Equitable  trustees,  has 
been  a  close  personal  friend  of  Cleve- 
land for  many  years,  and  so  has  W. 
L.  Pierce  of  Boston,  another  of  the 
directors.  f 

Of  those  who  as  cabinet  niinlsters 
under  Cleveland  were  among  his  clos- 
est friends,  Charles  S.  Fairchlld  Is 
now  residing  in  New  York,  so  that 
the  old-time  friendship  has  been  kept 
up  without  interruption,  although 
Don  M.  DIckinsem  of  Michigan  is 
still  living  and  as  great  an  admirer 
of  the  former  president  as  ever. 

Falrchild  is  essentially  a  legal  man. 
He  is  the  son  of  a  lawyer,  who  for 
i  years  was  local  "up  state"  attorney 
for  the  New  York  Central  railroad 
away  back  in  the  days  of  old  Dean 
Richmond.  As  a  youngster,  so  runs 
the  story,  Charles  S.  waa  rather  a 
dreamer,  and  his  father  was  afraid 
he  wouldn't  cuit  much  of  a  figure  In 
the  great  world.  After  graduating 
from  college,  however,  the  young  man 
became  more  practical,  studied  law. 
and  attracting  the  attention  of  Sam- 
uel J.  Tllden,  got  Into  public  life. 
He  was  Cleveland's  secretary  of  the 
treasury  during  his  first  term,  and 
his  frequent  adviser  during  the  sec- 
ond. J.  G.  Carlisle,  who  was  Cle^re- 
land's  secretary  of  the  treasury  dur- 
ing his  second  term.  Is  undoubtedly 
the      former     president's      closest      all 


governor  of  New  Yorlt,  made  him 
surgeon  general  of  the  National  Guard 
of  the  srtate. 

Dr.     Bryant    Is    an     "up    stater"    by 

birth,  but  most  of  his  active  life  has 
been  spent  in  New  York,  where  his 
practice  is  one  of  the  largest  going.  To 
those  who  meet  him  for  the  first  time 
he  seems  unnecessarily  brusque  occa- 
sionally. He  always  has  been  brusque 
to  the  newspaper  men,  being  consti- 
tutionally opposed,  apparently,  to  giv- 
ing out  news,  even  If  the 
patient  inquired  of  is  in  public  life. 
This  never  has  tended  to  make  the 
doctor  a  favorite  with  the  reporters. 

It  Is  said  that  once,  when  a  corres- 
pondent went  into  the  White  House 
and  expressed  to  Mr.  Cleveland  a  de- 
sire to  see  Mrs.  Cleveland,  the  presi- 
dent forestalled  the  proposed  interview 
with  the  curt  remark  that — 

"Mrs.  Cleveland  Is  not  on  exhibition, 
sir." 

Dr.  Bryant's  replies  to  Inquiring  re- 
porters frequently  have  been  of  the 
same  sort,  which  quite  explains  his 
attitude  toward   the  newsgathers. 

But  when  he  chooses.  Dr.  Bryant 
can  be  as  agreeable  as  the  next  one, 
and,    in    conversation,    say    those    who 


SCHOOLMA'AMS

Grand  Forks,  N.  D.,  Sept.  13.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.)— Dan  Cupid  is  blamed 
by  school  superintendents  in  North  Da- 
kota for  the  present  scarcity  of  school 
teachers.  General  prosperity  and  ability 
to  earn  more  money  In  other  lines  may 
also  have  something  to  do  with  the 
dearth  of  schoolma'ams  in  this  section, 
but  In  the  majority  of  cases  it  is  claimed 
the  little  fellow  with  his  bow  and  arrow 
is  the  guilty  parly. 

The  shortage  is  the  greatest  In  the  his- 
tory of  the  state.  Strenuous  efforts  have 
been  made  to  secure  teachers  from  points 
in  Minnesota  and  Iowa,  but  the  demand 
has   exceeded    the   supply. 

A.  L.  Woods,  of  the  Woods  Teachers' 
agency  of  this  city,  stated  that  he  had 
places  for  between  300  and  400  teachers. 
As  a  result  of  the  scarcity  of  teachers 
the  wages  have  gone  up  amazingly.  As 
low  as  $30  and  SS.'i  per  month  had  been 
paid  In  some  districts  for  teachers  within 
a  few  years. 

During  the  past  year  $40  has  been  paid 
for  third  grade  certificate  holders,  $45  for 
second  grades  and  $60  lor  first  grades. 

Of  late  second  grade  certificate  holders 
have    been    paid    $60    in    many    instances.

He  has  strong 
prejudices  and  opinions,  and  Is  well 
known  among  the  circles  of  which 
Cleveland  Is  a  member  as  the  only  maa 
alive  who  can  overrule  the  "only  living 
former  presi<Jent"  when  occasion  arises.

Immensely  to  his  prestige  In  loWa  and 
made  the  success  of  his  newspaper  a 
certainty.  The  "broad  sheet"  was  on 
the  street  just  as  the  churchgoers  were 
going  home  from  evening  service. 
Parker  had  several  boys  out,  each  with 
a  big  bundle  of  the  sheets  under  his 
arm,  with  Instructions  not  to  sell,  but 
to  give  them  away  to  any  who  wanted 
them.  This  feature  df  the  enterprise 
was  the  one  thing  needed  to  make  It  a 
perfect  hit  with  the  villagers,  and  In 
the  long  run  no  doubt  brought  In  a 
good  deal  more  money  than  it  cost. 
Mr.  Parker  lias  made  many  contri- 
butions to  the  best  magazines  and 
reviews  on  both  sides  of  the  ocean, 
and  for  a  long  time  was  a  special 
American  contributor  to  the  London 
Times,  but  he  has  had  little  time  for 
writing  In   some  years. 

Some  Friends  of  Hts  Later  Years. 

Thomas  Spratt  of  Ogdensburg,  N. 
Y..  is  one  of  the  ex-presldent's  meet 
lecently  acquired  friends.  Spratt  is 
of  the  legal  profe^ssio^,  and  so  typical 
an  old-fashioned  country  lawyer  that 
in  Ogdensburg  they  call  him  "Tom" 
Spratt.  Cleveland  knew  him  first 
when  president.  Spratt  was  then  the 
law  partner  of  "Dan"  Magone — whom 
Cleveland  appointed  collector  of  the 
port  of  New  York  in  1889 — and  made 
so  great  an  Impression  upon  the 
chief  executive  that  he  suggested 
him  for  an  Equitable  director  two  or 
three    years    ago.

ARE  CLOSED 


St.  Petersburg,  Sept.  13.— The  council 
of  ministers  has  ordc  rwl  the  closing  of 
all  the  dormitories  attached  to  the 
institutions  of  higher  learning  here 
and  at  Moscow,  because  of  the  admis- 
sion of  the  police  that  they  are  un- 
able to  prevent  them  from  being  used 
as  a  meeting  and  hiding  places  for 
revolutionists. 

In  accordance  with  this  order  the 
police  have  closed  the  dormitories  of 
the  polytechnic  school,  containing  1,000 
rooms  and  situated  In  one  of  the  su- 
burbs of  this  city,  which  has  resulted 
In  1,000  students  being  evicted  from  the 
building,  and,  in  view  of  the  strict 
police  regulations,  they  are  fyidlng  the 
greatest  difficulty  in  obtaining  lodg- 
ings elsewhere.  At  Moscow  the  stu- 
dents' dormitories  have  been  turned 
over  to  the  use  of  the  city  high  schools.

Much  had  been  said,  and  it  is  to  be 
assumed  that  considerable  more  will  'le 
written,  about  the  "red  flag"  and  what 
it  Is  claimed  by  those  who  attack  it, 
to  repre.sent.  It  Is  my  purpose,  in  a 
few  words,  to  explain  our  (Socialists) 
reason  for  adopting  the  red  color  as 
our  symbol  and  emblem. 

Those  who  have  studied  the  history 
of  early  Christianity  know  that  the 
red  Hag  functioned  as  the  emblem  of 
those  primeval  communists.  True 
Christianity  when  comprehended  is 
nothing     but      communism      pure     and 

simple.  The  revolutionists  of  1793  in 
France  also  used  this  Hag  as  their 
"colors."  Even  in  our  own  revolutio.i- 
ary  war  the  patriot.s  on  the  battle- 
fields, having  at  that  time  no  recognized 
emblem,  used  very  frequently  their. re-i' 
flannel  shirts  as  their  flag  piece.  In 
the  uprisings  of  1848  and  1849,  all  over 
Europe,  such  men  as  Carl*.Schurz,  Fran?: 
Seigel,  Kossuth,  Garabaldi,  Mazzini,  and 
all  the  heroic  men  who  strove  for 
humanity'.s  emancipation,  were  glad  lo 
rally  under  the  "red  Danner."  The 
commune  of  Paris  in  M71,  when  the 
working  pe^.ple  for  a  number  of  months 
did  rule  supreme,  this  was  also  their 
accepted  flag.  And  now  in  this  day 
and  age  the  Socialists  of  the  world  are 
rallying  their  forces  and  marching  un- 
der this  same  banner.  Persecuted,  con- 
demned, maligned,  our  objects  miscon- 
strued and  willfully  falsified,  we  do 
not  give  ground,  but  conversely  make 
converts  to  our  doctrine  every  time  we 
get  a  chance  to  explain  our  aims  and 
objects. 

But  why  this  terrible  red  color?  Why 
not  the  more  peaceful  blu§  or  white? 
Our  answer  is.  that  the  blood  that  is 
healthy  and  not  sluggish  i.s  of  a  bright 
red  color,  that  all  m:inkind.  regardless 
as  to  creed  or  place  of  birth,  have  this 
same  red  blood  coursing  in  theic  veins. 
That  all  men  are  interdependent  and  In- 
terlaced. That  the  interests  of  the  Es- 
(juimaux  is  wound  up  and  dependent 
u<*bn  the  well  being  of  the  people  liv- 
ing in  the  antipodes.  That  all  men 
need  each  other.  That  we  all  belong  to 
the  same  species  and  must  work  in 
harmony  for  the  common  good  of  all 
mankind. 

We    furthermore    have    adopted    thl« 


emblem  as  an  expression  of  our  pro- 
test against  the  class  divisions  that 
have  been  developed  in  all  of  the  civil- 
ized society  due  to  property  differencer'. 
This  flag  and  color  has  ever  been  the 
tlag  of  the  oppressed  class,  the  rally- 
ing banner  for  all  those  who  hop.^d 
for  the  aspired  to  a  higher  life  upon 
this  physical  plane.  It  is  not  today  and 
never  wa.s  used  in  the  past  as  a  banner 
of  hate,  it  always  has  been  the  ban- 
ner of  life  and  hope  and  good  will. 
Again,  our  use  of  it  in  the  United 
States,  is  not  because  of  any  disrespect 
to  the  national  emblem  of  tiiis  country. 
On  the  contrary  Socialists  always  do 
respect  the  Red,  White  and  Blue. 
Knowing  as  we  do  the  struggles  and 
the  aspirations  of  our  forefathers,  we 
always  will  respect -the  flag  as  well  as 
the  heroes  who  paved  the  way  for  this 
country's  greatness,  although  the  fact 
has  become  self-evident  that  "Old 
Glory"  is  being  used  and  cxpl(»W.ed  for 
the  beneflt"  of  some  lew  individuals  in 
the  country. 

.Socialism  is  a  creed,  a  religion,  if 
you  will.  It  is  political  as  well  as 
educational.  It  is  not  confined  to  any 
country  or  clime.  Its  adhereints  today 
are  numbered  into  the  millions.  Its 
aims,  its  objects  everywhere  are  the 
.same.  Recognizing  all  humanity  as 
equals,  it  cannot  and  does  not  draw 
any  boundary  lines.  We  look  upon  eUI 
men  as  citizens  of  the  world,  we  know 
no  patriotism  that  is  not  broad  enough 
to  take  into  its  folds  every  human 
being.  We  do  not  claim  to  be  all  holy 
and  better  than  the  rest  of  mankind. 
We  do  say  there  is  room  enough  in  this 
physical  world  to  provide  every  man 
a  decent  home,  the  natural  resources 
are  sufficiently  bountiful  to  enable  all 
of  us  to  produce  a  superaboundance  of 
the  essentials  of  life.  We  strive  for 
peace  and  are  ever  against  war. 

Life  at  best  Is  but  a  short  step  and 
then  into  eternity.  Why  continue  strife 
among  ourselves  when  a  little  com- 
mon sense  reasoning  can  enable  us,  one 
and  all,  to  see  the  possibilities  and 
benefits  resulting  from  co-operative 
action? 

The  red  flag  is  not  the  flag  of  th<? 
dynamitards.  It  does  not  stand  for 
destruction.  U  does  stand  for  construc- 
tion, unity,  and  harmony  and  fratern- 
al relationship  between  man  and  man.

part  of  its  na\al  force  there.  The 
Sail  Prajicisco  incident  was  not  so 
peaceably  viewed,  Mr.  Wright  said,

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Powhatan  v/as  mler  over  thirty  Indian 
trlbee.  nnd  his  dominion  covered  the 
vast  region  now  known  r.  th^  Virginias. 
He  was  one  of  the  wisest,  craftiest  and 
most  tactful  chiefs  that  ever  lived,  lie 
lived  In  what  mlcht  hr.ve  been  called 
regal  Btyle  for  nn  Indian.  He  had 
two  homee  In  different  ['arts  of  bis  coun- 
try and  hunting  cabins — ^rhere  he  might 
rest  while  hunting  far  from  Lome — scat- 
tered nbont  through  the  forest.  >v  at-n- 
ever  he  wont  on  long  expeditions  he  -v-ns 
nuended  by  fifty  picked  nnd  fierce 
braves. 

Of  all  Powhatan's  numerous  children 
hi^  daughter  Pocahontas  was  snld  to 
have  been  his  favorite.  ^Tlie  story  of 
Pocnhont.'vs'  brave  deed  Is  fainlllar  to 
all  who  hr.ve  read  the  history  of  the 
settling  of  this  countrj-  by  the  English.) 

When  P'nvhatan  received  visitors  he 
was  dressed  In  a  gorgeous  garment  of 
raccoon  skins,  and  his  face,  arms  and 
■boulders  were  painted  In  a  most  strik- 
ing manner.  About  hie  neck  and  wrists 
he  wore  strings  of  ornaments  made  from 
flsh  bone,  glistening  pebbles,  shells  and 
elks'  teeth.  On  his  head  was  a  crown, 
or  head  dresB,  made  of  birds'  feathers 
and  claws. 

It  was  during  Powhatan's  reign  that 
the  Englishmen  sailed  up  the  James 
Itlver  and  settled  lu  the  great  chief's 
country.  On  their  first  coming  the  red 
men  were  very  friendly  to  them,  giving 
them  of  corn  to  eat  and  of  skins  to  dress 
themselves  In.  Then,  leaving  many  men, 
women  and  children  In  the  "New  Coun- 
try" the  ships  of  the  "pale-faces"  went 
away,  their  captain  and  crew  feeling 
that  th(>se  left  behind  on  strtinge  shores 
would  be  safe  till  their  rct-.irn  from  Eng- 
land with  supplies  of  food  and  clothing. 

But  the  following  year,  v.hcn  again  the 
ships  of  the  Englishmen  came  sailing 
np  the  James  lUvcr.  the  cai-tain,  to  Uis 
horror,  found  not  one  %vhlte  pei-son  liv- 
ing to  tell  the  tale  of  their  conflict  with 
hunger,  cold  and  savage  Indians.  In  vain 
did  John  Smith  endeavor  to  find  some 
trace  of  the  colony  that  had  been  plaat- 
e<l  on  the  shore  of  the  beautiful  river. 
Some  held  I'o'.vhatau  responsible  for  the 
"Lost  Colony,"  but  in  no  manner  was  he 
ever  made  tc  give  a  sign  of  knowledge 
of  the  little  band  of  people  whose  homes 
were  found  In  ruins  and  whose  "bonoa 
were  scattered  far  and   wile." 

But  soon  Powhatan  bocamo  hostile  to 
the  white  men  that  threateiuMl  his  terri- 
tory. And  he  caused  the  sMtlviS  i;o 
little  anxiety  and  trouble  by  his  treat- 
ment of  them.  Had  It  not  Jbeew  for  fear 
of  those  wonderful  firearms  lu  the  pos- 
Bfssioc  of  the  palt-faces,  which  ifinained 
a  fearful  mystery  to  Powhatan,  and  for 
the  fact  that  his  favorite  child,  i'oca- 
hontas,  fell  In  love  with  and  married 
the  young  Englishman,  John  Roife,  there 
is  no  reason  to  doubt  but  that  he  would 
have  waged  a  relentless  war  on  the  col- 
onists. But  under  the  drcimistances  ht 
made  a  treaty  with  the  paie-fac.?8  and 
kept  peace  with  them. 

Eleven  years  after  Captain  John  Smith 
landed  at  Jamestown,  Powhatan,  old  and 
gray/  died  a  natural  dea:b,  and  was 
deeply  mourned  by  bis  many  wives  and 
thirty   tribes.
